*Acconnt of the publick Rejoicings made in 
moſt Parts of. the Kingdom, upon the Solem- 
© _nizing the Acceſſion of His Majeſty to the 
=-- Crown, tho“ for ſome time our publick Prints 
were full of them; it may ſuſfice to ſay, ſome 
did their Duty, and ſome did not, and ſome 
overdid their Duty to ſuch Exceſs, as nothing 
but the Sincerity of their Intention and Zeal 
far King George could excuſe. But as thoſe 
Who omitted their Duty, felt no effect of 
the publick Reſentment, it would have been 
hard to have puniſh'd a few honeſt Fellows for 
breaking a Head or two, or a Glaſs Window, 
in the Exceſs of their Joy, for the King's 
Acceſſion to the Crown. Py | f 
But London muſt have this juſtice done her 
in the Caſe,” viz. that however upon this Oc- 
caſion her Citizens ſhew'd an extraordinary Joy, 
yer there was not the leaſt Tumult or Diſorder 
in the Streets, nor any ſhew of Diſturbance. 
The Mobb bad, as a certain Author expreſt it, an 
uninterrupted Licenſe to be as Merry as they pleaſ- 
ed, No body appear'd to diſturb the Obſerva- 
tion of the Day, nor was there any Exceſſes f * 
committed, as oz the like:Occaſion has been com- 
plain'd of, to provoke the other Party to be 
rude and uneaſie with them. 4 2 
Though the King himſelf was abroad, and 
the Court out of Town, yet there was a very 
great Appearance of the Nobility at Hampton- 
burt, Where the Regent kept his Court; and 
the Day was obſerved with all the Solemnity 
> That thoſe two Circumſtances would allow.

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What was wanting here, was abundantly 


made up at Hanover, where the King then 


was, and where there was a moſt magnificent 
Court, and a vaſt Appearance of Princes, Ambaſ- 
ſadors, Envoys, Agents, and the Nobility, not 
only of His Majeſty's own Dominions, but of 
the neighbouring Countries; which Concourſe 
of Princes, however on the Occaſion of that 
Day, join'd to make the Honour done his 
Majeſty the greater, and the Ceremonies of the 
Day the more Magnificent; yet, as it after- 
wards appear'd, there were Affairs of far great- 
er Moment in Agitation among them than bare 
Matters of Compliment, and the Congratulati- 
ons uſual on the Anniverſaries of Acceſſions, 


'Birth-Days, &c. which, however, we muſt refer 


to our Account of Foreign Affairs, which we 
ſhall ſpeak largely to in their order, and which 
having no room for in our laſt, we ſhall effectu- 
ally ſupply, and make amends for in this Col- 
lection. 

Before we enter particularly into the Tranſ- 
actions of the Year, we muſt.recolle& ſuch Paſ- 
ſages of Note, as tho* they might happen, 


ſtrictly ſpeaking, within the laſt Year, yet 
came not to publick Knowledge, or at leaſt to 


be taken notice of till the new Year began, and 
therefore could not be included in the prece- 
ding Volume. | | 
Such were the Riots and Tumults of the Mobbs 
in ſeveral Places, as particularly, that of a 
Rabble at Cambridge on the King's Birth. Day, 
which though ſo long back as the 23th of May, 
yet the various Relations given of it, and the 
Pretences on both ſides were ſuch, that no true 
Account could be come at, fit to be inſerted in 
a publick Collection, till it came to be taken

T he Annals of Ring . 
Coęntxance of in a judicial Manner; at leaſt, 


our Caution to avoid a partial Relation, and 


our ſtrict adherence to the Truth of Fact, made 
it not reaſouable to give the Story till a cer- 
tainty of the Manner conld be obtained, which 
not being judicially decided till the latter end 
of July, could not come into our laſt. 


On Wh 17th of July, the Caſe was heard in . 


judicial Manner, where it appear'd, that on the 
28th of May, whica was the Anniverſary of 
the King's Birth-Day, the common People on 
both ſides receiv'd ſome little diſguft at one a- 
nother's Conduct; vi. the Bells were not rung as 
uſual in all the proper Places, which ſeemed to 
ſigniſie ſome Deſign of Diſreſpecting the King's 
Birth Day, and by conſequence, the King kim— 
Nelf. The Loyal Party took offence at this, and 
the High- Party ridicul'd and inſulted them on 
that Head; however, nothing tumultuous hap- 
pen'd that Day. The next Day was an Anni- 
verſary alſo, tho' of another kind; however, 
commemorating the Reſtoration, being a Solem- 
nity which both ſides had always chearfully af 
ſiſted in, the Performing it ſeemed to offer no 
real Foundation of Riot or Quarrel, much leſs 
of ſuch Diſorders as happen'd, and therefore the · 
Tumult could not be foreſeen. 

Inthe Morning, ſome of the Scholars of Clare. 
Hal, went in a Body to Trinity-College, to 
hear an Oration, which was appointed to be 
Ttpoken there upon the Occaſion of che Day. It 
ems this March from Clare-Hall to Trinity- 
College, was not without ſome Clutter and 
Noiſe, which, as was afrerwards alledg- 
ed, whether true or no, was Riotous in jts Na- 
cure, and gave the firſt Occaſion of the whole

This Appearance of the Scholars of Clare- 
Hall, being not without ſome other People N 
tending them, the High- Party pretended it was a 

Deſign of the Whigs to gather in a Body, and 
thereupon they gave out, that the Lom People 
would prevent the uſual Rejoicings of ' the 
Day, and that there would be no Bonefires al- 
low'd at Night, or to that purpoſe. This aſſiſt- 
ed to gather the Towns People, eſpecially the 
Boys and looſe Fellows of the Street together ; 
and the firſt Step that was taken, was by ſome 
Scholars of the High Church Party, followed 
by a Number of Towns Men, going alſo to 
Trinity Collegeafter the other,where theGame be- 
gan by Affronting one another, and Inſulting 


the Clare- Hall Men very much. After the Bu- 
fineſs of the Day was over at Trinity, they con- 
tinued Provoking one another in the Street; 


one Party on one ſide the Street, and one 


on the other, Pelting one agother with ill Lan- 


guage, for they had not begyn to throw Stones 


it ſeems juſt then; but the Mobb call'd Round- 


Head, Calves-Head-Club, Presbyterian, &c. 


on one fide; and Jacobites, Rebels, &c. on the 


other; till the Clare- Hal Gentlemen finding 
the other Party increaſe, and that there ſeemd 


to be a Deſign form'd among them to make 4 


Tumult, retreated to their College, and advi- 
ſed the Towns People, who were on their ſide, 

to let the other alone, and to diſperſe. 
The High Mobb taking Heart by this 
prudent Retreat of their Enemies, and believing 
it to be a cowardly Flight, grew warm; and nôt 
content to have offer'd all the indignity poſſible 
to the other in their ſaid Retreat purſued 
, B 3 them

them to their College, and ſtorming the

Gate, at the firſt Onſet they broke into the 
outer Court: Having thus taken the Out- 
works, they began to aſſault the Body of the 
Place ; but then the Soholars of the Houſe find- 
ing themſelves brought to a Neceſſity, and 

having a juſtifable Occaſion of exerting the m- 
ſelyes, not only repulſed them in their At- 
tempt upon the Houſe it ſelf, but boldly ſallied 
ont, drove them quite out of the Court, and 
ſhut their Gates again upon them. 
While this was in its Height on that fide, 
another Body of the ſame Mobb inſulted Tri- 
pity: College 3... but; the Defendants there bein 

more numerous, they not only repuls'd them, 
but ſe iz d upon ſome of the Ring-Leaders of 
the Rabble, and made them Priſoners: Intel- 
Iigence of this being carried to the reſt, rais'd 
the Ferment to a great heighth, and they quit- 
ted their Dehgn againſt Clare- Hall, which they 
Were going to fall upon a ſecond time; and be- 
ing not only heightea'd in Rage, but encreas'd 
ia Number from all Quarters; they came all a- 
Way to Trinity College; where they broke into 
the Houſe with a Fury not to be eaſily deſcrib'd, 
Shattering the Windows, inſulting the Ma- 
ſters.of the College with opprobious Language; 
and. would not be-appeas'd by any Capitulation, 
5 that of delivering the Priſoners, which 
the Maſters at length were obliged to comply 


with; otherwiſe, it was to be feared, they might 


have done a great deal of Miſchief, _ * 
It is no injuſtice to them to ſay, that after 
theſe Re pulſes, and puff'd up with this Victory, 


their Number was not only greatly encreaſed, 
bat the Fury they were in was alſo raiſed far 
beyond what perhaps at firſt they themſelves 


might 


and as an act of Diſreſpect to the Government, 
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might intend. However it was, we did not 
find they made any fatal Attempt after this, 


or that they attack'd any moreColleges; but the F 
went roving up and down the Streets with 
green Boughs, and large Branches of Oak in 4 


their Hats, and in their Hands, with the uſual 
Inſolence of a Rabble; till at laſt their Fury 
vented it ſelf upon Mr. Hufey's Meeting · Houſe; 
where they not only broke the Windows, but 
entred the Houſe, tore down the Pews and 
Seats, - and ſpoil'd a very fine Clock; till Ne 
Magiſtrates coming in with what Streng 
they could make, diſpers'd them, and put an 
end to the Fray. * 5 
What is particular in this Affair is, that 
when it came to be heard, as i, ſaid, before the 
Vaiverſity judicature, who are the proper Judges 
as to the Scholars only; the Sentence, which was to 
be ſuſpended for a Tear, and if found to offend 4 
ſecond time, to he . expel d, extended to both 
ſides, one as well as another. This gave great 
Offence, and was cenſur'd by ſome as partial, 


The next Article of Rabbling, was in the 
City of London, and ran a great deal higher; 
for being the firſt Violence offer'd to the Ad- 
miniſtration of his Royal Highneſs the Prince 
Regent, it was the more provoking, and was re- 
ſented | accordingly. This was the 25th of . 
July, Which is reaſon enough why we could 
not include it in the laſt Year's Accounts, the 
Proceedings upon it being alſo all of them 
after the beginning of the preſent Year. . The 
beſt and moſt impartial Account, that Hiſtory 
can collect of this Affair, is taken t fram the 
yulgar Reports, or the miſtaken or Party Ac-

1 . Whole ; But from the whole put together, as it

There had been aMugg-Houſe ſet np ſome few 
Months before in Salisbury- Court in Fleet-Srreet; 
near to the Place where, it ſeems, there was a 
Publick 1 before, noted for the 
great Reſort of the oppoſite Party, as alſo for 
the Diſaffection of the Maſter of the Houſe, and 
rhaps alſp noted for ſame Diſorders which fre- 
Hnently happen'd there, and which gave 
" Offence to the Honeſter Part of the People: 
4 "Theſe Diſorders were fuch, as drink- 
ing Healths to thoſe who had ſuffer'd 
for” Rebellion and Diſaffection, and perhaps, 
Tome Healths to the Pretender, the late Duke 
of Ormond, &c. _ ey Oo 
Whether this Mugg-Houſe was erected as the 
Conſequence of that Reſentment, to oppoſe the 
Inſolence of the People in the other; or whe- 
| ther, when it was erected, the other grew impa- 
tient firſt, Hiſtory does not inform us; but 
this is certain, that on the 25th of July, tho? it 
was then no Day of publick Rejoicing, a great 
Rabble of People aſſembled, and not only threat- 
ned, but gather'd about this Mugg-Hovſe, in 
order to attack it; however, theſe were di- 
Ipersd by ſome Aſſiſtance drawn by intelligence 
from other Honſes in the City, of the ſame kind 
ot Conſtitation, call'd Mugg- Hobſes. 
The Tory Rabble; exaſperated at their Defeat, 
and vowmp Revenge, Jaid down their Enter- 
prize tor that Night; but came early the next 
—_ * Morn: 


Pp Year the Third. 9 
Morning, reinforced by Detachments from all 
Parts, for Rabbling was at this time come to a very 
great Height.” There were ſome ſeuffiles firſt in 


the Streets, and the Tory-Houſe, of which men- 
tion is made, had its -q broken and defaced, 


the Windows demoliſh'd, and the like; but the 
Rabble increaſing, the Mugg - Houſe People were 
forced to retreat; inthis Part of the Fray, one Read, 
the Maſter of the Mugg- Houſe, with a Firelock in 
his Hand, advancing to the Head of his Men, 
fir'd, and ſhot one Daniel Vaughan, formerly 
a Bridewell Servant, through the Body, of 
- which he fell Dead upon the Spot; but the 
Rabble rather enrag'd than diſpirited by it, car- 
Tied on their Attack with the more Fury, and by 
downright- Force enter'd the Houſe, plunder- 
ed all below Stairs, deſtroy'd the Drink in the 
Cellar, and every thing they could break or 
2 they were repulsd in their Attempt to 
force their way up Stairs, by ſome People who 

had barricaded the Head of the Stairs, and de- 
fended them obſtinately. Ia the mean time, 
notice being ſent to Whitehall, a Detachment of 
the Guards came immediately to the Place, and, 
tho' not without ſome difficulty, the Rabble 
was diſperſed; the People ſeparated, and Seven 
or Eight of them being taken in the very act of 
aſſaulting the Houſe, were carried to Priſon, 
Five of whom were afterwards Executed ar 
the Corner of the Street where the Riot was 
raiſed, as we ſhall hear preſently. 

We are the more particular in this Affair, be- 
cauſe the Publick has been impos'd upon with ſe- 
veral wrong Accounts of the Fact, and particu- 
larly, with ſome RefleQiqns upon the Severity 
of the Execution; whereas to thoſe that know

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Tumults, it muſt appear reaſonable in all Go- 
vernments, to take a ſpeedy and warm Courſe 
:20 prevent their increaſe: Arms in the Hands 
-of a Mobb, can ſcarce be thought of without 
fome Horror; and had the leaſt Succeſs in their 
Attempt, or forbearing to reſent the Crime, 
-encourag'd them, they might, as the Temper 
of the Times was known then to be, have 
Joon gotten. ſnch a Head, as not to have been 
reduc d without much Blood. | 
Early Severity. therefore ſeem'd not only 
abſolutely neceſſary, but even a Favour to the 
poor miſguided People themſelves; for by this 
Execution a powerful Check was put to the 
rabbling Iuclination among the People, and we 
have ſeen very little of it ſince upon any Occa- 
ion whatever. 2 
= The Perſons who were Convicted for this 
Tumult were, Thomas Bean, George Purchaſe, 
Jan Love; Richard Price, William Price, with 
— — Delander, a Watchmaker ; the fiye 
Arſt were Executed, as is ſaid already; the o- 
ther remains yet under Bail, having been Con- 
victed, but the Sentence is not yet paſs'd ; the 
reit of thoſe who were taken, were paſt over, 
and let go. ENF - 
it was ſaid by ſome, that there was a Com- 
bination; among the Mobb, after they had ri- 
fed and reduc'd this in Salisbury-Court, to have 
fallen upon all the other Mugg- Houſes, viz. in 
Southwark, St. Jolm's by Smithfield, Che apſide, &c. 
but this we do not affirm. - But ift ſuch a Deſign 
Was laid, the bad ſucceſs they met with here 
diſcourag'd them ſo much, that they gave over 
*the Thoughts of it. 115 
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It may not be unneceſſary here, to mention ſo 
much of the Nature and Circumſtatices of theſe 
Mugg-Houſes, as may be ſufficient to let the 
Readers of theſe Annals, in after Years, into the 
Meaning, of them. EQ 81961 oil, 
They were Houſes, at which ſeveral Societies 
were form'd, being young Men, moſtly Citi» 
zens and of good Repute, whoſe Zeal for the 
King's Intereſt, and warmth againſt the Tu- 
mults of the Jacobite Party, animated them to 
oppoſe themſelves to the Rabbles, in the very 
Manner they (the Facobites) took with them, 
viz. of Mobbing in the Streets; and therefore 
it was not ſo much out of the Way when it was 
ſaid by a certain Author, That the Facobites were 
the Men who ſet up the Mugg- Houſes ; but we ſhall 
ſpeak more of them - hereafter, 
While we are thus giving an Account of the 
ublick Juſtice and Tranſactions of the laſt Year, 
it muſt not be omitted, that Jacobs and Stel ſon, 
two Clergymen, but abandoned to the moſt ſcan- 
dalous Crimes of Lewdneſs, Riot, and even 
intentional Murther, were at the ſame Time 
ſet in the Pillory according to Sentence, and 
they ſtood both of them in the Habit of Clergy- 
men, tho' their Crimes ought to have made 
them bluſh at the very Pretenſions to it, this 
was the 26th of July. 8 . 
It muſt be acknowledg'd, that although the 
Rebellion was ſuppreſs'd, aad-the greater Part 
of thoſe who were Ptiſoners here, were under 
Sentence of Death; yet a great many Inſolen- 
cies were daily offer'd by the Party, and daily 
Affronts to the Civil Peace, which even their 
own Friends acknowledg'd was in the higheſt de- 
gree Imprudeat, for that it rather provoked the 
Sovernment to uſe ſeverity, and made it neceſ- 


ſary 


at the fame time Lord Keeper of the Privy- Seal, 
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ary to them to make more Examples, rather 


than excite them to Lenity and Forbearance. 
This appeared by the many Accounts which 
came daily out of moſt Parts of England, eſpeci- 
ally the Northern Parts, where the King's 
Friends, Servants,” nay, and "Magiſtrates alſo, 
were every Day inſulted, in a manner, that e- 
ven the moſt 1mpartial Part of the World 
could not approve of. WI. 4 

But it muſt be acknowledg'd likewiſe, that 
the Execution of the five Rioters at Salisbury- 
Court, ſtruck” a Damp upon this inſulting Hu- 
mour of the Rabbles, and excepting a few Ex- 
amples of no eminent Notice, the People be- 
gan to be more quiet from this time forward. 


Having thus recapitulated, and look'd a lit- 
tle back upon things done partly in the Cloſe of 
the laſt Lear, and partly in the beginning of this; 
o to preſerve the Connexion of Story, we come 
now to enter upon Matters proper to the Year it 
elf. The Rejoicings for the King's Acceſſion 
were over at Court, but the Addreſſes which 
came up to congratulate upon that Subject, and 
upon the general proſperity of Affairs, were 
many, and took up a great deal of Time, and 
would take up too much Room in this Account 


i repeated, and therefore we only mention 


them in general. Jrelard alſo ſent up ſeveral 

as particularly, from the County and the Uni! 
verſity of Dublin, and the County of Cavan, 
and ſeveral others, too many to mention. 

The King was now at Hanover, as has been 
obſerved, and abundance of the Nobility of En- 
gland, and ſome alſo of Scotland, followed, and 
particularly the Earl of Sunderland, who being 


the 
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the Prince Regent, at his Lordſhip's Requeſt, 
ordered : a Commiſſion for the Cuſtody of the 
Seal in the Earl's Abſence; the Commiſſioners : 
were Edward Southwell, James Vernon, and An- 
drew 'Charleton, Eſqrs; they received the Seals 
| Auguſt 25, and the ſame Day, having taken 
the uſual Oaths, they entred upon the Office. 

The Parliament ſtood prorogued to the 7th 
of this Month; and as it was-not intended that 
they ſhould meet at that time to fit for Buſineſs, 
they were upon their ordinary Aſſembling, 
further prorogued to the 18th of September. 

The next conſiderable Part which offered in 
the Regency of the Prince was, to exert ſome 
Acts of Clemency to the Miſerable; the Caſe was, 
that the Reprieve for the Priſoners in Newgate 
and the Marſhalſea under Sentence of Death, 
being expir'd, they had another for three Months. 
Alſo Mr. Farquarſon of Inuercald, a Scots Clan or 
Chief, Charles Ratclif, Eſq; Brother to the Earl of 
Derwent water, Mr. Oglivy, Mr. Dunlop, and the 
Laird of Mackintoſh, were not only let out of 
Priſon, but Pardoned. 

Alſo the Gentlemen who had been commit- 
ted, having with them a great many Servants, 
equally guilty, tho* but mean; theſe, in Con- 
Gleration that they were influenc'd, and 

rhaps, rather driven than drawa in to this 
Treaſon by their Maſters, were all order'd to be 
diſcharg'd, being 40 in Number, viz, Eleven out 
of Newgate, Seventeen out of the Marſhalſea, 
and Twelve out of the Fleer, among whom was 
the Earl of Derwentwater's Gentleman. 

And now having ſpoken of the Royal Clemen- 
cy, it is meet to go on where we left of, viz. 
with the Account of the publick Juſtice, and 
the Proceedings againſt the Rebels, and others 
Who were in Priſon in ſeyeral Places. Mr. 
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Mr. Pitts,” the Keeper of Newgate, under 
_ whoſe Management ſo many Priſoners had made 
their eſcape out of that Priſon, eſteemed before 
the ſtrongeſt Priſon in England, was Try- 
ed for High Treaſon, but was acquitted after a 
full Hearing, and return'd to his Charge, where 
he had not been many Days, but Mr. Bruce, and 
Mr. two other Priſoners, made their 
eſcape out of the ſame Priſon, and almoſt in 
the ſame manner. 
About the ſame Time, the Priſoners in the 
Fleet made the like Attempt, in which ſome 
- miſcarried,”* but Five of: them had the good 
Luck to get off z and one Mr. Garns, a Doctor of 
Phyſick, did the like at Edinborongh, having 
diſguiſed himſelf in his Siſter's Cloaths. 
And to finiſh the Accounts of ſach Things, 
the Earl of Winrozn made his eſcape out of the 
Tower, where the Lord Daßfus, who had been 
ſeizd-at | Hamburgh, and brought over by his 
Majeſty's order, was committed in his Room. 
Mr. | Redmayne's Houſe the Printer was 
ſearched, and himſelf taken up, for Printing ſe- 
veral Popiſn Books which were found in his 
Houſe. He was admitted to Bail, but both he 
and bis Bail, as it was ſaid, refuſed the Oaths. 
Mr. Rayn, a Popiſn Bookſeller, for whom the 
ſaid Books were Printed, was alſo taken up, 
and held to Bail. The Titles of the Bdoks 
found in his Houſe were as follows.

Abundance of Hawkers and Publiſher s were 
likewiſe taken up for Publiſhing of Seditious 
and Treaſonable Pamphlets not worth naming; 
ſome of whom receiv'd merciful uſage, and o- 
thers were whipped and impriſon'd for Exam- 
ples ; by which Methods, the reſt were diſcon- 
raged, and their forwardneſs in handing about 
treaſonable and ſcandalons Pamphlets and Pa- 

rs was much abated, which evident! 
ſhew'd, that it was at that time a moſt neceſ- 
ſary Piece of Juſtice. _ 

At the latter end of laſt Year we gave an Ac- 
count of the Removing qþ the Duke of Argyle

But time 
diſſipated all thoſe Rumours, and we ſee him 
even now appearing at Court, but perfectly eaſie, 
ang concerning himſelf neither on one fide or 
other.

Word, by this Commiſſion they 
took upon them to divide the converted 
World into Spiritual Diſtricts, and to call 
and hold not only Religious Meetings for 
Worſhip, but Dioceſan and Provincial Meet- 
ings for Legiſlation and Diſcipline, vt only 
without, but expreſly againſt the Laws and Con- 
ſent of the Secular Powers.

We heard likewiſe that the ſaid Commiſſi- 
oners had ſeiz'd ſome of the Engliſh Eſtate of 
the late Duke of Ormond, but that the Earl of 
Arran, his Brother, claims it, as having actu- 
ally bought and paid for, and had poſſeſſion of 
it before the Duke was Impeached, which how- 
ever admits of farther Proceedings.

Of theſe Four laſt mention'd Prifoners, the 
Account 1s very particular, (viz.) 

The two Stewarts gave ſuch Accounts of 
themſelves, and the Court receiv'd ſuch ſatis- 
faction in that Account, that the Solicitor Ge- 
neral thought fit to acquaint the Court that it 
would be for his Majeſty's Service, to allow a 
Writ of Noli Proſequi to be enter'd in their 
behalf, which was ordered accordingly, yet 
without mentioning, any thing in publick 
of the Reaſons which procur'd them ſo much 
Favour. 

Mr. Tulloch reſolv'd to ſtand it, and took his 
Tryal the 26th, tho' the King's Council ex- 
amin'd no leſs than Seven Witneſſes againſt 
him, who all teſtified his being in the Earl of 
Marr's Army, and named Time and Place to 
the ſeveral Actions in which he had appeared,

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and agreed very well in their Evidence; fo - 
that all that heard it believed he would be 
found Guilty; and People began to ſay, he had 
been ill advis'd, and that it had been much 
better for him to have pleaded Guilty, and caſt 
himſelf upon Mercy, as others had done: But 
Mr. Tulloch went upon a quite differing Foot in 
his Defence, and not contending the Fact, or 
whether it was true or no that he was in Arms, 
or in the Army aforeſaid; his Council inſiſted, 
that he was not there in the Senſe of the In- 
dictment; that he was there indeed as a Pri- 
ſoner, or as a Man not in his own Power; but 
that he was not ſui juris, but was taken by 
Force by the Troops of the Marquiſs of Hunt- 
ley, aad carried along with them againſt his 
Win, which the Council alledged was not Re- 
bellioa within the Words of the Inditmeat ; 
that the Adverbs of the Indictment would not 
hold, for that it was not Trayterouſly, Sediti- 
ouſly, and Adviſedly, but Unwillingly, compul- 
fively, and forcibly; againſt his Intention, Reſo- 
lution, and Deſign; the Witneſſes which he 
1 proved that he was thus forcibly ta- 
en, and brought away from his own Houſe; 
that he entreated them not to carry him away, 
being antient and infirm, and unfit for the Ser- 
vice, or for the Hardſhip of the Field ; that 
he proteſted againſt the Violence they uſed 
with him, and that he had declared, he would 
not ſerve them any otherwiſe than by Force. 
His Witneſſes alſo proved the Force upon 
him all the Way; how he was guarded leſt he 
ſhould make his Eſcape, and made to ride be- 
tween two Horſemen into the Field, with ſe-

The next who was to take Tryal, was Col. 
Campbell of Ormondell, commonly call'd 
Brigadier Campbell; he was an old Soldier, and 
had been Twenty Years in the Service of the 
ö and Colonel ofa Regiment of 2000 Men; he 
Wquitted that Service upon the News of the At- 
fair in Scotland, and flo doubt, having a diffe- 
rent Account of the Circumſtances of Things 
than he found true; for having g6t Shipping 

In the Sound, and landed in Scotland, he foun 
the Pretender return'd to France, the Army di- 
ſperſs'd, and the Rebels on all Hands ſhift- 
Wing for their Lives; he got into the Iſle of Skey, 
to the Intereſt of the Mac Donalds, and was at 
the Head of above 1500 Men. When the 
Troops ſent thither to attack them arriv'd 
there, he did his part as a Soldier, tho? in a bad 
Cauſe, and encouraged the Men all he 
could in their Rebellion; but when the Troops 
appear'd, his Men all fled, and he being a Man 
not uſed to turn his Back, ſtood ſtock ſt ill with 
his Arms in his Hands, till an Officer came up 
to him, who offering him Quarter, he prefent- 
ed him his Sword, and was taken. 

There was no poſſibility of his making any

diets were excuſed upon a full Hearing, bu 
the Serjeant was found Guilty, and Sentencd ] 
to be Hang'd over the Caſtle-Wall, which was 8 
accordingly executed the 24th of December,

being a prodigious Height from the Bottom off 


the Precipice on which the Caſtle. is built.

Indeed it might ſeem very proper to plac 
the full End of the Rebellion, at this Period, 
litele remaining to do in any thing relating to 
the Rebels, either in the Field, or in a Courſe 
of Juſtice.

This 
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This was 4 great Teſtimony of the Juſfice 
and Clemency of the Government; and parti- 
cularly, was à kind of Life from the Dead to 
many Gentlemen, who not only had lain long in 
Priſon, but alſo (at leaſt ſome of them) had been 
very much reduced by it in their Circumſtances, 
the Expence of that Priſon being very great. 
But that which makes their Deliverance cloſe 
as it were; the Account of this Matter is, that 


there remain'd now in Nemgate, only two Pri- 


ſoners on Account of the Rebellion who were 
untried, (viz.) Mr. James Tatbor, the ſame who 
made his Eſcape with Mr · Forfer, and was re- 
taken; and Mr. Frazer.

well as Churches, have very good ones. It

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And having thus mentioned His Majeſty's 
finiſhing his Affairs abroad, it leads us neceſ- 
ſarily to mention, how far thoſe Affairs relate 
to Great · Britain. The main Affairs which his 
Majeſty tranſacted publickly abroad, conſiſt- 


ed of three Kinds: Firſt, The Protecting the 


Britiſh Commerce in the Baltic, whither a 
ſtrong Squadron of Men of War, under the 
Command of Sir Joh Norris, was ſent ſome 
time before, and now received Orders imme- 
diately from his Majeſty. The Second was, 
The conferring Honours upon the Royal Fami- 
ly, and giving the Order of the Garter to 
the Biſhop of Ofraburg, now Dpke of York, 


the King's Brother, and to Prince Frederick, 


only Son of the Prince of Wales, and His Ma- 


jeſty's Grandſon ,, both which was done in the 
Royal Palace at Hanover. And Thirdly, The 


Concluding a new Defenſive Alliance with 
France; of all which it is needful to give a 
diſt int Account in their order. 


HFrurſt, As to the Fleet; the Qccaſion of ſend- 


ing that Squadron, was for the manifeſt Prote- 
ction of our Commerce in the Baltick, where 
the King of Sweden, on pretence that he could 
not ſuffer any Nations to Trade with his Ene- 
mies, eſpecially. to the Ports which had been

and notwithſtanding all the Repreſentations 
of the Enzliſh Reſident Mr. Fackſon, Condemn- 
ed them as Prize.

But not to enter into the Merits of the Que- 
tion between us and the Swedes, as not ma- 
terial to our Annals, the Temper of the King 
of Sweden being ſo well known, as that no Re- 
dreſs could be expected Time enough to pre- 9 
vent the Ruine of that moſt beneficial Trade, a 
ſtrong Squadron was thereupon ſent to the 
Baltick, under the Command of Sir Jobs 
Norris. | 
Nor was this all; but the Swedes «ppearivg 
in a formidable Poſture at Sea, and the North- | 
ern Allies not well able to cope with them, 
the Daniſh Fleet being weak for want of Money, 
and the Ruſſian Fleet for want of Men, His 
Majeſty alſo, for Reaſons well weigb'd, find- 
ing'it highly neceſſary to ſupport the Northern 
Confederacy, ordered his Admiral to join the 
Daniſh and Ruſſian Fleets with the Britiſh Squa- 
dron,or with ſo many of them as ſhould bethought 
needful, and to leave eight Men of War at his 
coming away, to aſſiſt the Dares if they ſhould be 
attack d: This diſappointed the Swedes in all 
their Deſigns, and cauſed their Fleet to retire 
into Carelſcroon for all the reſt of the Summer, 
and this we name the rather, becauſe it is 
made uſe of by the Miniſters of Sweden in 
their future Reaſonings, as a Ground for their 
Maſter's Reſentment; of which we ſhall ſpeak 
again when we come to that Part. 
As for the Britiſh Squadron, it remained in 
che Sound not till the Summer only was over, and

World was paſt, and at laſt came away in an 
nnlucky Hour, ſor they were no ſooner got in- 
to the Mouth of that they call the North Sea, 
which is from the Schagen, or North Point of 
Juitland, and the Malſtrand, or the South Point 
of Weſtergothlayd, and now in Poſſeſſion of the 
Swedes, but they met with a dreadful Tem- 
peſt, they lay in a good Road as to Anchorage 
under Scagen- land, but not large enough for ſo 
great a Fleet; for they had 557 Merchant Ships 
under their Convoy, being the whole Trade from 
the Baltick, belonging to England, Scotland, Hol- 
land, and Hamburg; 200 Sail of the Dutch, with 
their ſix Men of War, finding it beganto blow hard, 
weigh'd,and ſtood away to the Sound, and had the 
whole Fleet done ſo,they had been ſafe; but they 
reſolved to truſt to their Ground Tackle, and 
to ride it out, ia which they were very much 
in the Wrong, for the next Night they were 
forced from their Anchors. by a moſt terri- 
bleStorm,and the whole Fleet entirely diſpers'd, 
every oneſhifting for himſelf, The'Britih Men of 
War kept together as: well as they could, ſteer- 
ing over to the Coaſt of Sweden and Norway, 
and weathering the Rocks, got off to Sea, 
except one Man of War, named the 
Auguſt, who not being able to keep 
up with the reſt, was driven higher 
iato the Gulph : Here the Auguſt, a Ship of 70 
Guns, was caſt away on the Ifland of Au- 
hoult, vulgarly Annat, however the Men get- 
ting on Shore upon the Sand, were ſaved 
there, except about Sixty, who getting into 
their Boats, committed themſelves to the 
Mercy of the Waves, and were giyen ay 

| vr 
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for loſt, but they all got ſafe to the Swediſh Coaſt, 
where the King of Sweden, however pretend: 
ing to take our Ships, ' cauſed them to be treat- 
_ ed with Humanity, and ſubfiſted at the pub. 
lick Charge, giving them leave to go back by 
any Conveyance to Britain; but would not 
ſuffer them to go to Denmark by any meags. 
The reſt of our Men of War came aff ſafe to 
England, but with great difficulty, and ſcatter- 
ing ſome and ſome at a time ; as for the Mer- 
chant Ships under their Convoy, a great many 
were loſt, ſome Accounts ſaid above ſixty Sail; 
ſeveral of them fell into the Hands of the 
Swedes of Gottemburgh. But the Loſs fell chiefly 
among the Dutch and Hamburghers, who were 
alſo moſt in Number. 9 * 

The next Engliſh Affair which lay before 
the King, during his Majeſty's Reſidence at 
Hanover, was the Inveſting the young Prince 
Frederick, and the Duke of York, with the 
Order of the Garter, which was done in his 
Majeſty's Cloſet, a Herald at Arms from En- 
gland, attending for the Ceremony. But 
of this we ſhall' ſay more preſently, adjourn- 
ing it to the Time of his Majeſty's coming a- 
way, when indeed it was done; the Time 
for the preſent alſo being employ'd in a 
Tranſaction of myth greater Moment, and 
which has ſince been fruittnl of confiderable 
Events; particularly, as it has changed the 
mortal Averſiou which ſeemed to he riveted, 
even in Nature, between the two Nations 
of France and England, into a' Friendſhip both 
of Intereſts and Temper, which ſeems to 
promiſe a laſting Peace and Security to all 
theſe Parts of Europe. .

This was the new Alliance with Fance, and 
which took up more of his Majeſty's Hours than 
thoſe Matters of Ceremony, as being infinitely 
ſuperiour in the Conſequence, and of greater 
Moment for the publick Peace. 

It is hard to ſay, whether the Circumſtances 
of this great Affair were mote favourable to 
one Party than another, there ſeemet to be a 
Concurrence of Events which brought all Par- 
ties into it, even unexpectedly: It is true, 
France ſought it: The Duke Regent, a Man of 
Prudence and Penetration, ſaw not only his 
own ſafety abſolutely depending upon it, in 
Cafe of the Demiſe of the preſent King; but 
happily for him, found his Neighbours had 
ſome certain nice Articles, which it was in his 
Power to yield them at that time,and which would 
infallibly render thePropoſal acceptable to them. 
For example, he could not but know, that the 
Pretender and his Friends, who were all in his 
Power, would be a Sacrifice highly agreeable to 
the King of Great Britain, and neceſſary to 
the Peace of his Subjects; that the Affair of 
Mardyle would be a Pledge of too great a 
Value not to be earneſtly deſired by Great- 
Britain, and would be a ſingular Eaſe to the 
Merchants of ſuch a Trading Country; he 
knew that when he offered two ſuch Points, 
the Court of Britain were too penetrating 
not to liſten to it, and if poſſible ſecure them 
vpon any reaſonable Terms. 

He knew the Dutch, a Nation deſirous of 
Peace vpon juſt Terms, and depending whol- 
I upon Trade, would be very glad of a 
Conceſſion which France had in its Power to 
give, viz. the Tariff of Sixty Four; and find- 
ing it of the laſt Importance to himſelf to 
ſecure 
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ſecure the Amity of theſe two powerful 
Neighbours, he reſolved to deny nothing they 
could reaſonably. demand, in order to enter 
into new Engagements with them, and fix a 
mutual Friendſbip with them both; that if 
at any time he | ſhould come to have hi; 
Claim to the Crown of France diſputed by 
the Houſe. of Spain, be might not only be 
ſecure behind him, bat alſo be powerfully |

Upon theſe | Conſiderations, he made no 


ſcruple to agree to expunge the Pretender, * 


and all his Adherents, entirely out of the 
Dominions of France; nay, even to oblige 
him to remove from Avignon, tho' it was 
a Place entirely in the Juriſdiction, and un- 
der the Sovereignty of the Pope. He made 
no ſcruple of Engaging to give no Sanctuary, 
in the Dominions of France, to any of King 
George's Rebels, &c. and he made no difficulty 
effectually to Demoliſh and Deſtroy the newCanal 
of Marayke, and all the Works there or at 
Dunkirk, which ſhould be capable of making 
either of thoſe Places Defenſible, or fit for 
receiving Ships of Burthen. Beſides this, be made 
no difficulty of granting to the Dutch all they 
had to deſire in their Commerce, and to 
— them a free Trade into France upon ſuch 
erms as they had formerly enjoy'd. 

Theſe Conceſſions made the Propoſals of 
France teliſh very well both at London, and at 
the Hague; and it appears ſince, that the King 
took his Meaſures very right in accepting 
the Project of the Treaty of Alliance, fince 
he ſaw the Regent under perhaps a greater 
Neceſſity of it, than even if he had been 

; * redu- 
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+educed by a War, and that now was the Time, 
not only to obtain of the Frexch all that could 
be asked, but even to bring the French Court 
to be dependent upon the Britiſu, and always 
attach'd to the Britiſh Intereſt, by the un- 
diſſembling Tie, of a regard to their own. 
Theſe were ſome of the Motives to this Alli- 
ance on both ſides; in which it was to be ob- 
ſerv'd, the French proceded with more Can- 
dour and Openneſs than uſually was the Pra- 
ice of that wilie Nation. His Britannick Ma- 
jeſty, though he found the Intereſt of his 
Kingdoms very viſibly form'd in the Treaty, 
yet wiſely ſuffered himſelf to be aſſiduouſſy 
Courted to it, and gave the French Occaſion 
to let the World know, it was their Mo- 
tion, and at their Deſire; which reſerve in 
the Conduct of the Treaty, gave his Maje- 
ſty opportunity in many Caſes to infiſt with 
Ad vantage on ſeveral Things, which perhaps the 
French would otherwiſe with more difficulty have 
given up, as the Manner and Circumſtances 
of the Demoliſhing Mardyte, the Dimenſions 
to which the Sluices were to be reduced, 
the ſending over Britsſþ Commiſſioners to in- 
ſpe& the Performance, and the like; alſo, as 
to the Entertaining of Fugitives, the remo- 
ving of the Pretender, and his Depegdents, and 


ſuch other Caſes as were the moſt Eſſential 
on the King's ſide.

Alſo, this diſtinguiſh'd Conduct on his Ma- 
jeſty's ſide, put a ſtop to all ſeeming Diſla- 
tisfactions that might affect the People on oc- 
caſion of this Treaty. An Alliance with France 
Was a4 new thing to be talk'd of in theſe King- 
doms; it had ſo often been entered upon in 
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2 . 


a. Scandalous manner, and with an ill De- 


ſign, that it was ſomething difficult to recon- 
cile the People fo much as to the very thing 
in general; but when it was anſwered, that 
the King, who we always knew ated in e- 
very ſuch Caſe with his Eyes open, and was 
not to be. impoſed upon by the Arts of the 
French Court, or to be deceived by their u- 
ſual Cunning; I ſay, when the Nation came 
to conſider, that the King himſelf was at the 
Head of the Treaty, and that He was upon 
th& Spot, all that Jealouſie, which ſome Men en- 
deavoured to infuſe into the Minds of the 
People in general, vaniſhed of a ſudden, and 
they entirely depended upon it, that if the 
King engag'd in ſuch 4 Treaty, He would 
bring it to anſwer the Deſires and Intereſts 
of his People, or not conclude it at all. 

Nor has the Event deteiv'd their Ex pecta- 
tion, every Article of the Treaty which re- 
lates to Great- Britain, being viſibly calcula- 
ted for her Intereſt 4nd Advantage. \ 
Thus the Treaty went on with ſucceſs, it 
was manag'd at the Hague by the Marquiſs 
Chateauneuf, and the Abbot Du Bois on the 
French Part; by the Lord Cadogan, and the 
ordinary Britiſh Reſident on his Majeſty's 
Part, the King himſelf being at Hand to 
give laſtructions on any Emergency, viz. at 
Hanover; and by the Penſionary Hyenſius chief- 
ly, on the Part of the States, and about the 
middle of January was concluded and finiſh- 
ed, as ſhall be obſerv'd in its Place.

On the 34 of December, a Fire happened 
in the French Church, juſt at the Paſſage in 
to St. James's Park, called the Spring-Ga- 
den; which deſtroy'd that Building, and burit 
and damaged fix or ſeven Houſes adjoining, 
His Royal Highneſs the Prince Regent, be. 
ing waken'd with the Alarm, and inforn- 
ed where it was, immediately roſe, and at- 
tended only with the Captain of the Guard 
then on Duty, went on Foot to the Place 
where he ſaw, with great Satisfaction, the 
Working of the Engines, the adventuroy 
Boldneſs of the common people on ſuch Oc 
calions; and eſpecially that of the ſevcrlfj 
Officers of the Inſurance Societies, who ut 
= call Fire- men; who exerted themſelves: wil 
ſuch extraordigary Vigour, that they effect. 
ally preſerv'd a great Pile of old rottal 
Buildings oyeragainſt the Chappel, tho' ü 
was no leſs than three times taken hold «lf 
by the Flames: This the Prince was ſo ple 
Td with, that he ordered them to come the neu 
Day to St. James 's, in order to receive a Reward, 
which was ordered for them; which the 
did, and receiv'd, as was ſaid, 300 Guines 
among them. | 4 
Bur this was a Weck of Calamities of thi: 
kind to the Town; for. the very next Night 
a much more terrible Fire happened at 2 ; 
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houſe, . which continued burning Eight or 
Nine Hours, and conſumed near Twe Han- 
dred Houſes; and as it happened among a 
poorer Sort of Inhabitants, there were a great 
many Families ruin'd, and reduced by it: 

This was. ſo much taken notice of, and fo 
effectually repreſented /.at Court, that His 
Royal Highneſs the Prince, {the Princeſs, and 
by their Example, ſeveral of the more Ge- 
W ncrous of the Nobility, and Perſons of Qua- 
S lity, contributed large Sums to be diſtribu- 

ted among the pooreſt of the Sufferers, ſo that 
it was reckoned, that near 4000 “. Collected 
in Charity, was ſeat down to them in leſs 
than Ten Days time after the Fire happen- 
ted; of which Sum, the Prince himſelf con- 
tributed a Thouſand Pounds. 

The fame Week, two Fires happened in 
ſeveral other Places, viz. one in Rarclif-high- 
way, Which burned two or three Houſes; 
and one on Southwark ſide near Redriff, which 
burat one Houſe; all theſe Accidents haps 
pening together, gave ground to ſome Re- 
ports, as if there were wicked Deligns of 
ſome diſaffeted People to ſer Fire wilfully 
to the City, and one was taken up on ſu- 
ſpicion ot having combuſtible Matter about 
him with ſuch a Deſign; but upon farthey 
Examination, there was nothing found to 
ground ſuch a Suſpicion upon. Fs 

Likewiſe another Accident happened the 
ſame Week at the Play-Houſe in Drary-Laneg, 
which gave People at firſt, ſome ſuſpicion of 
an Evil-Deſign againſt the Life of the Prince; 
tho*'atterwards,it ſeemed to be rather an acciden- 
tal raſh Act of a Man ſomething diſtemper-

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ed. The Prince Regent being at the Play. 
Houſe, to ſee the Tragedy of Tamerlane, 
one Mr. Freeman came to the Door of 
the Houſe; he was a Gentleman . known 
well enough at the Houſe, and who, as 2 
Diſtempered Man, they uſed always to give 
leave to come in and go out juſt as he plez. 
ſed ; but there being Soldiers now placed at 
the Door as à Guard, his Royal Highnes RF 
being in the Place, and this Gentleman preſ. 
ſing roughly in, they ſtopp'd him; upon 
their ſtopping him, he puſt'd at the Solder, 
to go by him torcibly, at which, the Soldier 1 
thruſting him back violently, he pull'd ont 
a Piſtol and fir'd it in his Face; the Bullet 
pierced the .Fellow's Shoulder, and did n 
more hurt; but the Noiſe of a Piſtol fir'd 
at the Door, put the whole Houſe into an in- 
expreſſible Conſter nation, knowing who wa 
there, and not knowing what the Deſign Þ 
might be: However, other Soldiers ſtepping 
in, they ſecur'd the Man, and diſarmed him, 
another Piſtol or two being found upon him; 
and in a little time all was quiet again. ; 
As for Mr. Freeman, he was firſt carried 
to the main Guard, and kept there that i 
Night; the next Day he was examined before 


the Council, and the Wound which the Sol- 


dier had received being not mortal, they did 
not proceed againſt him, tho' the Attempt 
of | Forcing the Prince's Guard coming with- 8 
in the Statute of Tre on, he was committed to 
Newgate, where he lay eight or nine Months; af- 
ter Which, he was Indicted at the Surry Aſſixes fora 
Murther committed ſome Vears before.

And now an Expreſs being arrived from 
Hanover, ſignifying His Majeſty's Reſolution

While theſe Things were depending, a new 
Affair agitated the Minds of the People for a 
conſiderable Time, as follows: There had been 
a Notion ſpread about all over the 'Nationp 
that Ways and Means ſhould be fonnd our 
the next Parliament, to Ranſome the Nati- 
on from Debt and Uſury, and fo, in pro-

Nor was this a Report only, for it was 
apparent that the Miniſtry had had this ia their 
View a long Time; not meerly as a thing to 
recommend the Dexterity of their Manage- 
ment, as ſome inſinuated, but as a common 
Good to the People in general, and a Thing 
reſerved for the Reign of his preſent Majeſty, 
to endear the Memory of it to Poſterity, 


and to add to it the Glory of having done 
| | that 
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that in the. firſt Years of his peaceable Ad- 
miniſtration, which had been fo far from 
the Thoughts .of all the former Reigns, that, 
whether in War or Peace, the People had 
no Proſpe& of any thing of this kind, or 
indeed, of any thing but an Annual Increaſe 
of their Burthen by new Funds, anticipati- 
on of Years beyond the Expiration of old 
ones, making limited Terms perpetual, re- 
deemable Funds unredeemable, and in a 
Word, running every Year farther into Debt; 
and under the Notion of preſerving the 
1 Publick Credit, and keeping inviolably the 
Conditions of the Loans, to make the Pub- 
lick pay exorbitant Intereſts of ſix, ſeven, © 
2 and more, per Cent. when the National 1n- 
[ tereſt of Money was reduced to five per Cent. 
| - While _ theſe Things were only in their | 
| Ambrio, the Minds of Men were ſtrangely 
| diſturbed about them; the Citizens, who Þ 
ä were generally the chief Creditors in the | 
| * Publick Debt, complained heavily, that they 
had ſerved the Goverament with their For- 
tunes in the Times of Exigence, and in the | 
greateſt Extremity of Affairs, when it was a 
great Hazard whether they ſhould be ever re- 
pay'd or no; that the ſmall Additions which 
were made to the latereſts of their Loans, 
were no more than the Parliament thought juſt 
Conſideration for, and were given as a kind of 
Ballance to the riſque they run; that there is 
23 manifeſt difference between Perſons lending 
Money to one another, where they have liber- 
ty to infift upon ſuch Main- prize, or ſuch real 
or Perſonal Securities as they think fit to ac- 
cept, and may recal their Moncy when they 
pleaſe, 
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pleaſe, and lending Money to the Govern- 
ment, ſubjected to all the Changes and Emer- 
| gencics of State, the Incidents of National Vi- 
ciſſitude, ſuch as the Poſſibility of good or bad 
Succeſs; the Superiority of this or that Party, 
and the Temper of the Times. on every Occa- 
ſion ; in which Caſes, 'tis often known, that 
one Parliament may not think themſelves ob- 
lig'd to what another has done, and that 
theſe Things requir'd ſome more than ordi- 
nary Encouragement for the Parting with their 
Money. 7 | 

It was quite another Thing in the Country, 
and among thoſe who were more concerned in 
the Taxes than the Loans; they inſiſted upon 
the Weght of the Burthen upon the People; 
how they had not only ſuffered deeply ia. the 
Time of War, but ſaw no Relief coming by 
the Peace; that while all the, World were 
Eaſing themſclves of the Loads which made 
the War grievous to them, Britain only had 
her Chains made perpetual, and found no dif- 
ference of Burthens, between a time of uni- 
ver ſal Peace aud unĩverſal War; thatſhe was every 
Year running farther into Debt, by the new 
Demands that muſt be made for the Support 
even of the Civil Government, all the neceſſa- 
ty Funds for that Uſe being anticipated 
by the Annual Payment of extravagant Inte- 
reſts of Money ; that every Engagement was, 
by the Nature of the Thing, diſcharg'd by 
repayment of Principal and latereſt, and that 

it could never be called a Grievance, for the 
Nation to deliver themſelves from Ruine, by 
paying every one their own; that even the 
Lenders would be Savers, by being caſed of 
| their 
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their Share of the heavy Taxes which the Na- 
tion groancd under, ſeeing few paid ſo ſmall 
a Share in the Taxes, even upon their common 
Neceſſaries, but it would be equal to the A. 


batement of Oxe per Cent. per Annum on the

Intereſt of their Money; an 
from them in the Intereſt, would be given 


to them again in the Eaſe of their Taxes, aud 


no wrong would be done them. 


But the others argued, That it was injuri- 


ons to them who had lent their Money upon 
ſuch Conditions, to be obliged to take it again 
before the Expiration of the Term agreed up- 
on at the Time of Borrowing; and that the 


Intereſt of Money being reduced by Act of 


Parliament, and the publick Occaſion of Bor- 
rowing being ſuppoſed to ceaſe, Money would 
become uſeleſs and unimproveable, and the In- 
tereſt in the Courſe of Things fall yet lower, 
to the Ruine of many Thouſands of Families, 
who being out of Trade, and having no E- 
ſtates to live on but the Intereſt of their ready 
Money, would be reduced to great Extremi- 
ties. - 
It is impoſſible to deſcribe the Diſorder of 
Mens Minds upon theſe Debates, and to what 
height Men carried them, even before ' the 
Thing was certain, and before the Parliament, 
who alone could determine the Caſe, was 
come together, much leſs had entered into any 
Conſideration about it. 

"But that which moſt agitated the Minds 
of the People, was the Notion of paying off 
the ſertled Annuities, which were indeed an 
abſolute Bargain and Sale, and ſeemed to be 
the unalienable Property of the Poſſeſſors ; 
yy whoſe 
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whoſe Eſtabliſhment was fo, particularly abſo- 
Inte, as that they were transferred. from Hand 
to Hand in Deeds of Truſt, Jointures, Marri- 
age Settlements, and the like; the Vacating 
of which, would make infinite Confuſion in Fa- 
milies, and among Orphans, Widows, Execy- 
tors, & c. and indeed the Apprehenſion of it 
began to make the People vety uneaſie, abun- 
dance ſold off as well as they could, and the 
Rates of ſuch things fell unaccountabl . 
Books were publiſned with, great Animoſity 
on one ſide and another, arguing as their In- 
tereſt! and Party, rather than their Judgment, 
inclined them; ſome for the general Redem 
ption of all the Funds, whether of one kinc 
or another, pleading, ſome the Juſtice, ſome 
the Convenience, ſome the Neceſlity of pay- 
ing off the whole Debt, and redeeming the 
Funds ia general, without any regard to.the 
Conditions of the Acts of Parliament, or to the 
Nature of the Loans, alledging that. Publick 
Credit, was what the Publick pleaſe to make it; 
and that the Parliament had no more Power to 
make an unredeemable Fund, than they bad to 
make an unrepealable Law. e 
But the Wiſdom of the Parliament, and the 
exquiſite Skill of the Perſons then and after- 
wards concerned in the Management of that Af- 
fair, ſettled all theſe. Things, ind took the 
happy Medium between all the Extremes; ſo 
that the Reducing the Publick Payments of In- 
tereſt was obtained in Part, and yet the Op- 
preſſions and Confuſions mentioned were avoid- 
ed; as ſnall be ſeen in its Place. | 
lu the mean time, the Account of the Nati-

"ed, theſe Things, they ſay, confirm their Sug- 
- geſtion. Now tho? it is not the Buſineſs of an

SERINE 
The next Day very early, viz. about Two a 
Clock in the Morning, an Officer of the Guards 


with ſome Muſqueteers, were ſent to the 


Houſe of Count Gyllenborg, the Swediſh En- 
voy, with Orders to ſecure the Avenues to the 
Houſe, and were followed by Licutenant Ge- 
neral Wade, with Orders to Seize all his Pa- 
pers, and to ſet a Guard upon his Perſon, and 
foffer none to ſpeak with kim; but not to re- 
move him out of his own Houſe. 

The Count, ſurprized with the Meſſage 
which was firſt delivered at his Door by the 
Officer, refuſed, for ſome time, to admit them, 
and Claiming the Privilege of an Ambaſſador, 
pretended to Defend himſelf; but bang 
quickly made ſenſible, that if he attempte 
that, they ſhould make very ſhort work with 
him, that the Officer was not anſwerable for 
any Miftake in the Orders to ſeize him; but 
that his Buſineſs was to execute thoſe Orders, 
which he was obliged to do, and would imme- 
diately perform; being, I ſay, made ſenſible 
of this, he found it convenient to ſubmit ; 
but, as it was ſaid, took Occaſion in thoſe few 
Minutes of 'Parley, to deſtroy ſuch Papers as 
he had near Hand, and which he was conſci- 
ous he ought not to let be taken about him; 
and thus the Officer being let in, the Envoy 
was put under Arreſt in his own Houſe, the 
Officer who was left to guard him, having 


Orders to ſuffer no one to ſpeak with him, 
. nor 
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nor him to ſpeak with any one by Night or by 
Day, except in his hearingngg. ö 

Some other Perſons were alſo ſeized at the 
fame time; as firſt, The Envoy's Secretary 
and Servant, as alſo one Major Smith, Mr. 
Charles Ceſar of Hertford, and Sir Jacob Banks ; 
the latter was upon the firſt Examination diſ- 
charged, having, as twas ſaid, proved to the 
Satisfaction of the Government, that he had 
rejected all the Offers which had been made 
to him, to concern himſelf in the Intereſt 
which was now acting againſt the Government. 
The Envoy's Scrutore was alſo ſearched, and 
all his Papers ſeized, and carried away to the 

cretary's Office; what Diſcovery they made 
by theſe Papers, and what Uſe was made of that 
Diſcovery, we ſhall ſee preſently. 

It will not be wonder'd at, that ſuch an Af- 
fair as this made a great Noiſe: As is uſdal in 
ſuch Caſes, all the Foreiga Miniſters appear- 
ed the next Day at Court, tg learn the Rea- 
ſons of ſach a Proceeding, and to crave-leave 
that the Swediſh Miniſter might be allowed the 
Privilege of an Ambaſſador, according to the 
Law of Nations. They receiv'd for the pre- 
ſent, an Anſwer in general, that ina Day or 
two they ſhould be fully acquainted with the 
Reaſons of ſuch a Proceeding; and according- 
ly on the firſt of February, which was but 
two Days after, the following Letter was ſent 
by Mr. Secretary Stazhope, and Mr. Secretary 
Methuen, to all the Foreign Miniſters, to give 
them reaſonable Satisfaction in this Affair.

Ihe Baron had been, as is ſaid: above, at the 
Court of France, and was come from thence in- 
to Flanders, from whence he was expected back 
at the Hague the 24th of January N. S. and the 
Intelligence of this being well- grounded, Or- 
ders were diſpatched to Mr. Leathes, the Britsſi 
Reſident: at the Hague, to apply himſelf with 
the greateſt Secreſie poſſible to the States Ge- 
neral, to obtain leave to Arreſt aud Secure the 


Baron Gorix in the Name of the King of En- 


gland, which, as he was under no publick Cha- 
racter immediately to the ſaid States, was a 
Favour they could not refuſe. The Britiſh 
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Reſident diſcharg'd himſelf of theſe Orders ſo 
well, that he obtained all that he deſired, and 
executed the Authority he obtained in the fol- 
lowing manner. „ 8 
The Baron arriv'd at the Hague, perfectly 
ſecure, and on the Day he was expected; it 
ſeems, till then, he was wholly ignorant of the 
Fate of Count Gyllenborg, and appeared to be 
in a great Surpriſe when he receiv 'd an Account 
of it, and was ia the utmoſt Confuſion when 
he was privately informed that he was in ſome 
Danger of the ſame Fate himſelf; for it ſeems 
fome ſecret Friend of his had gotten knowledge 
of it time enough to inform him of it, and he 
loſt no time to provide for his own Safety; for 
be immediately ſet out from the Hague in the 
privateſt Manner he covld in a Poſt Chaiſe, ac- 
companied only with the Poliſh General Poni- 
atowski, and went directly for Amſterdam, 
judging rightly, that he had no Time to loſe; 
and indeed had he uſed the ſameDexterity there, 
he had gotten perfectly clear: That he had no 
Time to loſe, was moſt certain, for he had not 
been many Minutes gone, before a Detachment 
of the Blue Guards was ſent to his Houſe to 
Arreſt him. 

Mr. Leathes, Reſident of Great - Britain, who 
arrived from Amſterdam much about that time, 
hearing of the Eſcape of the ſaid Baron de 
Gortz,, judg'd that he was gone for Amſterdam, 
in hopes that the Seizing of him in that City 
would not be ſo eaſie as at this Place, went 
back thither immediately, and upon Advice that 
the 20th, being Saturday Morniag, the ſaid Ba- 
ron de Gortz was ſet out from Amſterdam, he 
employ'd Commiſſary Vieertman, (the ſame 
| —_ Gentle- 


Gentleman who, in the late War, brought al- 
ways the firſt Notice of the Victories obtain'd 
by the Arms of the Allies) to follow him, with 
another Gentleman; and they uſed ſo much Di- 
ligence, that norwithftanding the Swediſh Mini- 
ſter was gone ſome Hours beforethem, they 

arrived at Night, much about the ſame Ge 
at the Gates 88 which being opened, 

Mr. Vleertman followed, at ſome diſtance, the 
ſaid Baron de Gortz to an Inn, and immediate- 
ly went to the Chief Burgamaſter, who riſing 
from Bed upon Notice given him that that Gen- 
tleman had ſomething to impart to him from 
the States, was acquainted with the Orders 


given to ſecure the Baron de Gorrz, whereup- 


on two Town Officers and ſome Soldiers were 
ſent to ſeize him and his Pipers, and they 
brought him, with his Secretary, to the Town- 
Houſe : The next Morning the Magiſtrates diſ- 
patched an Expreſs to the Hague for further 
Orders about him, and in the mean time they 
ſecur'd him under a ſtrong Guard; as was alſo 
Monſieur Gyllenborg, Brother to the Swediſh Mi- 
niſter in England, who arrived the 18th at Night 
from France, and was ſeized with his Papers 
at the Hague. It was ſaid from Amſter- 
dam, that the ſaid Baron de Gertz bad left a 
Portmanteau full of Papers, with a Smediſh 
Merchant at Amſterdam, at his departure from 
thence, which were ſeiz'd two Days after. 
Two Perſons of the Retinue of the ſaid Miniſter, 
were alſo ſeiz'd at Rotterdam. When the Officers 
came to ſeize Monſieur Gertz, he made loud 
Complaints of the Violation of the Law of Na- 


tions, which he repeated when he came to the 
Town- 
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142 The Athals of Ring George, 
Town-Houſe; but was anſwered, that it was 
ſurpriſing, that People who had in the higheſt 
Degree violated the Law of Nations, ſhould 
claim the Privileges and Protection of the 
fame. It ſeems he-own'd the Deſign of Inva- 
ding Great-Britain, which, he faid, was a noble 
Project, and he gloried in having had a Share 
in it. He own'd alſo, he had bought 10009 
Arms for that Expedition, part of which had 
been already ſent to Sweden, and that he was to

The Seizing this Gentleman made a great 
Noiſe, and the Swed:ſh-Reſident in Holland re- 
claim'd him in the Name of the King of Swe- 
den; and preſented a Memorial to the Stares, 
to which he annexed an authentick Copy of the 
full Powers given by the King of Sweden to the 
Baron Gortz, alledging, That he ought to be 
look'd upon as a Publick Miniſter, and that 
the Law of Nations had been violated in the 
Seizing a Perſon who was, even in that Coun- 

try, under a publick Character. 

But the Seacez, it ſeems, acted upon other Sen- 
timents, and Reply'd, That they had not Ar- 
reſted the Baron de Gortz in their own Name, 
or on their own Accounts; but had given leave 
only to have him Arreſted, as a private Per- 
ſon, at the Inſtance of his Britannick Majeſty, 
as is uſually allowed in like Caſes for other 
Princes; and as to the Memorial of the Swediſh 
Reſident, after reading it in the Aſſembly 
of the States, they capſed it to be referred 
to the Deputies for Foreign Affaits, as is uſu- 
al in ſuch Caſes ;- which Deputies were to make 
their Report in a ſhort while, and then an an- 
{wer was tobe returned to the Swediſh ages.

By the Alliance lately concluded with France, 
and the States-General, We are ſoon to be Eaſed 
of all future Apprehenſions from Dunkirk. and 
Mardyke: The Pretender is attually removed 
beyond the Alps; his Adherents are deprived of 
all Hopes of Support and Countenance from France;

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and even the Aſſiſtance: of that Crown is Stipulated 
to Ut in caſe of Exigency. uit . 

It ſeemed reaſonable to expect, that ſuch a Sci- 
tuation of Affairs at Home and Abroad, ſhould 
have recovered from their Deluſion, all ſuch of our 
Subjects as had Unhappily been Seduced by the Craft 
and Wickedneſs of Deſperate and Il. deſigning Men, 
and thereby have afforded Me the Opportunity, 
which I deſired, of following the Natural Bent of 
My own Inclinations to Lenity, by Opening this Seſ- 
ſion with an Att of Grace; but ſuch is the Obſti- 
nate and Inveterate Rancour of a Fattion among ſt 
Us, that it hath again prompted them to animate

This engaging Method of laying Things 
with ſuch opegneſs before the Two Houſes, 
raiſed in the Parliament juſt Sentiments of 
Duty and Obligation, and added to the Re- 
ſentment-which the whole Kingdom had con- 
ceived againſt the Conduct of the King of Sweden, 
and of his Miniſters.

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But this was not all : The Convocation, with

Theſe Addreſſes, which though particular on 
this Occaſion, are otherwiſe matters of Form, 
being over, the Parliament applied themſelves 
to Buſineſs, and in particular, began with a 
Bill to empower his Majeſty to prohibit Com- 
merce with Sweden; this was found neceſlary, 
to interrupt the Correſpondence of the Swedes 
with the Nation's Rebels at. home, or with 
their ſecret Abetters and Friends, and to pre- 
vent the carrying Corn from hence to Sweden, 
which was till now carried oveF daily in great 
Quantities, and which the Swedes very much 
wanted at that time, even to Diſtreſs, andia 
iome Parts almoſt to Famine.

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As ſoon as theſe Sums had been Voted, the 
Committee for Ways and Means began to fit in 
order to raiſe the Money; the Land-Tax, 
which was for this Year ſettled but at Three Shil- 
lings per Pound, was, as is uſual,the firſt Thing, and 
was accordingly Voted. But this Seſſion begin- 
ning very late, and the Land-Tax, which uſual- 
ly was paſſed before Chriſtmas, being not now 
Vored till the 11th of March; It was there- 
fore moved to paſs a Vote of Credit, which 
was done in theſe Terms.

This was an Attempt or Tryal of Skill, upon 


the Strength of Parliamentary Credit, but it 


did not anſwer the Expectation of the Mini- 
ſtry; not for any Defe& of that Credit, but 


from the ill Uſes made of it at that time, by a 


Set of Men, who began juſt then a little to Couns 
ter- act the Publick Affairs. 

It has been mentioned already, that thete 
were Meaſures entred into by thoſe then con- 
cern'd in the Adminiſtration of the Treaſury, 
to reduce the Publick Debts, and particularly 
the Intereſt of Money, and vpon this Vote for 
a Loan of Money at 4 per Cent. it was preſent-

Hitherto Things had gone on very corrent- 


lyin the Houſe, and the Oppoſition that had 
been made to the Publick Buſineſs was very in- 
conſiderable.

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Upon the Day appointed to conſider theſe 
Things, Mr. Walpole appear'd ready with bis 
Scheme, wherein he had, it ſeems, drawn up 
Propoſals not only, Firſt, For paying off or 
reducing the Intereſt of the redeemable Funds, 
according to which he had three Days before 


concerted with the Bank and South Sea Compa- 
ny a Propoſal for putting it in Practice, if ac- 
cepted, and of which, more ſhall be ſaid in its 
Place; but had alſo, 24ly,Propoſals for an Alter- 
native, as it was there called, to be offered to 
thoſe who had purchaſed the Annuities upon 
Parliamentary Funds for a certain Number of 
Years, and which were called not redeemable. 

It would be too long to enter here upon 
the many Debates which were occaſion'd by 
this Scheme; but this will let us into the 
whole, and may be ſufficient for the Informa- 
tion of the Reader, viz.

Reſolution of Reducing the Troops as ſoon as 
it could be done with ſafety to the Publick; 
upon theſe ' Reaſons, all thoſe Attempts 
dropt for the preſent, and every thing for. 4 
few Days more, went on with Harmony and 
Unanimity ia the Houſe, as well as elſe- 
where. | N 

We are now at the 34 of April, when a new 
Circumſtance happening, whether I may ſay as 
ſome do unwarily put in, or as Reaſon ſug- 
geſts to ſay, undutifully, and unjuſtly taken 
hold of, be it taken which way we will, this is 
certain, it was the Foundation of the following 
Broils and Diſſatisfactions, which, had not the 
Prudence, the Vigilance, and the Steadineſs of 
bis Majeſty's perſpnal Conduct prevented, might 
have had very ill Conſequences. On the 34 of 
April, after a Report trom the Committee of 
Supply, Mr. Secretary Stanhope delivered the 
tollowing Meſlage from his Majeſty,

it neceſſary, that ſuch Meaſures ſhould be early con- 
certed with other Princes and States, as may con- 
dase moſt effect ualy to th E. 

And as this may require ſome Expence, His Ma- 
jeſiy hopes that his Cummons will; by their Aſſiſt- 
ance at this Juniture, enable Him to make good 
ſach” Engagements, as may eaſe bis People of all 
future Charge and Apprebenſions upon this Ac- 


count. 


This Meſſage made a great ſtir in the Houſe, 
and from this Time we ſaw Diviſions: which 
we had never feen before; for the Miniſtry 
and the Courtiers, not in the Houfe only, but 
out of the Houſe too, broke all to pieces a- 
bout it among themſelves. The High- Party 
took infinite Advantage of it, and ſaid it 
was Unparliamentary, and Unprecedented, 
and began to reflect upon the Speeches formerly 
made in that Houſe, extolling the Advanta- 
ges of the preſent Adminiſtration, and the Se- 
curity that we now enjoyed, bringing them 
down and comparing them to the preſent De- 
mand of Money, for ſecuring us by Foreign Ali- 
ances. Others objected, that it was Unparliamen- 
entary to ask Money for Alliances,and not letthe 
Honſe know what thoſe Alliances were, that it 
mightFe known what they gave their Money for; 
alledging, that as they were entruſted to give the 
Peoples Money for the Publick Occaſions, fo 
they could not anſwer it, as to the Truſt their 
Country repoſed in them, to give away 
that Money without knowing what the 
Ccahon was; and indeed, this Argument 
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went a great Way; and brought ſome into the 
Queſtion, who it was not thought could have 
joined with that Party upon any Account what- 
ever; and tho' it was anſwered, that there 
were good Reaſons why the Terms of the Al- 
liances to be made, could not fafely be Com- 
municated; and that to make the Meaſures 
publick, was, in the Nature of the Thing, to 
deſtroy them; yet even this did not ſatisfie: 
It was then urged, that the King was a Prince 
of that Integrity and Honour, and had given 
fuch convincing Proofs of his diſiutereſted Con- 
cern for the true Intereſt of the People of 
Great- Britain in general, and for their Liber- 
ties and Privileges in particular, that they 
could not ſcruple to depend, in a Matter of 
this Nature, upon his Majeſty's Juſtice and Pru- 
dence in general, as well as upon his Care forthe 
Nation in Particular, and that his Majeſty had 
many ways merited ſuch a Truſt as this at their 
Hands. - Wo | 

But to this a Medium was propoſed, vi. to 
paſs a Vote in general Terms, viz. That the 
Houſe would effectually make good all ſuch Al- 
.liances and Engagements as his Majeſty ſhould 
think fit to enter into for the publick Safety 
of his Domintons : And this was urg'd againſt 
the Argument above, of depending upon his 
Majeſty's Integrity and Honour, viz. That 
ſuch a Vote was a Teſtimony of their entire 
Dependence upon the Honour and Integrity of 
his Majeſty, and that in ſo high a manner, as 
that more could not be deſired of them, and 
that his Majeſty could have no reaſon to di- 


{truſt his faithful Commons making good ſuch 
a Vote, 
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lt: would: be endlefs to repeat the Particu- 
lars of all the Arguments warmly urged on 
both ſides on this extraordiaary Occaſion. But 
upon the MWhole; it is to be obſerv'd, that this 
Queſtion not only divided the Houſe, but di- 
vided the Court, and that to a ſurprizing De- 
gree, and it was taken notice of in the Houſe; 
tor When one of the contrary Party bad in a 
long Speech inſiſted, that it was Unparliamen- 
tary to grant Money before the Occaſion of it 
was k now n, and an Eſtimate of the ' particular 
Expence! to which it was to be appropriated 
Was laid before the Houſe, he concluded, That 
the Me ſſage was ſo ſtrange in it ſelf, that even 
the Miniſtry, themſelves: were unhappily divi- 
Ned about it, and knew not whether they had 
heit be for it, or againſt it. 
And indeed, this was the Difficulty which 
Principally prevented the better receiving this 
Meſlage, and cauſed a great Party to join id the 
Oppoſing it, who were otherwiſe very hearty 
an the King's Intereſt, and upon all Occaſions 
had ſhewn themſelves ſo; and in this 2 
Step began the Diſcovery of all the ill Blo 
That was afterwards found to be among the 
States Men, and which cauſed that great Turn 
at Court, of which we are going to ſpeak. 
And Firſt, It was found that Mr. Walpole, tho 
he had always ſtrenuouſſy paſh'd on the King's 
Intereſt in every thing, and had been a zealous 
14 ſferter ofthe Proteſtant Succeſſion, againſt all 
chat had formerly oppoſed it, yet in this, he 
feemed af;a'full ſtop, and appearing cold and 
ſilent in the Hotteſt of the De hate, gave every 
zone room to judge, that be was againſt the 
Thing; tho“ when the Queſtion was put, 5 
v7 1 cou 
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could not decline giving his Vote in favour of 
it: Eyen the Speaker of the Houſe alſo ſeem- 
ed to be on the other ſide, and in the Coms 
mittee ſpoke againſt the Thing, as it was 
ſtated; being, as he ſaid, not againſt the Sup- 
ply, but againſt the Demanding and Grant- 
ing it in ſuch an unparl iament ary Manner. 

Nor indeed was it poſſible to prevent a 
great many other Gentlemen, who were other- 
wiſe entirely well affected, and even devoted 
to the preſent Settlement, from falling in with 
that popular Notion, of its being Unparlia- 
mentary; ſo that when it came to be put to the 
Queſtion in the Committee of the whole Houſe, 
it paſs'd by a Majority of but 15 Voices, vrz.

Nor was this all, for when it was reported 


by the Chairman, and came again to be Deba- 
ted in the Houle, the Struggle was yet harder : 
And the Queſtion, whether the Houſe ſhould 
agree with the Committee, was carried but 
by 4 Voices, vz. Yeas 153, Noes 149. 80 
that it ſeem'd to be a Point gain'd with the 
utmoſt . difficulty, nnd the Conſequences of 
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bringing up 2 Party ſo near to an equality 
with the Intereſt of the Government, were 
threatning enough.

- It was time therefore for the Friends of the 
Government to enter into Meaſures for their 
Preſervation, and early to prevent the Ad- 
vantages which might be made by the Diſaffected 
Party, from this new Conjunction with thoſe 
who were ſo near the King, and bad ſo great 
a Share in his Councils. It was not a little En- 
courage ment to a Party without Doors, to ſee, 
as they thought, the Influence of the Court leſ- 
ſen'd in the Houſe of Commons, and a Party 
found there, able to Match, and without the u- 
woſt Figilance, to carry any thing againſt them;

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Thus it was apparent, that although the 
Court Diſtempers ſhew'd themſelves, and broke 
out on this particular Occaſion in a more than 
uſual Manner, yet the Rancour requir'd a 
farther ſearch, and that there were other Cau- 
ſes, and other Perſons known within Doors 
than yet appeared. 

Upon theſe Changes and Removes, it appear- 
ed neceſſary to grant the Houſe a ſhorr Receſs, 
and particularly, there being ſo many Men

This Receſs of the Parliament, gives us 
room to bring forward the Story of what o- 
ther material Affairs occurr'd, as well before, 
as during this time, that things may be car+ 
ried on Hand in Hand, one with another, in 
the ſame order of Time as they happen'd. 

All this while, the Preparations for a vigo-

It has been obſerv'd already, that by the 
new Alliance which the King had entred into 
with the Crown of France, the Regent had, a- 
mong other Things, capitulated to remove the 
Pretender not only from Fance, but even out 
of the Dominions of the Pope at Avignion. 
This, tho' it be a Foreign Tranſaction in its 
Nature, yet as it is a particular Effect of the 
Influence of his Majeſty's Government on the 
Affairs of France, and is more than ordinarily 
Glorious to the preſent Reign, I cannot think 
bot that an Account of the ignomigious Retreat 
ui that miſerable Shadow of a Prince, from a 
Refuge, where he perhaps thought himſelf out 
et the Reach of the King of Great-Britain's 
ver, mult be very pertinent to theſe Annals, 
224 very agreeable to the Reader, as it is 
4d jaltly belonging to an Account, which in 
ies Nature forms a compleat Hiſtory of the re- 
ſpective Years of his Majeſty's glorious Reign. 
Firſt, It is to be obſerved,that the Queen Do- 
ager of England, and her Intereſt, and of all 
thole Parties at the Court of France, who were 
in the Spaniſb Intereſt, had long ſtruggled and 
vied their utmoſt Endeavours to prevent 
the Concluſion. of the ſaid new Alliance 
between France and Erpgland, and eſpe- 
ecially of that infamous Article, as they call'd 
it, of removing the Pretender from Avignion, 
but hitherto they had found their ,Endea- 
yours fruitleſs, and that theRegent was immove- 
ably fix'd in his Reſolutions, to go throes) 
wit 
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with them both ; Now after they had thus/ſtryp-- 
gled hard to prevent the Concluſion of that 
Alliance,” they afterwards ſtrove as earneſtly 
to prevent the Execution of it; and to make 
their Endeavburs the more effectual, they en- 
gag'd the Pope on their ſide, who they brought 
to inſiſt upon his Right of Sovereignty at Avig- 
nion, and that he ought not to be oblig'd to 
turn out a Priince fled to him for Succour, and 
to deny an A ſylum or Refuge to diſtreſs'd Vir- 
tue, as he call'd it, which it is the Honour and 
Privilege of all Sovereign Powers to afford to 
all that flie to them. 1 
In a Word, they left no Stone unturn'd, no 
Method unaſſay'd; which was in their Power 
to make uſe of, to ward off this blow; but to 
no put poſe; for the Capitulation being agreed, 
and the King of Great- Britain inſiſting upon 
it, the Regent, who had too much Intereſt in 
Preſerving the Favour of a Prince, whoſe 
Friendſhip he had granted ſo much to obtain; 
cold the Pope plainly, it muſt be done, and he 
had nothing to do'but ro comply with it, or 
to ſee rhe Pretender driven from thence by 
Pore?

The Pretender himſelf too, at firſt began to 
talk high upon his being out of the Dominions 
of France, that the Regent had nothing to do 
there, and that he would not ſtir without 
the Pope, who had given him his Protecti- 
on there, thought fit to order him to re-

But the Regent took him by another Han- 
dle, and brought him to yield up the Ceremo-

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Damager, tand told her plainly, that if ſhe did

She underſtood this immediately, and being

vent of the Recollects, and reſted the 15th; the 
next Day he arriv'd at Aignebelle, and the 17th- 
at St. Jean de Maurienne, where he alſo. reſted 
a Day, being Entertained by the. Biſhop and 
his Clergy 3 on the 19th: he Lodg'd at Aadona, 
the 20th at Canebourg, where he began to aſ- 
cend the Alps, which he paſs'd in a Litter, and 
came the ſame Night very late to Suſa. 
As the Removing the Pretender thus over the "8 
Alps, was a mortal Blow to his Intereſt in 
theſe Kingdoms; ſo the ignominious Manner 
of it, was a terrible Mortification to his 
Friends here: His Mother ( /o called) at St. 
Germains took it ſo to Heart, that he was 
ſaid to fall ill with the Diſorder, and giving 
over her Appearance at St. Cermaint, or hav- 
ing a Court as a Queen, ſhe broke up Houſe- 
keeping, and retir'd to the Abby de Chaillot, 
where ſhe ſeem'd to prepare for another 
World, and was indeed for ſame time ſo ill, 
that it was not expected ſne would live many 
Days.

From hence he Travell'd on to the Neigh- 
bourhood of Turin, but did not, as we hear, go 
into Turin, except it was incognito, declinin 
the Civilities which were offer'd him on many 
Accounts: It is true, the King of Sicily cauſ- 
ed a ſmall Guard of Horſe to attend him from 
his firſt Entrance into his Dominions, with a 
Commiſlary of Proviſions, who was directed, as 
was ſaid, to defray his Expences. 
In the mean time, all the Reports which 
were ſpread over Europe in the Gazette and 
publick Prints, of his having | been. ſaluted 
wich the Cannon of the Cittadel as he pals'd 
the River Po at Turin, and of the King of Sici- 
ly" having paid him all the Honour of a 


Crown'& Head, and caus'd his own Servants to 


attend him, with-ſeveral other Thiags of that 
kind, are all Groundleſs, as we are fince in- 
formed, and he continued to Travel Incognito, 
under the Title of the Chevalier de St. George. 
ludcecd it could ſcarce be rational ro think, 
that while the Terror of the King of Great- 
Britain's Reſentment had influenc'd ſo power- 
ful a Nation as that of France, to offer the 
greateſt Indignities to him, rather than not 
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engage with his Majeſty in the ſtricteſt Alli- 
ance. That a Prince ſo much inferior to the 
French, as the King of Sicily; ſnould ſo far 
Court the Reſentment of his Britsſþ Majeſty, as 
to provoke him, for the ſake af a need leſs and. 
unproſitable Ceremony. ; 17 3 
But the King of Sicily was wiſer, and what - 
ever Civilities he ſhew'd' him, Mhich the Cha- 
racter he is taken by among thoſe People might 
ſeem to call for, yet he knew better, than to 
offer any thing that might be particularly Af- 
fronting to the Court of Grat · Britain; and 
therefore the more Silently the Pretender paſs d 
through his Dominions, the better. From the 
Borders of Piedmont; he entred directly into the 
Country of. Parma, and from | thence to Piſano, 
ia the Eccleſiaſtick State, where he reſted a, 
while; his Reception there, Who Viſited him, 
and who not, how he behaved, and whither! 
he went to Reſide, is not part of dur preſent;

only to be noted, that ſoon after this he went 
to Rome, to make a Viſit to his Protector the 
Pope, to thank him as a Temporal Prince for 
the Favour he had receiv'd from him, and te 
ask his Bleſſing as a Spiritual Father, and pay 
his Devotions: in his Preſence; then he re» 
ceiv'd ſome conſiderable Preſents from the 
Cardinals and Italian Princes, as particularly, 
a Service of Gold Plate from Cardinal Barbe- 
rin; worth, as was ſaid, 30000 Crowns, being 
the ſame which was made uſe of by Pope 
Urban vilith, who was of the Houſe of 
Barberins, and which the Cardinal poſſe ſs' d as 
his univerſal Heir; alſo he received ſeveral conſi- 
derableSums of Moneygiven him by ſeveral other 
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Perſons, as ftom the Duke of Florence, the 
Dake of Parma, ſome” Cardinals, and the Pope. 
So that with good Husbandry, he may live 
well enovgh on theſe Charities, if he can be 
prevaild on to give over Intrieguing, and diſ- 
miſs his numerous and impoveriſh'd Follow- 
ers, which, ſome ſay, he is inclin'd to do; 
but if he ſrill flatters himſelf and them with 
the vain Hopes of new Attempts, it's appa- 
rent, all he has to ſubſiſt on, would ſcarce ſuf- 
fice to defray the Expence of fitting them all 
out for an Rxpedition, tho' the reſt were to 
be at other Peoples'Expence; to ſo deſpicable 
4 piteh of Fortune are they all reduced, by 
the Conduct and Lofluence of King George, in 
Stripping, them of the Protection and Supply 
Which they formerly found at the French Court; 
nay, ſo inconſiderable is the Figure he and all 
his Friends now make in the World, and this is 


© the Reaſon why we have ſaid ſo much of him hert, 


that we think verily, we ſhall find nothing re- 
lating to him acted any where in the World, 
throughout the Tranſactions of this Year, ſuf⸗ 
ficient to give us any occaſion ſo much as to 
mention his Name any more. | 
From him then, we come back now to the 
Swediſh Affair. The Alarm given by the Dil- 
eovery of the Deſigns of the Swedes, has been 
mentioned already, the King's Speech, and the 
Parliament's Proceedings upon it, are a kind of 
a Relation of -the Thing, and who it was con- 
certed with, viz. the Queen er, Widow 
of the late King James It. and ther Inſtru- 
ments abroad, and ſome Leaders of the Facobite 
Party at Home; this is evident from the Let- 
ters of Count Gyllenborg, of 'which mention has 
been already made.

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We now come to the Meaſures which the Go- 
vernment here took upon this Emergence, and 
the Poſture of our Preparations, in Caſe the King 
of Sweden had really been in a Condition to 
put in Practice the Defigns' which his Miniſters 
had Concerted with the diſaffected People in 
England; the firſt Thing we find done here, 
next to the Seizing the Swediſh Miniſters, and 
expoſing their Intrigues to the Parliament, was 
to ſend aver a Meſſenger to the King of Swe- 
den himſelf, to expoſtulate with him upon 
the Subject of his Invading his Majeſty's Domi- 
nions 16 favour of Rebels; to which his Swe- 
diſh Majeſty did not think fit to reply; after 
this, having prohibited Commerce, and- fitted 
out a Squadron of Men of War, it remain'd on- 
ly to put the Land Forces in a Condition, to 
be ready upon all Occaſions to meet and fight 
with whatever Enemy ſhould attempt us, and 
to give the Swedes, if they had come, ſuch a 
Welcome, as ſhould put a ſhort End to the 
Project. The State of the King's Forces when 
this Affair began firſt to be talk'd of, was as 

follows, viz, The Land Forces conſiſted of a- 
bout 50 0 Horſe, and 22000 Foot, not jncly- 

diag the Half-pay Officers, the Invalids, or 

Chelſea College Men; 1 ſay, without reckoning 

theſe, or the eſtabliſhed independent Compa- 
nies, Veomen of the Guard, &c. the Forces 
conſiſted of 2700 Men, in very good Condi- 
tion for Serviee; and tho' ſome of the Men 

were new raiſed, yet the Officers were all Men 
of Service and Experience, and particularly the 

Cavalry were in very good Condition, and per- 

haps, the beſt Mounted of any Troops in the 

World; having had the whole Kingdom to

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pick and cull for good Horſes. Beſides theſe, 


Fhere was in Ireland about 12 or 14000 Men, 


all very good Troops, of whom, fix Regiments 
of Foot, two of Dragoons, and one of Horſe, 
being order'd to be Quarter'd near the Eaſtern 
Coaſt of that Kingdom, lay ready to be brought 
over on the firſt Occaſion; and ' Lieutenant 
General Mackartney was ſent. thither to Com- 
mand them: Add to theſe, the ſix Thonſand 
Men which the Dutch by. Treaty, had then 
ready toſend over; and we might ſuppoſe the 
King to be in a Poſture to March Thirty Thou- 
ſand or Five and Thirty Thouſand Mea into 
the Field, upon any Appearance of the Enemy in 
any Quarter whereſoever he ſhould Land; and 
vet ſofficient Troops left to Guard the Fortified 
Places; that is to ſay, ſuppoſing the Country 
to remain Peaceable, ſo that the Troops which 
were pretty much diſpers'd, might be drawn 
together with ſafety, without danger of pri- 
vate Inſurrections. 8 85 
The Orders given for the ſpeedy fitting out 
a ſtrong Squadron of Men of War, were ſo 
Well Executed, that before it was poſſible that 
the Swedes could be at Sea, we had 30 Men of 
War in a readineſs for Action; ſo that had 
the Enemy offered to make the Attempt af. 
ter the Middle of March, they would have run 
the Hazard of being fought with by a ſuperi- 
or Force, before they could reach the Shore 
Where they intended to Land, and to be en- 
;gag'd, when the Troops they had on Board, 
would be rather an Hindrance, than a Help to 
them. | 
Theſe Particulars being well weighed, and 
the improbability of the Swedes going on —＋ 
- their 
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their Deſign after the Alarm was then given, 
our People began to be eaſie and compos'd, and 
leſs ſolicitous whether the Swedes reſolv'd to 
puſh on their deſperate Deſign of no, as bein 
well aſſur'd that if they did, they, would mo 
certainly be defeated. | 

But if we were eaſie here, upon theſe Con- 
ſiderations, we were perfectly ſatisfied when 
we had the welcome News ſome Time after, 
that our Fleet was arriv'd in the Sound, that 
the Swedes were yet in their Harbours, and that 
it being impoſſible for their Squadrons at Ca- 
relſcroon and Stockholm, to join with thoſe at Got- 
temburgh, Maleſtrand, and Stromſtrand in the 
Faſt Sea, without falling into the Hands of the 
' Britiſh Admiral, who they were in no Condi- 
tion to fight with; I ſay, we were perfectly 
latisfied, that whatever the Swedes might have 
reſoly'd to do, if things had gone on, they 
were now in no Condition to put their Deſigns | 
in Execution. + | 

This was ſo evident, that his Majeſty, in- 
ſtead of Encreaſing his Forces, gave immedi- 
ate Orders for the Disbanding Ten Thouſand 
Men, for the Eaſe of the Country, and the A- 
bating the publick Expences, of which' we 
ſhall hear more at the Return of the Parlia- 
ment. | 
ln the mean Time it had been loudly ob- 
jected, even to a Clamour, by the Partiſans of 
Sweden, That the King of Sweden had been 
juſtly provok'd to entertainReſentments againſt 
Great-Britain, becauſe of the little Obſervance 
of a League or Treaty ſtill in Force between 
the Two Nations, in which there were ſeve- 
ral Stipulations for mutual Friendſhip and Aſ- 

| N 3 | ſiſtance 
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ſiſtance in Caſe. of Invaſion of Enemies on ej. 
ther ſide, and which Treaty they therefore al- 
ledged the Engliſh had broken, having not gi- 
ven the King of Sweden that Aſſiſta nce which 
was mutually ſtipulated as above, when deſi- 
red. But to this it was reply'd, That the 
King of Sweden had beena plain Violater of the 
Faith of that Treaty, by falling upon the Sub- 
jects of Great Britain in a Hoſtile manner, Seiz- 
ing their ships and Goods when peaceably Sailing 
through the Balticł to the Nations with whom 
they had Commerce, and that this was a Viola. 
tion of the Third Article of the ſaid Treaty, 
which expreſly Stipulated, for preſerviog the 
Rights and Liberty of Navigation and Com- 
merce to the Subjects of Great-Britain in the 
Baltick and the Sound; and to ſhew more un- 
anſwerably that the King of Sweden had vio- 
lated this Treaty, an Account was laid before 
the Houſe of Commons, of the many Loſſes 
ſuffered by the Britiſh Merchants in the Cap- 
ture of their Ships, by the Swedes in the Bal- 
tick, as alſo of their Condemning and Confi- 
cating their ſaid Ships and Goods as in Time 
of open War. The Particulars of theſe Loſſes 
being in two Heads, viz. Such as was repre- 
ſented to the King by the Petition of the Mer- 
chants, and contain'd in a Memorial given in 
at Stec kholm by the Britiſh Reſident, Mr. Fackſor, 
and ſuch as were added to it afterwards by the 
Merchants Sufferers here. | 
The Petitida of the Merchants here, had 
with it annex'd, a Particular of the Claims of 
the Sufferers, too long to find room in thek 
Sheets, and is contained in the Generals ſpo- 
ken of below.

Theſe Things being paſsd, and the private 
Buſineſs of the Aſſembly taking vp about Ter 
or Twelve Days, they broke up the 15h, ap- 
point iog, as is uſual, a certain Number of their 
Members to take Care of their Affairs, who 
are called, Tie Commiſſion of the General A/- 
ſemhly, &c. and {it as often asthey think fit. 

As theſe Things ſhew'd that his Majeſty's 
Affairs were in a State of perfect Tranquility, 
ſo the Aſſurance of an Act of Grace, gave new 
Life and Joy to abundance of Families, who 
Were in Perplexities and Uneaſineſs enough on 
account of the Share they had had in the late 
Commotions; ſome of whom, made Wiſe by 
their Sufferings, were very willing to have 4

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There was indeed for a while, great Diſtra- 
ction and Uneaſineſs among theſe People about 
the Exceptions ſaid to be reſerv'd in the A& 
ic ſelf, and abundance of Reports and Amuſe- 
ments were ſpread about, as if there were ſo 
many Exceptions, that few or none would be 
clear'd ; but they ſoon found that the King's 
Clemency not only deliver'd them from their 
Fears, bur exceeded even their Expectations; 
and indeed, of the few that were excepted, the 
merciful Diſpoſtion of his Majeſty was ſuch, 
that many of them have been ſince pardoned 
by the particular and immediate Clemency o 
the King, as will be ſeen in its Place. * © 
But here we muſt begin to take notice of 
ſome Iaterruptions that the Tranquillity of 
Affairs, mention'd above, ſuffer'd, as well in 
the Houſe of Commons as' elſewhere; and 
particularly, firſt, by a new ſtarted Cafe, which 
ſtruck at ſome of the greateſt Men in the Ma- 
nagement of the Military Affairs. It was be- 
gun by Mr. Pultney, who had been Secretary 
of War, but was remov'd at the ſame Time 
as Mr. Walpale and others reſign'd, of which, 
notice. has been taken. It was on the 85h af 
May, that Mr. Pattney, ſtanding" up in his 
Place, acquainted the Houſe of Commons, That 
he thought he could let them into a Diſcovery 
where there had been ſome Abnſes committed, 
or ſome corrupt practices and Embezzlemetits 
of the Publick Money been carried on, parti- 
cularly in relation to the Tranſporration of 
the 6000 Dutch Auxiliaries, and alſo in rela- 
tion to the Service in North- Britain, or to that 
purpoſe; and he moved that Addreſſes might 
be made to his Majeſty, That an Account miant 
be laid before the Houſe of the Charges of the

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Tranſportation of the Dutch Troops to Great- 
Britain and back again; as alſo an Account 
of the Extraordinaries and contingent Charges 
iſſued for the Service in Scotland during the 
Rebellion; in Examining theſe Papers, they 
found it neceſſary to call for others, viz. (1.) 
The Particulars of the Sum of 2106 J. 125. 84. 
Charg'd for bringing the Dutch Troops from 
their ſeveral Garriſons to Oſtend, to embark. 
2. Of 9921. 3s. 6d. for Tents, Sacks, and other 
Neceſlaries for the ſaid Troops in their ſaid 
March. (3.) Copies of the Contracts for their 
Tranſportation. (4.) An Account of all Bills 
of Exchange drawn from Abroad for account 
of the late Rebellion in the Years 1716, 1717, 
(J.) Copies of all Inſtructions ſent to his 
Majeſty's Miniſters in Holland, and the An- 
ſwers, as far as relates to the Expence of the 
faid Dutch Troops. Theſe Things took up 
ſome Time; but however, on the 24 of June, 
the Houſe being in a Committee, the Debate 
came on, the Sum of which was no more 
than this, That the Lord Cadogan, having the 
Direction of thoſe Troops, they apparently 
puſh'd at him in the Enquiry, deſigning, if poſ- 
ſible, to have brought the Houſe to Cenſure 
His [e as having been guilty of Embeꝛ- 
ling part of the Money which was paid on that 
Account: And firſt, They alledged, that the 
Sum expended was Exorbitant, and that it was 
impoſhble it could be, bone fide, expended on 
the Particulars, as they lay in the Account; 
Eſpecially, it was inſiſted, that the Charge 
of Tranſporting the ſaid Dutch Troops from 
Holland hither, including the Proviſions, 

amounted to 14,6221. 145. 7d. where- 
| as 
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as the ſame Troops were Tranſported back a- 

gain for no more than 3,661 J. 15 s. 9d. T. 
The Debates on this Matter were long, and 
carried on with great Warmth by thoſe who 
thought they had the Miniſtry at ſome Ad van- 
tage; but upon a full Enquiry, it was found 
that the Difference was really occaſion'd, partly 
by the, Length of the Way the faid Troops 
had to March from their reſpective Garriſons to 
the Port where they were to Embark, and part- 
ly from the urgent and preſſing Neceſſity there 
was for their ſpeedy Embarking, in which it 
was not to be doubted, but, as in all ſuch 
Caſes it uſually ha Pens, fome Advantage might 
be taken by the Perſons concern'd, to inſiſt 
upon exorbitant Freights and Expences in the 
Tranſporting them; and the General might 
think it it more for the Publick Service to 
haſtea the Embarking the Troops, than to 
Study the ſaving the Money in the Freight, 
or other Charges. | 
Theſe were ſuch juſt: Anſwers, and the Re- 
membrance of the Service which it was to the 
Publick, that thoſe Troops camefover ſo timely, 
and with ſuch Expedition, was ſo forcible, that 
they thought the Expence of the Money a Trifle 
not to be mention'd: So it paſsd by a great 
Majority, that the Chairman of the Committee 
ſhould leave the Chair, and the Speaker reaſ- 
ſume the Houle. 1 
However, that we may not go away with a 
falſe Story, and that the Ages to come may not be 
impoſed upon with the Rumour of great Em- 
bezzle ments wink'd at and huſh'd up, the Ac- 
count, as it was laid before the Houſe, is very 
proper to be tranſmitted to Poſterity, being 
the Particulars of the Expences, as well of 
O 4 bring- 
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bringing thoſe I roops hither, as of carrying 
them back, and this the Reader will find in 
the Appendix, No. K. 

This Marter being over, we muſt not forget 
that more Votes paſs'd upon the Supply, which 
we note, becauſe” the Reader may add them to 
what went before, and caſt up as he 'goes on, 
what was requir'd for the Years Expence; theſe 
Votes are as follows :

Theſe Votes having paſs'd, the great Que- 
ſtions for raiſing the Money came on, and this 
introduced the Treaty which was now eatred 
into with the South Sea Company, and with the 
Bank of England, as well for raiſing the Sums 
mention'd to be wanting for the Publick, as to 
make a Beginning in the great Work of Redu- 
cing the Nation's Debts ; which Tranſactions 
being of great Uſe in Hiſtory, as well as for

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our particular Inſtruction, ſhall be laid 
down as ſuccinct and explicit as the Brevity of 
this Work will allow. _ 
The Treaty with the South. Sea Company 
and the Bank ſeverally, had been begun by 
the Miniſtry ſome Time before. The Miniſtry 
demanded a Loan of Two Millions of the firſt, 
and of Two Millions and a Half of the laſt, at 
a-Rebate of Intereſt on their whole Funds, fo 
that, as before they receiv'd Six per Cent. they 
were now only to receive Five per Cent. and fo 
the preſent Loan requir'd no new Fund: For 
this the Companies demanded an Addition of 
Years to their Charter; but the Houſe inſſt- 
eck upon it without the Grant of Years, leaving 
that to another Seſſion. \

The Propoſals were acceptable enough to 
the Houſe, except that of the Term of Years 
to be added to the Company,&c. and the giying 
Five Years notice for the Redeeming the 
Loan, which the Houſe rejected after ſome 
very warm Debates, particularly about the 
latter. However, in the End, the Communi- 
ties, as they were called, receded from the De- 
mands of Time, leaving it to the Parliament, 
who referred the adding Time, as before, 
to another Seſſion, and reduced the Time 
for Notice of Redemption to one Lear; and 
ſo this great Affair paſs'd, and the Two Com- 
panies engag'd to advance, the Bank Two Mil- 
lions and an Half, and the South.

| would run ; for as in the firſt Place, there 
were few or none that deſired to take their 
Money, ſo if there had been ever ſo many, 
P 4 : there 
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there were People always ready, and Money 
lodg'd by private Hands with the Clerks, to 
buy the Intereſt of any that deſired to part 
with it, and to be entred in their ſtead ; ſo 
that if the Proprietors of all thoſe Lottery 
Orders had demanded their Money, it was 
plain, that the Government needed not to 
have call'd upon the Bank or South-Sea- Company 
for one Farthing, and thus at the Time of the 
Writing theſe Sheets, we find, the Books being 
cloſed; there is but 4711. 4s od. demanded in 
Money, all the reſt being ſubſcrib'd to continue 
upon the ſame Security at 5 l. per Cent. Intereſt, 
the Sum amounting to Nine Millions, Two Hun- 
dred and Thirty Thouſand, Eight Hundred and Se- 
venty Three Pounds, Eighteen Shillings and Four Pence; 
ſo that, we ſay, tis evident, the Government will not 
have occaſion on this Account for one Peny of that 
Money which the ſaid Communities are to furniſh. 

This is a glorious Inſtance of the flouriſhing 
Condition of the Kingdom in this Third Year 
of the King, and in but one Year after the Di- 
ſtraction of a furious Rebellion.

burnt, or deſtroyed, and for enlarging the Time 
for adjuſting Claims in ſeveral Lotteries, and 
for preventing Frauds in the Duties in Low-Wines 
and Spirits Carried Coaſt-miſe. 

An Act for continuing the Duty of Two Penies 
Scots, or One ſixth Part of a Peny Stirling, on 
every Pint of Ale or Beer that ſhall be vended or 
ſold within the City of Edinburgh, and Privile- 
ges thereof, for the Benefit of the ſaid City; and 
for diſcontinuing the Payment of the ,Dues, com- 
monly called the Petty-Port Cuſtoms at Edinburgh, 
during the Continuance of this Act. 

An Act for laying a Duty of Two Penies Scots, 
or One ſixth Part of a Peny Stirling, upon every 
Pint of Ale or Beer that ſhall be vended or ſold 
within the Town of Dumfries, and Privileges 
thereof, for paying the Debts of the ſaid Town, 
and for building a Church, and making a Har- 
bour there.

An Act for Repairing the High-ways, from ſeve- 
ral Places therein mentioned, leading towards 
Highgate Gate-Houſe and Hampſtead, in the 
County of Middleſex, and for elefting Truſtees for 
keeping up a ſufficient Number for the Repairing 
the Highways upon the Roads from High gate 
Gate-houſe. to Barnet Block-houſe , and alſo of the 
Highways between Kilburn-bridge, and Spar- 
rows-Herne, in the County of Hertford. 

An Att to enable the Pariſhioners of the Pariſh 
of St. Mary Rotherhith in the County of Surrey, 
(oy certain Funeral Rites therein mentioned) to ſi- 


nh the ſaid Pariſh Church. We 
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We are oblig'd here to give the full Titles 
of the Bills, becauſe of additional Clauſes to 
ſome of them, particularly the Malt-Bill, 
which we ſhould have otherwiſe called only in 
ſhort the MALT-ACT, as uſual. 

It was in this Seſſion, and at this Interval, 
that the famous Caſe of the Earl of Oxford 
came before the Houſe, and which the Publick 
Affairs being in a manner near a Cloſe, held 
the Houſes employ'd to within a few Days of 
the End of the Seſſion. 

The Earl had now been confin'd in the 
Tower almoſt Two Years, and finding that 
the Sclhon Was like to go off without entring 
upon his Caſe, whether it was that his long 
Confinement was ſo irkſome to him, as that 
he was grown deſperate; for ſome, even of 
thoſe that wiſh'd him well, blam'd his attempt; 
or whether it was, that his Friends thought it 
was the moſt favourable JunQure for him to 
bring his Buſineſs on, there not being at this 
Time ſo perfect a Harmony among the great 
Men, as had been when he was Impeach'd, 
and ſome that were particularly eminent in his 
Proſecution having ſeem'd to chinge Hands ; 
J ſay, whether of theſe was the Point, is not 
determin'd, neither is it very ſignificant to the 
Caſe. But the Fact was, That on the 22th of 
May, the Earl cauſed a Petition, Sign'd with 
his Name, to be preſented to the Honſe of 
Peers by the Lord Trevor,in which he ſet forth : 

That he had been long confin'd, upon an In- 
peachment brought up againſt him to their Lord- 
ſhips Houſe, by the Commons of Great-Britain, 
jor High-Treaſon, and other High Crimes and 
Miſdemeanours; ſubmitting his Caſe to their 
Lordſhips Conſideration, and praying that his Im- 
priſonment might not be indefinite. This 
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This Petition was ſomethidg ſurprizing, and 
was taken by ſome, to be a Calling upon the 
Houſe to bring him to Tryal, and for ſome 
time wasreſented as ſuch, at leaſt in the Houſe 
of Commons; however, the Lords, who act- 
ed with the utmoſt Calmneſs and Sedateneſs, 
roceeded without taking it by any ſuch Han- 
tle, and heard with Patience whatever the 
Earl's Friends had to alledge in his Favour, 
and ſeveral long Speeches were made upon 
the Niceties and Scruples which offer'd on 


one fide as well as on the other; particular- 


ly, ſome of the Lords inſiſted in his behalf, 
that the Impeachment was % facto deſtroy'd 
and determin'd, ſeeing he was not brought to 


Tryal the ſame Seſſions in which he was Im- 


peached; and that the Prorogation was an actu- 
al Superſedeas to the whole Proceedings; this 
was warmly Debated, and the Earl of Nor- 
tinzham inſiſted ſo ſtrenuouſly upon it, that he 
demanded leave to enter his Proteſtation againſt 
the Vote paſs'd on the other ſide : A ſtrange 
Change in this noble Perſon, from the Tem- 
per which he ſhew'd at the Time of the Im- 
peachment! 

However, this being over-rul'd or rejected, 
the Duke of Buckingham mov'd to appoint a 
Day for the Earl's Tryal, which after ſome 
Debates, and appointing a Committee to ſearch 
Precedents, was fix'd and appointed; and 
tis to be obſerved here, that the appointing a 
Day for the Tryal, did not occaſion ſo long a 
Debate, as the ſhortening the Day; and it was 
{ſomething wonderful to find the Earl's Friends 
preſſing the Houſe to appoint a ſhort Day; and 
the Governments Friends, if we may be 3 
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ed that DiſtinQion, pleading for Time; as it 
the Earl was in a greater Readineſs or For. 
wardneſs to make his Defence, than the Com- 
mons were in to make good their Charge. 

But ſoit was, the Duke of Buckingham, who 
made the Motion, preſs'd earneſtly for a 
ſhort Day, and nam'd the 6th of June to be the 
Day of Tryal; this cauſed ſeveral Speeches 
and Debates, needleſs to be repeated here. 
However, on a Diviſion, it was carried for a 
Week longer, 85 Voices againſt 44, and the 
 13thof June was fixt for the Earl's Tryal. 

As theſe Things cauſed long Debates in the 
Houſe of Lords, ſo the Meſſage ſent to the 
Commons, to acquaint them that the Lords had 
appointed the 13th of June for the Tryal, 
cauſed long Debates amang them : The Com- 
mons ſaw the Face of their Affairs a little 
changed; ſome People, who were active 
and vigorous in this Proſecution when it was 
firſt begun, and upon whom the Houſe might 
be ſaid, in ſome meaſure, to depend for the 
carrying it on, ſeem'd to look coldly upon the 
Matter, and to decline the Work,or at leaſt, to 
have leſs of that Confidence which the Houſe 
uſually ſhew'd them, and was due to them be- 
fore. This cauſed a Vote in the Houſe, to 
appoint a Committee to enquire into the State 
of the Impeachwents at that time depending 
before the Houſe. 

This Committee found, upon their Enquiry, 
that the Secret Committee had ſuffered ſome 
Dillocation of Members ſince the laſt Seſſion, 
viz. ſeveral Members were called up from it 
to the Houſe of Peers, as the Lord Onſlow, 
the Lord Connigsby, and others; and _ o- 
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ther Members ſeemed, as is ſaid, to be gone 
off, &c. So that the firſt Thing the New Com- 
mittee for Enquiry, &c. did, was to move the 
Houſe that more Members might be added to 
the Committee, and the Houſe was mov'd ac- 
cordingly, upon which Lawr. Carter Eſq; Sir 
William Thompſon Recorder of London, Sergeant 
Birch, and Serjeant Pingelly, were added to the 
Secret Committee; and now they acted open- 
ly, and dropt Mr. Walpole out of the Chair, for 
he was Chairman of the former Committee, 
whereas now they, madeMr.Lawr.Carter, Member 
for the Town of Leiceſter, Chairman, and then 
four more were added to the Committee, v:z. 
Mr. Addiſon Secretary of State, Mr James 
Craggs Secretary at War, Mr. Serjeant Mead, 
and Mr. Jeſſop; and at another time after that 
Mr. Nicholas Lechmere, who was juſt then re- 
choſen into the Houſe, after his being made 
Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter. 

Having thus gottea all the eminent Lawyers 
of the Houſe to be nam'd of the Committee, 
they fell immediately to the Buſineſs, viz. 
preparing to make Good the Articles of Im- 
peachmeat, in caſe the Houſe fhould agree to 
proceed to the Tryal ; but all this while they 
left the World in ſuſpence as to their Reſolu- 
tion, even till the Day before the Day appoint- 
ed for Tryal,when the Commons ſent a Meſſage 
to the Lords, to demand longer Time for their 
Preparations. This was, according to a Re- 
port made to them by the Committee, in the 
Terms following, viz. 


That the Committee had met ſeveral Times, and 
made ſome Progreſs in the Matters to them re- 
ferr'd; but that the Proſecution of the ſaid Im- 

peachment 
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peachment baving been interrupted for ſo many 
Months, by the Intervention of many weighty and 
urgent Affairs, which more nearly and immedi. 
ately concern d the Welfare, Defence, and Securi. 
ry of the Kingdom; it was become abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary for thoſe who ſhould be appointed to manage 
the ſaid Impeachment, to review, and carefully pe- 
ruſe all the Treaties, Records, Letters, and other 
Papers proper and neceſſary for ſupporting this Pro- 
ecut ion; which being very voluminous, it would 
be impoſſible, within the Time appointed for the Try. 
al, to adjuſt and' apply the proper Evidence to the 
ſeveral Articles. 


This Meſſage being ſent to the Lords, they 
granted Time to the 24th of June, upon which, 
the Commons ſeriotfly apply'd themſelves to 
prepare for the Tryal; and here it was to be 
obſerv'd, that the Earl's Party, (as they were 
called) in the Houſe of Peers, argued and in- 
ſiſted ſome time upon the firſt Day, alledging, 
that the Lords having fix'd a peremptory Day 
for the Tryal, they ought not to put it off, or 
allow any farther Day : What the Myſtery of 
their hurryingon the Tryal ſo warmly was, was 
not ſeen till afterwards; but the Queſtion be- 
ing put, it was carry'd for a longer Time, as 
above. 

And now the Commons began to let it be 
ſeen, that they reſolv'd to go on with the 
Tryal, and accordingly the preparatory Orders 
were Voted, viz d 


1. That Managers be appointed to make good 
the Articles of Impeachment againſt Robert Ear! 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer. 
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2. That the Committee, who were appointed to 
conſider of the State df the [aid Impeachment, be 
the ſaid Managers, (to whom four other Gen- 
tlemen were added by the Houſe). 

3. That the ſaid Committee have Power to ſend 
for ſuch Perſons, Papers, and Records, as ſhall be 
thought neceſſary to be uſed at the Tryal of the ſaid 
Earl; and that they have Power to fit de Die in 
Diem, and to adjourn to ſuch Time and Place as 
they think ſit; and they were to prepare Evidence, 
and to proceed in the moſt ſpeedy and ſecret Way 
they can, for the Advantage of the Proſecution. And, 

4. That Mr. Anthony Cratcherode be appoint- 
ed Solicitor to attend the Managers in Proſecutin 
the Articles of Impeachment againſt the ſaid Earl. 

Four Days after, the Commons order'd alſo, 
That ſuch Members of the Committee appointed to 
be Managers at the Trial of the Earl of Oxford, as 
are Juſtices of the Peace for the County of Middle- 
ſex, be impower'd to examine, in the moſt ſolemn 
Manner, ſuch Perſons as ſhall be judged neceſſary to 
be produced at the [aid Tryal. 

On the Day appointed by the Lords, viz. 
Monday the 24th of June, the Commons Re- 
ſolv'd, That this Houſe will be preſent at the Tryal 
of Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, 
as a Committee of the whole Houſe, and order'd, 

1. That the Managers appointed to make good 
the Articles of Impeachment againſt the ſaid Earl, 
do firſt go out of the Houſe to the Places ap- 
pointed for them in Weſtminſter-Hall, before 
the other Members do go out of the Houſe. 

2. That after dir. Speaker ſhall have left the 
Chair, the Members be calld over by the Clerk, 


by their Counties as uſual, for their more regu- 
lar Proceeding. 


3. That 


the Honſe till the County for which he ſerves bz 
called. 

4. That no Perſons but Members of this Houſe, 
do preſume to ſit in the Places appointed for the 
Members in Weſtminſter-Hall. 

5. That the Paſſages for. the Members of thi; 
Houſe to and from their Places in Weſtminſter. 
Hall be kept clear, &c. | 

6. That the Serjeant at Arms do take into his 
Cuſtody all ſuch Perſons as ſhall be, or ſhall attempt 
to come into the Places prepared for the Members of 
this Houſe, &c. And, 

7. That the Names of the Committee appointed 
to be Managers be called over: Which being 
done accordingly, the Houſe reſolved it ſelf 
into a Committee of the whole Houſe, in or- 
der to be preſent at the ſaid Tryal. 


The Day being come for the Tryal, and the 
Earl of Oxford, Priſoner, being brought up 
from the Tower, the Lords about Eleven a 
Clock mov'd from their Houſe Two by Two 
in great State, and with all the uſual Forma- 
lities, too long to require a Repetition in our 
Annals. The Lord Cowper, who was appoint- 
ed Lord High-Steward for the Day, going al- 
ſo in great State, with the Judges, and with 
all his proper Officers, into Weſtminſter- Hal. 

On the other Hand, the Commons, accord- 
ing to the Orders above, appeared in the Place 
aſſigned for them, the Managers being in a 
Place ſeparated for them. 

His Majeſty was alſo in the Place appoint— 
ed for the Royal Family, with the Prince and 
Princeſs of Wales. 


The 
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3. That no Member do preſume to go out of 
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The whole Aſſembly being plac'd, the 
Lord High-Steward Conſtituted the Court, 
by cauſing his Commiſſion to be read, receiv- 
ing the White-Staff, and aſcending ſome Steps. 
to his Seat of juſtice; and immediately Pro- 
clamation was made, to order the Lieutenant 
of the Tower to bring the Priſoner to the Bar, 
which was done: The Earl coming up to the 
Bar, kneeled down, and continued kneeling 
till the Lord High-Steward told him he 
might riſe; he behav'd Grave and Decent, 
yet Chearful and not Dejected, and when he 
roſe up from his Knees, bowed. with tokens 
of Reſpect to the Lord High-Steward, and to 
the Peers, which Civility was returned with 
great Courteſie by them all. | | 
Theſe Matters of Ceremony being over, the 
Articles of Impeachment were read, the Earl's 
Anſwer, and the Replication of the Commons, 
which however being incertedin the Appendix 
to our former Annals, we omit here for Brevi- 
ty, and come to the Proceedings, in which al- 
ſo we ſhall be as brief, as will conſiſt with a 
due Preſervation of the Hiſtory of Fact. | 
After the Reading theſe Things, the Lord 
High-Steward addreſſing himſelf to the Earl 
Priſoner, ſpoke as follows:

* ceed, to ſay ſomething from this Place to

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Lords in Parliament aſſembled 3 and partly 
© by way of Direction, to aſſiſt them in their

© But conſidering the many great Offices 
© your Lordſhip has born in the State, your 
© long Experienceand known Learning in all 
© Parliamentary Proceedings, I cannot but 
© think it would ſeem improper for me to he 
« ſpeaking to your Lordſhip in that manner, 

© Wherefore I proceed barely to acquaint 
© your Lordſhip and others whom it may con- 
cern, with ſuch Orders as the Lords have 
made, which *tis fit ſhould be taken Notice 
of thus early in this Tryal. | 
© 1, Your Lordſhip and all other Perſons, 
who have occaſion to ſpeak to this Court, 
mult addreſs their Speech to the Lords in 
general, and not to any Lord in parti 
e cular. 

© 2, Your Lordſhip's Council may be pte. 
© ſent at the Bar, in order to be heard to a 
© ny Point or Matter of Law, if ſuch ſhall a. 
* riſe on either of the Articles for High-Tres- 
© ſon; and that you may make your full Defence 
© by Council, if you rhink fir, on the Articles 
© for High-Crimes and Mifdemeanours, as wel 
© on Matters of Fact as of Law. 

© 3. That your Witneſſes are to be examin'd 
© on Oath, as well to the Articles for High- 
Trezlon, as thoſe for High Crimes and 
© Mildemeanours. . 
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Then the Lord Higb- ste ward, with the 


Lords Leave, went down, and having ſeated 


himſel 
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himſelf by the Table, told the Gentlemen 
of the Houſe of Commons, That they 
might now proceed: Upon which Mr. Stan- 
hope ſaid, My Lords, The Diſtance of the Lord 
High-Steward from this Place, may have been 
the Occaſion, that We have miſtaken ſomething 
that fell from thence; We do therefore ' deſire 
to avoid all Miſtakes, (and 1 believe We might 
be miſtaken) for we underſtood by my Lord 
High-Steward, that Council ſhould be allow- 


* 


ed the Priſoner at the Bar, as well to the 


Defence of the High-Treaſon, as to the 
High Crimes and Miſdemeanours: It is poſ- 
ſible, We miſapprehend his Lordſhip, but we hope 
his Lordſhip will be pleaſed to explain it to 
Us. Hereupon the Lord High-Steward ſaid, 
© To prevent Miſtakes, I repeat what I 
© ſaid, That Council for the Lord (the Pri- 
ſoner at the Bar) may be preſent at the 
© Bar, in order to be heard to any Matter 
© or Point of Law (if any ſuch ſhall ariſe) 
© relating to the Higb-Treaſon, and likewiſe 
© to make that Lord's Defence on the Articles 
© of Impeachment of High Crimes and Miſ- 
* demeanours, as well in Matters of Fatt, as 
* Matters of Law. 


Hereupon the Managers began, and ſeeing 
there was but one of them, viz. Mr. Hampden, 
allow'd to go through their Pleadiog ; it can- 
not be very Burthenſome to mention his Speech 
at large, that ſo our Account may be com- 
pleat 3 but that it may not interrupt the Hi- 
ſtory of the Fact, it is placed in the Appendix, 
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After Mr. Hampden's Speech, Sir Joſeph Je- 
kyl was going on, when the Lord Harcourt 
made a Motion to adjourn to the Houſe of 
Lords, where, upon a long Debate, it was re- 
ſolv'd, not to admit the Commons to proceed 
in making good the Articles for High Crimes, 
&c. till judgment be firſt given upon the Arti- 
cles for High-Treaſon. 

This being declared to the Managers at the 
Lords return to the Hall, the Managers re- 
plyd: That they conceived it to be ſo much the 
undonbted Right of the Commons to proceed in 
their own Method, in Maintenance of the Articles 
exhubited by them, and did apprehend that thi; 
Reſolution of their Lordſhips might be of ſo ſatd 
Conſequence to the Rights and Privileges of all the 
Commons of Great-Britain, that they could not 
take upon them to proceed any further, without rt 
ſorting to the Houſe of Commons for their Di. 
rection therein. 

Upon this Proceeding, Conferences, ſearch 
ing Precedents, and the like Methods of ma- 
naging ſuch Diſputes, took up ſome Days, and 
in particular, on the 27th, the Commons at 1 
Conference, deliver'd the following Paper to 
the Lords, viz. 


The Commons having taken into their Conſ- 
deration your Lordſbips Reſolution communicated t 
their Managers, relating to the Proceedings 
the Tryal of Robert Earl of Oxford and Ear 
Mortimer, and being deſirous, as far as in then 
lies, to_ maintain a good Correſpondence with your 
Lordſnips, have deſired this Conference, and have 
commanded us to acquaint your Lordſhips, That 


they conceive it to be the undoubted Right of the 
Commons, 
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Commons, ro impeach a Peer, either for High- 
Treaſon, or for High Crimes and Miſdemeanours, 
or, if they ſee occaſion, to mix both the one and 
the other in the ſame Accuſation. 

The Impeachment preſerr' d againſt Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer is one continued 
Accuſat ion, conſiſting of High Crimes and M. 
demeanours, and alſo of Charges of Hligb. Treaſon. 
The Fact on which the Articles preceding thoſe of 
High-Treaſon are grounded, are laid together in 
order of Time, and follow one another ſucceſſively, 
in the Manner they were committed. 

As the Commons thought this the moſt natural 
Method for exhibiting the ſeveral Articles ag ainſt 
the ſaid Earl, they were of Opinion, That they 
ſhould proceed in the Proof of theſe ſeveral Fatts 
after the ſame Method, ſince it is manifeſt, that 
in laying open the Courſe of ſuch a wicked Admini- 
ſtration, the preceding Parts of it give Light to 
thoſe which follow, and that, the Proof of thoſe of 
High- Treaſon. | 

Tour Lordſhips received theſe ſeveral Articles 
of Impeachment, without making any Exception a- 
gainſt the Form in which they were exhibited. 
The ſaid Earl made his Anſwer to them in the 
ſame Order, and has no where inſiſted to be Try'd 
in any other Method; ſo that the Commons are 
ſurpriz'd to find a ſtop put to their Proſecution 
by an Objection which has never been ftart- 
ed by the ſaid Earl, and which your Lardſbips 
bad given them ſo little Reaſon to expett. 

To this muſt be added, That as the Commons 
only are Maſters of the Evidence, and as upon 
that Account they are beſt able to determine, 
what to Charge ſi ſt. and what net; ſo they are 
mojt proper to determine in what Method to pro- 
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ceed for the Advantage of the Proſecution, in th 
Event of which all the Commons of Great-Bri- 
tain are ſo highly concern d. | 

To which they further add, That they ſee no Rea- 
fon hut that your Lordfhips may as well invert the 
whole Order of the Articles, as preſcribe to the 
Commons theſe partieular Articles on which t 
are firſt to proceed, which will neceſſarily produce 
ſuch a Confuſion, both in the Facts and Evidence, 


* as is by no means con ſiſtent with that Clearneſs and 
| Perſpicuity in which the Commons think this Affair 
i ought to appear. 


The Commons, upon examining: Precedents, do 
find divers Precedents of Impeac hments for High- 
Treaſon, and other High Crimes and Miſdemta. 

| nours in the ſame Accuſat ion; and do not find that 

the Lords ever objected to ſuch Proceeding, or e- 
ver gave Judgment upon any particular Article if 
an Impeachnggnt before the Commons had gon: 
through, and concluded their Evidence upon al 
the Articles, or ſo many of them as they thought 
fit ; and the Commons are at à loſs to conceive 
what Arguments or Precedents can be brought to 
ſupport the Reſolution of your Lordſhips, to give 
Judgment upon one part of the ſame Accuſation, re- 
ſerving the other part for a ſubſequent Tryal, as they 
are to know what your Lordſhips mean by admit- 
ting the Commons to proceed upon the Articles 
High Crimes and Miſdemeanours, after the Judg- 
ment 1s given upon the Articles for High Treaſon, 
ſuppoſing the Judgment proper for High-Treaſon 
ſhould be given againſt the ſ2id Earl. 

For theſe Reaſons, the Commons aſſert it 4 
their undoubted Kight to proceed on the Tryal of 
Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, 
after 10 Method in which their Managers * 
roceeding, when interrupted by your Lordſhips Re- 
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Theſe Heads being Debated in the Houſe of 
Lords, brought it to the Queſtion a ſecond 
Time, Whether the Commons ſhould be admit- 
ted to proceed, or whether the Houſe ſhould 
inſiſt, and it was carry'd to inſiſt on their for- 
mer. Reſolution ; and they alſo ordered a Paper 
of Reaſons 1n Maintenance of their Reſolution 
to be drawn up and delivered to the Com- 
moxs at another Conference: Which Reaſons 
are as follow. 
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Heir Lordſhips, in order to preſerve a good Coy- 
reſpondence with the Houſe 7 Commons, (which 
they (ball always endeavour to do as far as lies in 
their Power) have deſired this Conference upon the 
ſubjelt Matter of the laſt Conference, and have di- 
rected us to acquaint you, That their Lordſhips 
judge it a Right inherent in every Court of Fuſt ice, 
to order and direct ſuch Methods of Proceedings 
as ſuch Court ſhall think fit to be obſerved in all 
Cauſes depending before them, which can have no 
Influence to the Prejudice of Juſtice; aud where 
ſuch Methods of Proceedings are not otherwiſe ſet- 
tled by any poſit ive Rule. The Power of Fudicature 
on all Inpeachments being a Right unqueſtion- 
ably inherent in their Lordſhips, and it not be- 
ing determined by any poſitive Rule, whether the 
Houſe of Commons may proceed to make good 
the ſeveral Articles exhibited for Miſdemea- 
nours, in ſuch Order as they ſhall think fit, be- 
fore they proceed to make good the Articles en- 
hibited for High-Treaſon;, and there being no 
Precedent where the Commons, upon the Tryal 
of any ſuch Impeachment, attempted to proceed 
in the firſt Place, to make good any of the 
Articles contain'd in ſuch Impeachment for Higl 
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Crimes and ' Miſdemeanours ; their Lordſhips 
conſidering the Nature of the Impeachment now 
depending before them, and the Method wherein 
the Managers for the Houſe of Commons were 
beginning to proceed upon the Tryal, to make 
good the firſt Anticle thereof, which is a Charge 
for High Crimes, and Miſdemeanours only; and 
alſo conſidering, the very different Methods of 
Proceeding on an Impeachment of a Peer for 
High Treaſon, as well before, as upon the Tryal 
thereof, and the Circumſtances attending ſuch a 
Tryal, thought themſelves obliged to come to the 
Reſolution communicated to the Commons on 
the 24th Inſtant, as well for the doing Juſtice 
in the Caſe depending before them, as for the 
preventing a new Preſident to be made on this 
Tryal  m Conſequence whereof, a new and un- 
juſtifiable Form of Proceeding againſt a Peer 
upon an Impeachment for High Treaſon and High 
Crimes might be introduced at his Tryal 
wpon thoſe Articles in which he is charg- 
ed for High Crimes and Miſdemeanours only, 
zo the Prejudice of the Peerage of Great-Bri- 
tain in all Time to come, VIZ. The Trying 4 
Peer on Articles for High Crimes and Miſ- 
demeanours without the Bar, the detaining in 
Cuſtody a Peer ſo accuſed, and repeated Com- 
milments of him to the Tower, during the Time 
of ſuch Tryal, and ſubjeting a Peer to as ig- 
nominious Circumſtances on his Tryal, on Arti- 
cles for Miſdemeanours, as if he was then on 
his Tryal on Articles for High Treaſon : Where- 
as a Peer on bis Tryal on Articles for Miſde- 


meanours only, ought not to be deprived of his 


Liberty, nor ſequeſtred from Parliament; and 
1s (untitled to the Privilege of ſitting within the 
| Bar 
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Bar during the whole Time of his Tryal : In 


all which Particulars, the known Rule of Pro- 


ceedings in ſuch Caſes may be evaded, ſhould 4 
Peer be brought to his' Tryal on ſeveral Ar- 
ticles exhibited againſt him on High Crimes 
and Miſdemeanours, and for High Treaſon miæ- 
ed together, and the Commons be admitted to 
proceed in order to make good the Articles for 
High Crimes and Miſdemeanours before Judg- 
ment be given upon the Articles for High-Trea- 
ſon. Their Lordſhips have fully conſidered the 
Matters offered to them by the Houſe of Com- 
mons at the laſt Conference relating to the Pro- 
ceedings againſ® Robert Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer; and their Lordſhips are fully 
ſatisfied, That the Reſolution they have taken 
and communicated to the Commons on the 24th 
Inſtant, is juſk and reaſonable; and that the 
Houſe of Commons are not put under any real 
Inconvenience thereby, in carrying on their pre- 
ſent Proſecution. Their Lordſhips have com- 
manded us to let you know, That they do inſiſt 
on their ſaid Reſolution, viz. That the Com- 
mons be not admitted to proceed in order to 
make good the Articles againſt Robert Earl of 
Oxford and Earl Mortimer for High Crimes 
and Miſdemeanours, till Judgment be firſt given 
won the Articles for High-Treaſon. 


Thus far the Two Houſes debated Things 
with ſome Calmneſs, but they grew warmer 
the next Day, when the Commons having conſi- 
der'd the Reaſons above, ſent a Meſſage to the 
Lords to defire a free Conference, and the 
Lords refuſed it ; and now the Party of the 
Earl of Oxfcrd began to ſee his Deliverance at 

Y hand, 
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234 The Amals of King George, 
hand, for the Lords refuſing to grant the Com: 
mons a free Conference, ſer the Two Houſes 
into a new Diſpute, and remov'd the wiſt'd 
for Agreement about the Tryal even out of 
View. in 2 | 

This denying a free Conference, was urg'd 
in the Houſe. of Lords upon this Foundation, 
viz. That it was a Point relating wholly to 
their Lordſhips Judicature, in which the Com- 
mon had no concern, at leaſt, that they could 
not admit 1t to de Debated, and ſome Prece- 
dents were brought, in which the Commons had 
denied the Peers a free Conference, viz. in 
Money Bills, in which the ſame Reaſons, Vice 
verſa, were given, viz. That it was a Money 
Bill, in which the Lords had no right to make 
any Amendments. Theſe Things were going 
on to great Heights, and the Commons deli: 
ring a Conference of the Lords upon this Sub- 
ject, they gave ina Paper to the Managers for 
the Peers, as follows: 


The Commons baving talen into Conſideration 
your Lordſhips Meſſage, viz. That your Lord- 
ſhips did not think fit to give a free Conference 
on the ſubject Matter of the laſt Conference, 
as was deſired by the Commons: And they be- 
ing ſtill deſirous, to the utmoſt of their Power, to 
preſerve a good Correſpondence with your Lord- 
ſhips, have asked this Conference; and have 
commanded us to acquaint your Lordſhips, That 
they are very much ſurpriz'd to find your Lord- 
ſhips deny a free Conference, after your Lord- 
ſhips have already agreed to a Conference deſired 
by the Commons on the ſame ſubjett Matter, and 
after your Lordſhips have on your Parts alſo * 

re 
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red a Conſerence upon the ſame Subject. That - 
free Conferences are the maſt ancient and eſtabliſh- 
ed Methads far adjuſting the Differences that have 
at any time ariſen between the Two Houſes, and, 
as the Commons concerve, is the only Method to 
preſerve 4 good Correſpondence between them on 
ſuch Occaſions, which, at this Tame, 1s of the hig h- 
eft Importance; becauſe a Miſunderſtanding on 
this Account, would tend to defeat the Tryal of 
the Impeachment of the Commons. That the 
Commons conceive clearly, that the ſubject Mat- 
ter of the laſt Conference is not a Point of Judica- 
ture, but 4 Point relating only to the Proſecu- 
tion of the Commons, it having arifen before a+ 
ny Matter of Judgment had come before your 
Lordſhips «por the Tryal, For which Reaſons the 
Commons * conceive, that your Lordſhips ought 
not to have denied them a free Conference upon the 
'ſubjef Matter of the laſt Conference. 


Theſe Things were read and conſidered, but 
the Lords, tho' many of them were zealous 
for bringing on the Tryal, and bringing the 
Earl to Juſtice, yet being tender of the Privi- 
leges of the Peers, and clear in it that the 
Commons were in the Wrong, reſolv'd to inſiſt 
upon it, that they ought not to grant them a 
free Conference upon this Subject; and having 
put the Queſtion again in their Houſe, it =_ 
paſs'd, not to grant a free Conference, which 
was ſignified to the Commons, as alſo that the 
Lords would preſently proceed further on the 
Tryal of the Earl. | 

The Commons took no notice of this Meſſage 
at all, nay, ſome mov'd, as we were told, not 
to receive it. However, ſeeing the Lords were 

reſolv'd . 
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reſolv'd to proceed, the Houſe adjourn'd ; 
ſome ſuggeſted, that this Adjournment was or- 
dered, that they might not receive any more 
Meſſages about it, or be ſent to from the 


| Hall to appear at the Tryal. 


Theſe Things were not carry'd thus, even 
in the Houſe of Commons, without ſome variety 


of Opinions and Motions ; ſome who were 


zealons for Juſtice, that look'd upon it as a 
Service to their Country, to bring a great Of- 
fender to Juſtice, and ſuch they accounted the 
Earl to be, were for quitting the Nicety they 
contended for; and not doubting but they 


ſhould be able to make good the Charge of 


High Treaſon againſt him, were fer giving 
the Lords the Point, and proceeding. But 
others no leſs zealous, and fully as much 
picqu'd in their Opinion of the Earl's Guilt, 
were yet of Opinion, that they ought nat to 
make any Precedent which might be made uſe 
of by Poſterity to the Diſadvantage of the Com- 
mons, and in Prejudice of their Rights, but 
that they ſhould proceed in the ordinary Me- 
thods of Juſtice, and preſerve the Privilege; 
of their Houſe entire, as their Anceſtors had 
done before them. 

It was propoſed however by ſome, to pro- 
ceed by Attainder, and Sir William Strickland 
mov'd it, tho' in other Words, viz. That 
leave be given to bring in a Bill, to inflict ſuch 
Pains and Penalties on Robert Earl of Oxford, a8 
his Traiterous Practices and other High Crimes

and it paſs'd in the Affirmative; and then the 
Method of giving Judgment was diſcuſs'd, the 
very Words preſcribed, and Directions given 
to the Lord High Steward concerning the far- 
ther Proceediags.in the Hall. | 

Hereupon the Houſe returned to the Hall, 
where the Proceedings in concluſion of this 
great Affair, being very ſhort, and yet the 
Occaſion very nice, I think it cannot but be 
agreeable to the Exactneſs of theſe Memo- 
rials, and uſeful to the Reader, to have them 
expreſsd in the very Form of the Tryal, as 
follows, viz.

Before we proceed to ſuch other Affairs as

Compaſſionate than the King was, to have, at 
leaſt, delay'd it, if not wholly laid by the 
Thoughts of it. And this gave ground to 
that Expreſſion ina certain Book Pabliſhed' at 
that Time, which was taken mighty ill by ma- 
ny, and eſt eem'd as a piece of Flattery, if not 
Bla ſphemy, by ſome, viz. That the Clemency of 
Ning GEORGE wat not oe preat and godtike, but 
even extended farther than that of God himſelf. The 
Author however, ex plain'd bimſelf effectually, 
and very much to the Diſadvantage of the Com- 
Plainers, ehus, viz. That, according to the 
© Tenor of the Goſpel, God Almighty, how- 
ever merciful in his Nature, yet had pro- 
”claimed Pardon to none but the Penitent; 
* whereas King George had pardoned, not 
© thoſe who repented only, but even thoſe who 
© coaremned the very Grace they received, 
©and inſulted the King that forgave them; and 
this in the very Act of their Accepting his For- 
c giveneſs, receiving the Grace with Unthank- 
& fulnels, and with ungrateful and undutiful 
© Reproaches againſt the Hand that gave it. 
And we find that it was without a Spirit of 
Prediction, that an eminent Perſon ventured 
to ſay, it would not be long ere we ſhould ſee 
ſom? of thofe very Perſons ſhe their great 
Contempt of the laſt Pardon, by putting them- 
ſelves in a Condition to want another. 
However, as his Majeſty had now given a 
general and free Pardon, of which we may 
lay, that it was as a finiſhing to the whole Tranſ- 
action of the Rebellion, it is very neceſſary to 
theſe Collections, to tranſmit au Account = 
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the Perſons who receiv'd the Benefit of it, and 
alſo of thoſe whowere excepted out of it. 

As to the Perſons excepted out of it by 
Name, they were no more than, 

Firſt, The Earl of Oxford, in Purſuance of 
the Addreſs of the Horſe of Commons aboves 
mentioned. 

2. Simon Lord Harcourt, Lord Chancellor 
in the Reign of the late Queen. 

. Matth. Prior, Eiq; he was private Agent 
in the French Court, 1 in the late Tranſaction of 
the Peace. 

4. Tho. Harley, Eſq; he alſo was ſuppoſed 
to be ſent. over upon private and unjuſtifiable 
Practices, at the Time when the Treaty of 
Utrecht was negotiating, and to carry Inſtru- 
ions, &c. 

5. Arthur Moor, he was one of the Commiſ- 
ſioners. of Trade, and a private Negotiztor in in 
the Spaniſh Affairs.

Theſe laſt were mean Perſons, and the Rea- 


ſons of their being excepted are, as themſelves, 
below. the Obſervation of Hiſtory. 

Beſides theſe, there were excepted by Name, the 
fire Aſſaſſinators in Newgate, being five Per- 
ſons who had. been confin'd by AR of Parlia- 
ment ever ſince King William's Reign, for the 
Aſſaſſination Plot. 


The other Exceptions are but Five, except 


ſuch as are uſual in all General Pardons; 


but as there has been much noiſe about them, 
and 
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254 The Amals of King George, 
and the Clemeney of the Adminiſtration, ag 
well as of the King Perſonally, has been re. 
flected on in this Caſe, it cannot be unprofitz. 
ble to give the Heads of the Exceptions, even 
as they were drawn up by thoſe who cavill'd 
at them moſt, that ſo the World may judge, 
whether, as matters then ſtood, there could he 
any room to complain, or that fewer Excepti- 
ons could be reaſonably made.

If it were not the Work of this Hiſtory to 
Record Facts, and not engage in Diſputes, it 
were moſt eaſie to prove, that no Act of Grace, 
in like Circumſtances, in any Reign within the 
Reach of theCuſtom and Uſage of ſuch Things, 
for Five Hundred Years paſt, was clogg'd with 
fewer Exceptions than this AQ, eſpecially if 
Allowance be made for the Number of irre- 
concileable Rebels now abroad, their exaſpera- 
ted Temper, and their unwearied uadiſcou- 
rag'd Application to ſtir up Enemies more Po- 
tent than themſelves, to offer Diſturbance to 
the preſent Tranquillity of King George's 
Reign: But it muſt be left to the Event of 
Things, and we have nothing to do, but to 
wiſh that the Perſons who reap the Benefit of 
a Pardon, may make a right Uſe of ſo much 
Clemency, and thereby ſhew themſelves wor- 
thy of it. 
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It remains now to take notice who were 
immediately advantaged by the Clemency of 
the King, and what the immediate Effects of 
this Pardon were: And fir, We found the 
Lords in the Tower, who were under Sentence 
of Death for the Rebellion, were immediately 
deliver'd, and this was exprefly directed by 
the 44th Article of the Exceptions above-men- 
tion'd, viz. Al Perſons Impeach'd in Parliament 
before the 6th of May 1717, whoſe Impeachment 
remain undetermin'd on the 15th of july, 17179, 
So that thoſe Perſons who were Impeach'd for 
the Rebellion, and being Convicted were Sen- 
tenc'd to Death, were thereby not excepted, 
becauſe by thoſe Sentences the Impeachment 
was determin'd in Law. 

In Conſequence of this, the Earl of Cam- 
wart h, with the Lords Widdrington and Nairn, 
Peers, Condemned by the Houſe of Lords, upon 
the Impeachments in Parliament for the Re- 
beliion, being all taken at Preſton, were im- 
mediately diſcharg'd. | 

Likewiſe the Priſon Doors were ſet open all 
over England; about Seventeen Gentlemen un- 
der Sentence of Death in the Priſon of Newgate, 
were diſcharg'd, as alſo a great many in the 
Marſhalſea and the Fleer, and in the Hands of 
Meſſengers; and not only thoſe who were 
uader Sentence, but ſeveral others who were 
not Try'd. | 

la the Caſtle of Meſt· Cheſter, about Two Hun- 
dred of the Priſoners taken at Preſton were 


let go, none being detain'd but the Lord Char. 
Mur- 
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Murray, (a) Son to the Duke of Athol, and he 


was only reſerv'd to be an Object of the King's 
more eſpecial Clemency, a particular Par- 
don having paſs'd for him a few Weeks after, 

In like manner, the Priſoners in the Caſtle 
of Lancaſter were delivered, theſe were in ge- 
neral, the Common Soldiers of the Rebels, the 
reſt of them were either ſent to the Plantati- 
ons at their own Requeſt, or dead in Priſon, 
or eſcap*d out of Priſon: But that which was 
ſtill more than all this was, that all the Pri- 
ſoners in the Caſtle of Carliſle, who were 26 in 
Number, and all of them Gentlemen, of the Chief 
of the diſaffected People in Scotland, moſt of 
them, if not all, taken in actual Rebellion, in the 
very Field of Battle, and all of them under 
Sentence of Death, theſe were all ſet free; nor 
can it paſs without a Remark very apt ta 
the Gentlemen in Scotland, who, as we 
have obſerv'd, ſtruggled ſo hard againſt being 
brought to England to he Try'd; thatit was 


very happy for theſe Gentlemen, as well as 


for thoſe who were let ga without Tryal, of 
whom mention has been made; I ſay, it was 
happy for them that they were brought to En- 
gland, where they met with ſuch mild Proceed- 
ings in Tryal, ſuch reſpite of Execution afterSen- 
tence, and ſuch Clemency in Pardoning at laſt, 


as they could not have hoped for ia their own

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Country, not one Man of them being put to 
Death, though no leſs than Six and Twenty 


'were Condemn'd to die. 


Likewiſe in Scotland, all the Priſoners re. 
maining in the Caſtles of Edinburgh and Stir. 
ling, as the Lord Rollo, the Earl of Strathallan, 
and ſeveral others of good Quality, were all 
diſcharg'd. 

Thns the Royal Clemency extended it ſelf to 
all the miſerable Remains of the Rebellion, and 
1 affirm, and note it again to be obſery'd b 
(b) thoſe, who afterwards thovght fit to com- 
pare the preſent Management with the Pro- 
ceedings of former Reigns, that the Clemency 
of King George has gone beyond that of the 
moſt merciful Times, the Circumſtances of 
each Time being impartially weigh'd. 


But after all his Majeſty's Endeavours to 


reconcile National Differences, and to bury 
Animoſities among the People, new Occaſions 
of publick Breaches preſented ſtill, as if this 
poor Nation was never to want ſomething or 
other to make her People unquiet, and to em- 
broil them continually with one another. For 
pow when the Rebellion was over, Wars a- 

road and at Home at a full End, and People 
began to promiſe themſelves the Enjoyment of

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z general Tranquillity under a Powerful and 
Politick Prince. Behold! a moſt wretched, 
and in ſome Reſpects, as it was manag'd, a 
moſt ſcandalous Breach happen'd among the 
Clergy 3 and this not among the differing 
Seats and Opinions, as has been the Fate of 
England for now ſome Ages paſt, I mean, as to 
the Eſtabliſh'd Church, and the ſeveral Sorts 
or Sefts of Diſſenters among, us; but among 
the Orthodox Clergy of the Eſtabliſh'd Church, 
nay, among the Dignifi'd Clergy of the 
Church, Biſhops, Deans, Doctors, Ec. The 
Caſe is in ſhort as follows: 

The Biſhop of Bangor, a Perſon famous in the 
late Reign for his ſteddy Oppoſition to the 
Enemies of his Country both 1n Church and 
State, and worthily ia the Eſteem of good 
Men, advanc'd by the King, to the eminent 
Station of a Prelate; as he had formerly wrote 

againſt and oppoſed ſuck Errors, (as he ſup- 
| poſed them) in Opinion, as more particularly 
claſh'd with his Office, as a Miniſter, viz. T he 
Separation from the Communion of the Church 
by the Diſſeaters; ſo nom he finds himſel 
acting in another and ſuperior Sphere; he 
apply'd himſelf to oppoſe ſuch Errors in Pra- 
dice, as he found growing upon the People of 
the Church ia which he was a Biſhop or 
Father. 

In the Proſecution of this Work, he began 
with his Brethren the Clergy, juſt as he had 
done before with the Diſſenters; and as he 
rote to the Diſſenters of the Meaſures of Sub- 


miſſion to thoſe who are to Rule in Things 


pertaining to Conſcience in Religion; ſo now 
ne takes the other Part, and writes of the 
84 "" "RE 
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Meaſures of Exerciſing Power over thoſe that 
are to ſubmit, by thoſe that are to Rule. His 
Book was Entituled, A Perſuaſive againſt the 
Principles and Prattices of the Non-jurors. 

It happened ſoon after this, viz. the z1/ 
of March, that the Biſhop was appointed to 
Preach before his Majeſty, whether ſpecially ſo, 
or in the Courſe vf his Office, is not material, 
His Text was in the 36th Verſe of the 18: 

apter of St. John, Jeſus anſwered, My King- 

om is not of this World. Having preach'd his 
Sermon with the general Approbation of the 
Hearers, as may be gathered from the Con. 
ſequence, his Lordſhip receiv'd his Majeſty's 
Command to Print it, which was done with the 
following Title, viz. The Nature of the Ring- 
dom or Church of Chriſt. 

Without-entring Caſuiſtically into the Diſ- 
putes which this Book and Sermon raiſed a- 
mong our Eccleſiaſticks, we ſhall underſtand 
the Caſe fully by Stating Facts Hiſtorically as 
they followed. And firſt, it is to be obſerv'd, 
that Dr. Snape, a Divine known in the World 
before now for Learning, as having been de- 
puted from the Univerſity of Oxford to ſe- 
veral of the Proteſtant Churches and Univer- 
ſities in Germany, and who was now Maſter of 
Eaton School, wrote an Anſwer to the Bi- 
ſhop's Sermon; which Book I name, not that 
it ſhould be expected theſe Annals ſhould give 
a Liſt of all the Tracts publiſhed on this Oct: 
ſion on one ſide or on the other, the Number 
of which, as I have been inform'd, were no 
fewer than Sixty Seven; much leſs, that we 
ſhould here enter into the Subject or manner of 
the ſaid Anſwers and Replies; but * 

| | the 
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the Writings of Dr. Snape were attended with 
ſome Circumſtances, and occaſion'd other Diſ- 
putes, of which we muſt neceſſarily ſpeak in 
the Courſe of the Story, and which indeed 
are principally the Reaſon of Recording the 
whole Affair. 

Dr. Snape had no ſooner Publiſhed his An- 
ſwer to the Biſhop's Sermon, but the Con- 
vocation, which met at the ſame Time with 
the Parliament, made it one of their firſt 
Works, and indeed the only Work of their 
Meeting, I mean, of the lower Houſe, to 
do the like; and entring upon the Subject 
both of the Sermon and of the Book, they 
appointed a Committee to examine them 
both, and to make their Report to the Houſe, 
according to the Form in ſuch Caſes. 

Their Committee ſat, and entred warmly 
into the Matter referr'd to them, and in 
ſhort, cenſur'd both the Book and the Ser- 
mon, as tending, 

(1.) To ſubvert all Government and Diſci- 
pline in the Church of Chriſt, and to reduce his 
Kingdom to a State of Anarchy and Confu- 
ſin. And, | 

(2.) To impugu and impeach the Regal Su- 
premacy in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, and the Aut ho- 
rity of the Legiſlature, to inforce Obedience in 
Matters of Religion by Civil Sanctions. 

They proceeded then to draw up theſe two 
Heads, and what they had to offer ia Main- 
tenance of them, in the Form of a Report, to 
be laid before the Houſe of Convocation, 
which was accordingly brought in there, read 
and voted the icth of May, nemine contradi- 
cente, to be xeceiv'd and centred upon their 
Book. 

This 
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This Report is too long to be recited here 
at full length; but as it is expected to receive 
its Anſwer in Time, and may come again up- 
on the Stage of Diſpute, we think it caunot 
be left wholly ont of this Work, and therefore 
the Subſtance of it is to be found in the Appen- 
dix, No. N. to which the Reader is referr'd. 
It is only then to be obſerv'd here, that the 


Government finding theſe Things began to run 


up, by the Warmth of Parties, to an unrea- 
ſonable Height, and that it tended only to the 
Breach of Charity among Chriſtians, and loth 
to ſuffer any thing which might be prejudicial 
to Religion in general, or to the Peace of the 
Church in particular, wiſely put an end to it, 
by ſending a Writ of Prorogation to the Con- 
-, vocation, putting off their Seſſion to the 22th 
of November, ſo that we ſhall hear no more of 
them for this Year. 

The Biſhop alſo, who ſignified in his 
Anſwer to Dr. Svape, that he purpoſed like- 
wiſe to reply to the Report of the Committee 
of the lower Houſe of Convocation, was 
pleaſed, for the preſent, to defer that Work, 
which we have been told, was done alſo from 
the ſame Principle of preſerving the Peace of 
the Church, and from the ſame Power en- 
joining. 

But from whatever Principles of Moderation 
and Peace the Government acted in this Caſe, 
the Controverſie could not thus end, or the 
Contending Parties be oblig'd to Silence. For 
the Convocation not being able to proceed as 
a Body, the Cauſe was taken up by ſeveral of 
their Members; and ſeeing they could not at- 
teck the Biſhop as a publick Aſembly, they 
EE reſolv'd 
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reſolv'd to do it as private Men; and thus 
Dr. Sherlock, who was one of the Committee 
that drew up the Report, ſeconded Dr. Snape, 
and wrote another Book againſt the Biſhop, 
and after that a ſecond, and theſe Two were 
followed, as is ſaid, by an almoſt innumerable 
Number of others, too many to mention, and 
indeed, not worth the Reader's while to en- 

vire after or hear of. 

As it is obſerv*'d above, it is no part of Hiſtory 
to enter into the Arguments pro and con 
which are made uſe of in this Debate, *tis ſuf- 


ficient to refer for them to the Report above 


quoted. But what follows, is not at all mat- 
ter of Argument, but matter of Hiſtory; and 
tho every impartial and honeſt Man will be 
"= ſorry to ſee ſuch a diſagreeable Story re- 
corded, which is even in it ſelf ſcandalous to 
the very Name of a Proteſtant Society of Men, 
yet the flagrant Eminence of the Fact, and the 
Duty of an Hiſtorian to relate impartially 
whatever occurs in theCompaſs of theTime we 
are limitted to, forbid us to omit it. 

The ſeveral Anſwers and Replies that paſs'd 
between the Biſhop and his Oppoſers, being, 
as above, laid aſide, it is to be obſerv'd, 
That on the 26th of June, a Book was publiſh- 
ed by Dr. Snape, Entituled, A ſecond Letter to

This was ſuch a pointed Satyr on the Sin- 
cerity of the Biſhop, that it began to amaze 
the World; when the Biſhop, not able to ſtay 
to Anſwer this Challenge by a Book, publiſhes 
the following Anſwer to it by way of Adver- 
tiſement in the Daily Courant of the 28th of 
June, which was, indeed, as ſurpriſing as the 
other. 


HEREAS the Reverend Dr. Snape, in hit 
Second Letter to the Biſhop of Bangor, 

bath thought fit, in Pag. 40. to leave the Argy- 
ment, and to lay a very heavy Accuſation upon 
him in the following Words, viz.

Snape firſt charg'd the Biſhop with having in- 
terpolated or added to his Sermon before 
preach'd, the cautionary Words of Abſolutely, 
Properly, &c. by the Advice of ſome other Per- 
ſon,to whom he had ſhew*d his Sermon for ap- 
probation, and offers to prove it by a living 
Witneſs. 

The Biſhop ſolemaly denies this, and Chal- 
lenges the Doctor to name his Author. 

The Doctor, preſs'd by the Seriouſneſs and 
Solemnity of the Biſhop's repelling the Charge,

We cannot relate this Story without oh 
ſerving how the Biſhop of Carliſle was diſtref 
ſed in this part on every ſide, and how even 
Witneſs he nam'd, flew directly in his Face 
and at laſt remov'd the Diſpute again, 27 
from the two Biſhops, to the Biſhop of Carliſt 
and Dr. Kennet, where it held ſome ting, 
with ſome mutual Reproaches and Reflection, 
and at laſt ſunk, infinitely to the Diſad vantage 
of the Biſhop, as will appear by the follow. 
ing Advertiſements, which they publiſh 
one againſt the other, as follows :

But the Doctor repelled this, and abating 
the Biſhop nothing, aſhrm'd that he had ſaid 
poſitively, that his Words were as above, before 

eached. 

The Biſhop of Bangor expended two more 
Publications or Advertiſements to bring the 
Biſhop of Carliſle and Dr. Snape to agree upon 
the Words, and at laſt, very fairly brought it 
to this Dilemma, that let it be which way it 
would, the Fact was falſe, and therefore preſ- 
ſing the Doctor on one Hand to adjuſt the 
Words; he preſsd the Biſhop as hard on the 
other Hand to name the Perſon, who,in a Word, 
not being able to keep it off any longer, Names 
Dr. White Kennet, Dean of Peterborough; and 


the Dean being then at his Reſidence at Peter- 


borough, the Biſhop writes a Letter to him of 
what had paſſed, telling him he did not que- 
ſtion but he would own the Words, or to that 
purpoſe. 

But the Dean's Anſwer ſurpriz'd the whole 
World, for he denied the Thing in ſuch Terms, 
as that People generally ſuggeſted, no Man 
conld ſo repel a Charge if he had not been per- 
fectly clear; and this Denial is ſo remarkable, 
that tho it is true, theſe Things having been 
ſeen already in many Papers, may be burthen- 
ſome juſt now to the Readers to lock over, yet 
to Poſterity, for whoſe uſe theſe matters are 
recorded, it will not be fo, and they will ra- 
ther regret that any of theſe Publications are 
omitted, than that theſe are not reterr'd to

Thus it is hoped, we have given a Summary 
of this unhappy Affair, ſufficient to convey to 
Poſterity all that 'tis worth their while to 
know, and indeed more than, were it poſſible to 
avoid it they ſhould have known of the Pollies 
of this Age. It is certain, that both ſides threaten 
each other to revive the Diſpute, the one Party 
in the Convocation, and the other Party in Pa- 
liament, but it is hoped they will be wiſer.

It is certain, that theſe People lay all this 
while under the Mortification of being ſuſpect- 
ed as dangerous to the Common-wealth, tho 
at the ſame time, nothing could be laid to 
their Charge, and tho? his Majeſty ſeemed ve. 
ry well enclin'd to conſent to their Liberty, 
having had inexpreſlible Teſtimonies of their 
Loyalty. But, alas, as was the Caſe of the 
late Glorious King Wiliam, he found it to 
no purpoſe to attempt their Relicf bur in a 
Parliamentary Way, and ſo many Difficulties 
attending it there, that gave great Reaſon to 
fear it would miſcarry there. 

In order, however, to make the Way clear 
for an Attempt, and to bring it before the 
Parliament, with all the promiſing Views that 
could be expected, the Diſſenters puſh'd their 
own Intereſt, and obtain'd, in a word, almoſt 
the whole Court to be on their ſide, for the 
King himſelf ſtood Neuter, and had the Promi- 
ſes, as we have been told, of the greateſt Men 
then in the Miniſtry; and "this went fo far, 
that ſome Men began to hope the Delivery of 
the Oppreſled ſhould have been arriv'd; nay, 
beſides the Court, many Members of Parlia- 
ment ſeem'd apparently for it, and no Body, 
for ſome Time, oppos'd it, even the grand Que- 


ſion, which had kept the People in CO 
or 
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for Forty Years, and might perhaps for Forty 
more, ſeemed to be got over, I mean that of 
its being 4 Seaſonable Time, and all Parties 
ſeemed to concur 1a the Juſtice, the Seaſon- 
ableneſs, the Uſefulneſs of ſuch a Law, till in- 
deed People began to think the whole Nation 
to be reconciled to it. 

In the private Meetings of the Members of 
Parliament about this Affair, where it was con- 
cluded to weigh their Intereſt, they found a 
great Majority favourable to the Bill, and e- 
yen thoſe who were not hearty and forward 
in the Deſign of it, yet ſeem'd paſlive and cool, 
and willing to fit ſtill and let it alone. 

When on a ſudden, a Mine prepar'd for- 
other Uſes, blew up this and many other good 
proſpects of the Nation's Felicity and Peace; 
and the Gentlemen who appeared hearty in 
this Cauſe before, drop'd out of it on a ſud- 
den, ſo that the whole Proſpe&t vaniſhed at 
once; for thoſe that were left grew cold and 
indifferent, declin'd the Thing as impractica- 
ble, and at laſt ſeparated; ſo that the Diſſen- 
ters remain where they were, their Services 
unregarded, and their Liberty alſo is {till in the 
lame State of Imperfection which it was in 
before. 

It remains now, that in order to have theſe 
Things to draw towards a Cloſe, as the 
Year Cloſes, we ſhould go back to the Receſs 
of the Parliament. As the King reſolved not 
to go into Germany this Year, and the 
Seaſon began to be very Hot, the Houſhold

What remains to finiſh the Account of this 
happy Vear, is to give a ſummary View of Tranſ- 
actions Abroad, which it muſt be acknowledg'd, 
is eſſential to bring our Readers to take the gene- 
ral Notion of together in their Heads, and to 
underſtand what Things was doing in other 
Countries at the ſame Time when theſe things 
were doing in their own. | 

It is true, a multitude of other weighty and . 
material Affairs at Home, prevented this in 
our laſt. The Hiſtory of the Rebellion, _ 
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the Conſequences attending it, kept us at home, 
and as the Eyes of all Europe were, as it were, 
looking this Way for latelligence, it would 
have ſeem'd abſurd if we ſhould have look'q 
Abroad, and have amus'd our Readers with 
Matters of leſs Conſequence in other Nations, 
for which we muſt have robb'd them of Part of 
that uſeful Hiſtory of our own Country. 

But now that Caſe alters, for His Majeſty 
having been part of this Year. abroad Himſelf, 
and our Fleets and Agents having been buſi 
in ſo many Parts of the World, our own Hi. 
ſtory would be imperfect, if we did gat inter- 
weave the Relation with ſuch Things at leaſt, 
in which our Sovereign, either by his Perſon 
or his Iafluence, has had ſo much Concern. 

Nor could we do juſtice to the Glory of our 
King, and to the Figure, which, by his Ma- 
jeſty's Conduct, Great- Britain makes at this 
Time in the World, if we ſhould omit even 
to be very Particular in the Account of Affairs 
Abroad this : Year, ſince there is ſcarce any 
Tranſaction of Moment in any of the Courts 
of Chriſtendom, in which either his Majeſty 
Direction or his Influence is not to be obſerv'd, 
and which has not ſome way or other added to 
his Glory. 

Flattery is the Sacrifice of Fools, and cannot 
be acceptable to wiſe Men; and if this were 
hable to be taken as ſuch, the Author of this 
would believe himſelf as liable, to his Majeſty's 
Reſentment, as it he had written a Treaſona- 
ble Libel againſt his Governmedi. But effectu- 
ally to glear theſe Sheets, or the Writer ot 
them, from all poſſible ſuſpicion of Flattery, the

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he made to bear Witneſs, and we will fee at 
the End of every Paragraph, whether the In- 
fluence of King GEORGE guides in any mea- 
ſure the Affairs of other Nations yea or 
no. | | 5 

But we are firſt to begin with thoſe Foreign 
Affairs, in which our own are more particu- 
arly concerned, and which, the King being A- 
broad, may be faid ro come under his Majeſty's 
more immediate Management. The Affair of 
Sreden, the Tripple Alliance with France, and 
the Iuſtall ment of the Princes of his Majeſty's 
Honſe with the Order of the Garter, have 
been already touch'd at, and it remains only 
to mention ſome. Things ſubſequent, in order 
of Time, to what has been ſaid already. 

The Britih Fleet having for ſome time 
ſpread the Baltick Seas, join'd the Daniſh Fleer, 
and ſecur'd the Mouth of the Sound, the Swe- 
diſh Fleet retir'd to Carelſcroon, where they 
were effectually block'd vp, and even more 
than block'd up all the Summer; T ſay, 
more than block'd up, becauſe it was con- 
ſidered by the Confederated Fleets, whether 
the Harbour of Carelſcroon ſhould be attempt- 
ed, or the Swediſh Fleet which was there be 
Bombarded. It was faid, that our Admirals 
were for the latter, but that the Danes oppo- 
ſed it, the Bomb Veſſels being theirs, and as 
ſome indeed ſaid, not ſo well provided with 
Materials as they ought to be. N 

However that was, ſome Engliſh Ships were 
ordered in towards the Shore at the Mouth of 
the Harbour, with Orders to look in, if poſ- 
ſible, to bring an Account of the Poſture of 
the Swediſh Fleet, and the Strength of the

However it might be that the Swediſh Ad- 
mirals gave the Signals for Sailing, certain it 


is, that the Britiſh and Daniſh Fleets being 
| join'd, 
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join'd, were ſo ſuperior to them, that they 
had no real Deſign of Sailing : However, nei- 
ther were the ſaid Brit;h Fleet and Daniſh 
Fleet, tho” joĩu'd, able to attempt them in the 
Harbour, where, as above, they were per- 
ſectly Fortified. 

The Britiſh Admiral, Sir George Byng, hav- 
ing it, no doubt, ia his Inſtructions, to make 
the King of Sweden ſenſible of the King of 
Great-Britain's Reſentment, was not however 
for lying ſtill and doing nothing, and there- 
fore, as above, he was for Bombarding the 
Swedes in the very Harbour. However, that 
not being agreed to, he landed ſome Men upon 
an Iſland called Hanns, where the Seamen be- 
ing at Liberty, no doubt, to do what Miſchief 
they could, left the Inhabitants ſome Memo- 
randums, by which they could not eaſily for- 
get that they had been there; ſuch as Burning 
and Cutting down the Woods, killing the Cat- 
tle, and the like; in this Poſture Affairs ſtood 
there, and the Swediſh Fleet was lock'd into 
their Harbours the whole remaining Part of 
this Year, at leaſt as far as theſe Annals extend. 

It was indeed ſuggeſted at the forehand of 
the Year, that the King of Denmark, aſſiſted 
by his Britannick Majeſty, and other Allies, 
particularly the King of Pruſſia, would attempt 
to land in Schonen, and give the King of Swe- 
den leave to know, that he ſhould have other 
Enemies to ſtruggle with there than he expect- 
ed, when the Danes and Muſcovites pretended 
to if. | 

But upon the interpoſition of new Acct- 
dents, this Deſign was again laid aſide, and 
ſome healing Expedients were offer'd by the 

Regent 
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Regentof Franre, whoſe Credit with the King 
of Great Britain, and with the People of Great- 
Britain, was now very good, and that not un- 
deſerved, that Prince appearing to act upon 
Principles quite different from thoſe of the pre- 
ceeding Reign. ol ; 

This pacifick Prince propoſed effectual Re- 
medies to put an End to this War, and the 
King of Great - Britain, as all juſt Princes are, 
being as forward as could be deſired, to pre. 
vent the Confuſions of Europe, willingly lift- 
end to them; and ſeeing evideatly the diſinte- 
reſted Zealand Sincerity of the Regent in his 
Endeavours for Peace, his Britannick Majeſty 
freely made the ſaid Regent ſole Mediator, 
and indeed, Arbitrator of the Differences be- 
tween Himſelf and the King of Sweden, only 
with this  reſerv'd Condition or Preliminary, 
viz, That the King of Sweden ſhould make a 
Declaration that he was not concerned in the 
Intrigues of his Miniſters, the Baron Gortz 

and Count Gyllenborg, and others, to diſturb 
the Peace of his Majeſty's Kingdoms. 

Nay, even this was afterwards moderated 
by the Inter poſition of the Regent of France, 
becauſe it was difficult to determine how the 
Declaration ſhould be made, and his By:rannick 
Majeſty condeſcended to accept of ſuch a Decla- 
ration to be made by the Regent of France, in the 
Name of his Swediſh Majeſty, and this was ac- 
cordingly done, to his Majeſty's Satisfaction, by 
Monſieur Ihberville, the French Reſident at Lon- 
den ; and thus this Affair was put in a Way 
or Train of Accommodation, which, tho* we 
ſhall not be able to fee effected within the 
Compass of theſe Memoirs, yet it ſeems to 
promiſe a peaceable Conclution at laſt. 
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in the mean time, there was not the greateſt 
Harmony poſſible, nor indeed, ſo much as 
could have been wiſhed, among the Northern 
Allies; and the King of Denmark, had not 
King George ſtood by and ſupported him, might. 
poſſibly have found himſelf roo much left 
alone in the War. 

The deſign'd Deſcent upon Schonen the Year 
before, had been broken off by the Czar 
of Muſcovy, with a diſagreeable Poſitiveneſs,and 
juſt upon the Point of its Execution, when the 
King of Denmark had expended immenſe Sums, 
even more than he was able to ſupport ; upon 
this, his Czariſh Majeſty and the King of Den- 
mark parted in no good Underſtanding at all, 


nay, it even went ſo far, as to publiſh Mani- 


feſtoes and Declarations againſt one another. 
However, a ſeeming Agreement was made, 
and ſome Abatement on either ſide, but 
it was eaſie to ſee, there was no ſincere 
Friendſhip between them. 8 
Alſo the Underſtanding between his Majeſty 
King GEORGE and the Czar of Muſcovy, ſut- 
ered ſome interruption, and was at that time 
in a probable way of going farther, occaſion'd 
principally upon the Czar's having left æ great 
Body of his Troops in the Empire, viz. iu the 
Dutchy of Mecklemberg, by which it was apparent 
the Czar had Deſigns in View, very dangerous 
to the Empire, which the King of Great - 
Britain, as an Elector of the Empire, could 
not be unconcern'd, at and which the Emperor 


mov'd his Majeſty alſo not to fail to op- 


poſe. 


The frequent preſſing Motions which his 


Britannick Majeſty cauſed to be made to the 
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Czar on this Affair, was ſo far from bein 
linen'd to by his Czariſh Majeſty, that he pre. 
tended to take them as an Affront, and to Re. 
ſent them, and was fo far from withdrawing 
his Troops out of the Dutchy of Mecklembers, 
where they ruin'd the Inhabitants, that he 
cauſed it to be given out, that he would ſend 
30000 Men more out of Poland to ſupport 
them, and that it might appear he was in earn. 
eſt, cauſed a Body of them to march to the Fron. 
tiers of Mecklemberg, on the fide of Saxe-Lin. 
enburgh, to encamp, and to Fortifie. 

This Proceeding of his Czariſh Majeſty, nt 
only alarm'd the neighbouring Powers, as the 
City of Hamburg, the Lubeckers, the Biſhop of 
Eutin, and others, «but his Britannick Majeſty 
was particularly offended at it; not only as the 
Dutchy of Saxe Lawemburg, which is his Na. 
jeſty's Country, was threaten'd, but as it was 
a dire& Contempt of all the preſſing Inſtances 
his Majeſty had made to the Czar of Muſeny 
to remove. So that now the Princes of Ge- 
mamy began to talk in another Language, and 
of Forming an Army, in ſhort, to drive the 
Troops of Muſcovy out of the Empire. 

While things look'd thus Threatning, his 
- Czariſh Majeſty made a Tour to the Court of 
France; whether he went thither with Deſiga 
to have form'd an Intereſt there, and to hare 
entred into a Confederacy with the Regent 0 
France, to have chang'd ſides, and brought to 
paſs a Tripple Alliance between the King ol 
Swe4en, the Regent of France, and Himſell, 
as was privately ſoggeſted, and indeed, ſuſpett 
ed not a little; 7 /ay, whether he went d 
France with ſuch Views or not, we 9 not 
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determine . But if his Czariþ Majeſty had anY 
ſuch extravagant Notions when he went, tis 
certain when he came to France, he ſoon ſaw 
with other Eyes. There he found immedi- 
ately that nothing againſt King George would 
go down in France; that the Regent was en- 
tirely in the Intereſt of the King of Great-Bri- 
tain; that the Influence of the King of Great- 
Britain had ſo much the Aſcendant at the French 
Court, that nothing could ſo much as be of- 
fer d there but what would immediately be 
carried thither, viz. to Great-Britain, to be 
conſidered of before reſolv'd on, as to a Ca- 
binet, where the Conncils of both Kingdoms 
were concerted. ER. 
This immediately chang'd his Countenance, 

and if we believe ſome that pretend to know | i 
it, even chang'd his Opinion of things; and | 
his Czariſh Majeſty viſibly fac'd about to 
King George, with a warmth and ſincerity ſur- 
prizing; immediately the Troops of Muſcovy 
were ſent away out of Mecklemberg, the Czar 
cauſed his Miniſter to return to the Bririſh 
"WW Court,and whereas ſome Expoſtulatory Memo- 
rials had paſſed between his Czariſh Majeſty and 
the King of Great-Britain, the Tone was en- 
entirely altered, and every thing carried with 
=> greateſt Appearance of Friendſhip imagi- 
nable. 

l Whether the Czar was ſincere in this Part 
or not, we are not to determine, perhaps 
our next Volume of Annals may better ex- 
lain that Particular than this can do. But 
he more inſincere his Czariſh Majeſty ſhall ap- 
pear, if that ſhould happen, ſo much the 
more will this Conduct make good what was 
. . hinted 
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hinted defore, viz. of the Influence which the 
very. Name, and much more the Power and 
Conduct of King George, has all along had up- 
on the Councils, and upon the greateſt Princes 
of Europe, and thus we keep to our Text. 

It is true, there was a Treaty, whether con- 
cluded when the Czar was at Paris, or fince, 
we. are not certain, between the Car, the 
King of France, and the King of Pruſſiag and 
this is called alſo, a Tripple Alliance; but we 
do not find there is any thing in this Treaty 
that his Brit annick Majeſty diſlikes, and it is 
ſuppoſed, it is chiefly entered into to preſerve, 
in Caſe of a Peace with Sweden, the keeping the 
Poſleſſion of two Important Conqueſts to them- 
ſelves, when a Peace ſhall be concluded with 
Sweden, VIZ. Stetin to the King of Pruſſia, and 
Petersburg and Revell to the Czar of Muſ- 
covy , it will not be denied but that theſe 
Princes may have thought fit to leave out the 
Intereſts of the King of Denmark out of this 
Treaty, as they have done his Perſon ; but 
they are not accountable for that, ſeeing they 
have not hereby made any ſeparate Peace with 
Sweden, only ſecur'd their Intereſt by an Alli- 
ance with the Mediator, and it is even report- 
ed, that the Regent of France did not enter in- 
to this Stipulation, without the Concurrence 
of his Swediſh Majeſty himſelf; and as for his 
Daniſh Majeſty, it is faid, he has not of late 
had ſo good an Underſtanding with any of the 
three Members of this Alliance, as to expect 
any extraordinary Concera ſhould be ſhewn 
by them on his Account. 

Poland affords nothing of Moment this Year, 
but that the King, by a moſt exquiſite Manage- 
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ment, and the Aſſiſtance of the Czar of Mu 
covy, has brought his Malecontent Subjects of 
poland, who were generally revolted, and 
were (in the main) victorious over him, to a ge- 
neral Accommodation and Submiſſion, and ſo 
at length, Arms are entirely laid down in 
that harraſs'd Kingdom. The Saxon Troops 
have evacuated it entirely, the King keeping 
no more than his Regiment of Guards of 2000 
Men. The Confederated Nobility have diſ- 
ſolvd their Union, disbanded all their 
Soldiers, and Poland is now a Kingdom, tho' 
miſerably impoveriſn'd, yet in perfect Tran- 
quillity: Even the Troops of Muſcovy, which 
were long before they could be perſuaded to 
quit the Country, and made many Excuſes to 
keep in their warm Quarters there, yet are at 
laſt removed and gone. 

The only ill Conſequence of this Peace and 
Disbanding of Troops in Poland is, that. the 
War in Hungary between the Turl, and the 
Emperor happening at the ſame Time, the 
Hungarian Malecontents, Count Berezeni, and 
Count Eſterhaſi, the Relicks of the Rebellion 
of Prince Ragotski, hving great Sums of Mo- 
ney given them by the Grand Yizier for that 
purpoſe, came to Choczim on the Frontiers of 
Moldavia, next to Poland, and publickly liſted 
the disbanded Poles and Saxons in great Num- 
bers, ſo that they had a Body of 25000 Men 
there very well armed, and no bad Soldiers, 
p whom we ſhall ſpeak again in another 

ace, es 

Having thus clear'd up the Account of Af- 
fairs in the North, and given a true Scheme 
of the Poſture of Things on the Side of the 
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Northern Allies, I muſt ſpeak a Word of 
the King of Sweden and of the Regent of France, 
before we diſmiſs this Head, and then we 
ſhall leave theſe Affairs in a Poſture well pre. 
par'd to carry on the Hiſtory in the next 
Year. , 

His Britannict Majeſty having left the Media. 
tion of the Differences between Himſelf and 
the King of Sweden to the Regent of France, 
as is ſaid above, the Count de la Marg was ſent 
by the Regent to Sweden, to Concert Things 
with that Prince, in order to diſpoſe him to 
hearken to Peace, and to come into ſuch Pre- 
liminary Articles as ſhould be a ſufficient 
Ground-Plot for the Negotiations which were 
to ſucceed. How far this Miniſter has carried 
on ſuch a Scheme, we do not abſolutely ſee yet, 
but this we find, that the King of Sweden is 
diſpoſed to make ſeveral Conceſſions in regard, 
to the Mediatiofi of France, which he never 
would conſent to before; and particularly, that 
he ſeems diſpoſed to give Satisfaction to theKing 
of Pruſſ:2, and to the Czar of Muſcovy ; as to 
the Danes, we fee the two Kings ſo Piqu'd 2. 
gainſt one another, that it will be impoſlible to 
reconcile them but by the Interpoſitioa of 4 
third Perſon, which at laſt, we believe, mull 
be the King of Creat- Britain. But that which 
ſeems moſt threatning to the King of Denmark 
is, that his Swediſh Majeſty has a great Arm) 
in Schonen, and on the Frontiers of Norway, and

Winter in Norway, where the Danes are Þ) 
no means a Match for him; and if he ſhould 
give the King of Denmark's Army there 2 Rout, 
which is not ſo unlikely as the Dares _ 
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have us to believe, the Peace would either be re- 
tarded, or the King of Sweden have ſome- 
thing in his Hands to offer as an Equivalent 
for the Reſtitution of ſuch Countries as be 
demands from the Danes. | | 
In this Poſture of a difficult Negotiation 
things ſtand on that Side of the World, and e- 
ven here it muſt be acknowledg'd, the Power 
and Influence of the King of Great- Britain is 
the only thing that holds the Ballance, and 
without which, as that tottering Confederacy 
would never keep together, ſo the Swedes, or the 
French, or both, would ſoon ſeparate and over- 
whelm them. 
From this part of the World, let us turn 
our Eyes Baſtward, or rather South-Eaſtward, 
to the Danube, and the War between the Em- 
peror and the Turks, This War broke out Jaſt 
Year, after the Turks had firſt broken the 
Peace with the Venetians, had Conquer'd 
from them the whole Morea, and were threat- 
ning them with ag Invaſion, even upon Italy it 
ſelt: The Emperor then having in vain attempt- 
ed to bring the haughty Infidels to Reaſon, 
the War begun, and Prince Eugene having firſt 
overthrown the whole Turkiſh Army at the Bat- 
tle of Semlin or Peterwaradin, ſat down before 
the ſtrong Town of Temeſwar, and took it, 
after a bloody Aſſault upon the Palanka or Suburb, 
by Capitulation, which ended that Cam- 
paign. | 
This Year Europe hegan to be alarm'd, in an 
unuſual manner, the Turks appeared ſo far 
from being diſcourag'd at the Loſs of a Battle 
laſt Year, that they ſeemed reſolv'd to draw 
down to the Frontiers of Hungary the whole 
Y 4 Force 
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Force of the Ottoman Empire, ordering 7700p; 
to be levy'd in the remoteſt Provinces, and 
brought, as well by Sea as by Land, from e- 
very Part of their vaſt Dominions, to ſtrength. 
en their Army in Hungary; inſomuch that they 
told us, the Turkiſh Army would be no leſs 
than 500000 Men, and indeed they did bring 
into the Field the greateſt Body of Troops 
that was ever known they had in the Field 
together in Europe, ſince the Beſieging of Con ſtan- 
tinople by Mahomet the Great: Where the 
Error of their Conduct was, we are not able to 
judge on this ſide, for at firſt Appearance, they 
were not formidable only, but even frightful 
to all Europe. is | 

Indeed the main Miſtake the Turks made in 
their Preparations, ſeems to be, that they 
were late in the Field; for had that great Ar- 
my been earlier upon the Banks of the Danube, 
and had they Encamp'd under the Cannon of 
Belgrade, as they did in their Entrenchments, 
and lay with the Sauve or the Danube in their 
Front, Prince Eugene would not have been a- 
ble to have beſieged Belgrade, nor could he 
have attack'd the Tywrks in their Entrench- 
ments, as he did afterwards with an inferior 
Force. 

But, to go back to Prince Eugene and his 
Army, it was late enough indeed before they 
could be brought together; the Imperial Army 
being long reaching to the Rendezvous, ſo that 
it was the middle of June beforg they came to 
Action: About the 11th of June, the Prince 
began to March, having muſter'd and view'd 
the whole Army at Furack on the other ſide 
of the Danabe. . 
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The Turks at Belgrade, it ſeems, expected 
Prince  Exgene would have come on, the ſame 
Way as laſt Year, and have paſs'd the Sauve, 
in order to inveſt Belgrade, in which Caſe, 
they would have diſputed the Paſſage of the 
River with them, having raiſed ſeveral In- 
trenchments and Redoubts on the Bank of the 
Sauve for that purpoſe, and having deſtroyed 
and depopulated the Country all before 
them. | 

But Prince Eugene diſappointed them; and 
having every thing in a Readineſs for the Ex- 
ecution of his Project, and having brought 
ſome Ships by a Channel of the Danube behind 
an Iſland on the other ſide, ſo as to paſs by 
Belgrade, the Army being come to the River, 
on the 16th paſſed over 150co Men in Erghty 
Boats got together for that purpoſe. 

The Turks, who were amaz'd at the Attempt, 
had not preſence of Mind enough, to have ap- 
pear'd ready on the Shore, and immediately to 
attack thoſe Men, for at firſt there was not a- 
bove 8000 on Shore, which if the Turks, who 


were no leſs than 30000 Foot and 25coo. 


Horſe, had fallen reſolutely upon, would have 
had much difficulty to have defended them- 
ſelves ; but, on the contrary, the Seraskier of 
Belorade having, as ſome ſaid, a charge given 
him not to Fight, but to have regard ſingly to 
the Safety of the Place, abandoned the Shore, 
and gave the Germans leave to land their whole 
Army undiſturb'd ; then ſending away the Horſe, 
he put himſelf with the Infantry, which were 
no leſs than 30000, as above, moſt Janiſaries, 
into the Town, and ſo prepar'd for tie 


Siege. 
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The German Armyj being Landed, with all 
their Horſes and Baggage, the Town was im. 
mediately Inveſted on all ſides, a Body of 
Troops being order'd from Peterwargdin, Com- 
manded by General Hauben to compleat the 
Inveſtment on the other fide the Sauve. 
Having thus inveſted the Place, they fell to 
Fortifying their Camp, and drawing Lines of 
Circumvallation, to prevent being fallen 
on by the Turks from the Country ; which Lines, 
thoꝰ of a vaſt Extent, were made fo regular, ſo 
well ſtrengthen'd with Redoubts and Out- 
works, the Parapet ſo high, and Ditch ſo 
large, that, in ſhort, it requir'd a formal At. 
tack in manner of a Siege, to approach it. Be- 


ſides this, every Regiment had little Forts caſt 


up, to cover them from the Fire of the Town, 
and from the Sallies of the Garriſon, who, in- 
deed, gave them no relt. 

Having thus brought the Germans to the 
Siege, the Conduct and Particulars of which 
are ſo Famous, it is well worth while to give 
an Account of the whole Siege Journal, like, 
ſceing it was not of long Continuance, and had, 
in a ſhort time, ſo many eminent Actions at- 
tending it, ſo well worth being recorded, and 
more eſpecially for the ſake of the Event of the 
whole. Here follows, 


A Journal of the Imperial Army before Belgrade. 


On the 21ſt of June, we broke Ground and 
began our Lines of Circumvallation; 
Two Deſerters from the Fortreſs reported, 
that within Musket-Shot of its Walls, at 2 
Place call'd Faros, the Turks were hard at 


work upon a Line, in Form of a . 
While 


— 
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while others were as buſie in enlarging and ex- 
tending the Mines; which hath ſince been con- 
firm'd by two other Deſerters. On the 224, 
beſide proceeding on our Lines, as the Day be- 
fore, we made Preparations for laying a Bridge 
over the Danube, as near che Town as we 
durſt; which when the Enemy took to be fi- 
niſn'd, they ſent down three of their Mill- 
Barques, Which lay at Anchor under the Can- 
non of the Place; but our Saiques attack'd and 
maſter'd them, and carry'd them over to the 
other ſide of the River. The 234 and 2405 
were taken up in continuing the Work of our 
Lines; and in the Front of our Left Wing, 
we finiſh'd a Redoubt at the Foot of our de- 
fgn'd Bridge upon the Sauve, to the end our 
Men might quietly lay that Bridge, as ſoon as 
the Body under General Hauben arriv'd. In 
the Evening, the Redoubt at the Foot of our 
Bridge of Barques over the Danube was as good 
as finiſn'd; and we began to make Bridges alſo 
over the neighbouring Moraſſes, for a Security 
of a Communication with the 8 on the 
other ſide of the River. To this end, ſome 
Battalions, with four Companies of Grenadiers, 
and a few Horſe, were order'd to encamp on 
the farther Bank, to haſten that Work, and 
to cover the Bridge, We heard the ſame Day 
from the County of Teme/waer, that thirteen 
Turkiſh Veſſels were arrived at Semendria, 
where they were receiv'd with the Diſcharge of 
Artillery; and that they were to be follow'd 
by a greater Number. We yet could have no 
certainty touching the March or Strength 
of the Enemy's Army: Neither is it ſo much 
as known, whether they will advance this way 
| with 
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with their whole Force, or ſend out Detach- 


ments to make ſome Diverſion. 

Fuly 5. N. S. Our Lines are now ia ſuch a for- 
wardneſs, and this Camp. is ſo well fenced 
and fortified, that it reſembles, in ſome degree, 
a regular Fortreſs. The heavy Artillery, and 
Ammunition of the Train, being arrived here 
in ſeveral Barges, we are bufy unlading them; 


fo that we ſhall be ready to open the Trenches, 


and to batter the Place in a few Days. The 
Caſtle of Belgrade commands and defends all 


round about it, as well the Lower, and what \ 
s called the Raſcian Town, as the Iſlands and 


the Varos; lower down toward the Danube, 
oppoſite to our Head Quarter, the Beſieged 
have raiſed for their Defence, three Works, 


upon which they have planted forty or fifty 


Pieces of Cannon. They have likewiſe caſt 
up a Retrenchment, provided with a Ditch 
and Paliſades, and a Battery againſt our Front. 


By the beſt Information we can get, the Garri- 


ſon conſiſts of twenty Thouſand choſen Janiza- 
ries, ſome Thouſands of Spahi's and Tartars well 
mounted, beſide other Men and the Inhabi- 
tants. They are Commanded by a Seraskier 
and ſeveralAga's ; and have above three Hundred 
Pieces of Cannon, excluſive of thoſe on board 
their Ships, which are Seventy in Number, ei- 
ther Frigates, Galleys, Half-Galleys, or 
Saiques.. Our Troops under General Hauben, 
near Semlin, are poſted upon ſuch an Eminence, 
that they can fee very plainly the Works of 
the Town. 

Fuly 12. N. S. On the 9th, Prince Maximi- 
lian of Heſſe-Caſſel, at the Head of his Regi- 
ment, arrived in General Hauben's Camp near 

| | Se mlin, 
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omlin, where Men have begun a Line of Con- 
travallation with a Retrenchment, and alſo to 


open a Communication with us by means of 


Bridges over the Moraſſes. On the 10th, a 
Detachment was made, to attack the Enemy's 
Redoubt in the Iſland on the farther ſide of 
the Danube: But when all the proper Diſpoſi- 
tions were ready, and General Mercy, who 
had the Conduct of that Enterprize, was juſt 
got on Horſeback,he was ſeiz d with a Fit of an 
Apoplexy, and carried back to his Tent, having 
- loſt his Sight and Hearing; whereupon the 
Deſign was laid aſide. Prince Eugene of Savoy, 
and the other Generals and Perſons of Diſtin- 
ion, have been to viſit Count Mercy, who 
beginning to ſee again, tis hop'd he may reco- 
yer his good Health. We haye not yet open'd 
the Trenches, but think to do it in two or 
three Days. Our Lines of Circumvallation 
and Contravallation are entirely figiſh'd, and 
the ſtrongeſt that ever were ſeen, eſpecially 
thoſe of Circumvallation, which are Sixteen 
Foot wide, and eight Foot high, every where 
flank'd, and provided with Field-Pieces. We 
heard there are in thePlace,about thirty I houſand 
Regular Foot, three Thouſand Horſe, and fifteen 
Thouſand Inhabitants. Yeſterday a Party of 
our Huſſars beat one of the Juris three Leagues 
from the Camp, and brought in ſeven Priſo- 
ners, who ſay the main Army of the Ottomans 
is arrived near Niſſa, and that there are diffe- 
rent Bodies diſpers'd at Semendria, Orſova, and 
along the Danube; concerning whoſe Number, 


or that of the Army, we can learn no certain 
Account. | 
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July 19. N. S. On the-16+h inſtant, the 34. 
varian Foot, and the Horſe-Guards of the 
ſame Nation, arrived in the Camp near Sem 
lin, whither we detach'd from our Camp the 
four Regiments of Horſe of Darmſtar, Aartig- 
ni, Lobkowitz, and Prince Emanuel of Savoy, 
to reinforce that Body, the Command whereof 
was given to the Count de Martigni, General 
of Horſe : And it being judg'd proper to take 
Poſt on the other ſide of the Sauve, near the 
Mouth of that River, General Marcilli was 
order'd to attempt it, with three Battalions, 
ſix Companies of Grenadiers, twelve Hundred 
Workmen, and three Hundred Horſe to cover 
them: They advanced thither over Night, 
and work'd ſome Hours vpon a Redoubt, and 
in drawing a Line, before the Enemy per- 
ceiv'd them; but at laſt their Saiques came up, 
and the Turks made a continual Fire as well 
from thoſe Veſſels, as from the Town and Ci- 
tadel, tho” without doing us any conſidera- 
ble Damage, or much retarding our Works. 

The next Morning about Seven of Clock, 
the Enemy return'd to attack us with a good 
Number of their beſt Janizaries, favour'd by 
the Fire of their Ships and Citadel,and landing 
fell upon ourFoot,who not being yet ſufficiently 
entrench'd, were put into ſome Confuſion, and 
began to retire, when Baron Miglio, Lieute- 
nant Colonel of the Regiment of Darmſt at, 
who commanded the three Hundred Horſe, 
advanced very opportunely with two Hundred 
and fifry of them, and, maugre the Enemy's 
Fire, attack'd them with ſo much Bravery, that 
he forc'd them to retire in confuſion, leaving a 


good Number dead upon the Spot, beſide 8 4 
Wno; 
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who,” not being able to get back to their 
Saiques, were drown'd in the River. This 
happy Succeſs having given Heart to our Foot, 
they retook their former Poſt, and went on 
with the Work they had begun, ſupported by 
other Troops on Foot and on Horſeback. 
This Action was very warm, and coſt us the 
Lives of General Marcilli, Count Heiſter, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Viſconti, Serjeant-Major Baron 
Fiegher, with five Captains, and ſeveral Subal- 
terns; and we had about nine Hundred com- 
mon Soldiers kill'd beſides the wounded. The E- 
nemy's Loſs was much more conſiderable : Sub- 
Lieutenant Mardefeld, of the Regiment of Yir- 
mont, with nine Grenadiers, flew twenty Twsrk 
upon the Spot, and took their Colours, which hav- 
ing]been preſented to Prince Eugene of Savoy, were 
planted before his Tent. 7aly 19. Yeſterday the 
three Regiments of Bavaria came into our 
Camp, and were placed where the above men- 
tion'd Regiments of Horſe had been upon our 
Left Wing, The Works begun on the other 
ſide of the Sauve are carry'd on ſucceſsfully, be- 
fide which, we are raiſing a Redoubt againſt 
the Iſland in the Danube, which the Enemy 
have retrench'd; and we have drawn a Line 
ſixteen Hundred Paces long upon the Banks of 
that River, as well as along the Sauve, to ſecure 
a Communication betwixt our Redoubts, and 
to hinder the Approaches and Deſcents of the 
Infidels. One of our Parties, of eighty or nine- 
ty Huſſars, having met a Party of two Hundred 
Tartars and Hungarian Rebels, put them to the 
Rout, kill'd about twenty of them, and return- 
ed to the Camp with ſeveral Priſoners, who 
confirm the News of the Approach of the E- 
nemy's Army. | 

July 
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July 29. N. S. On the 23d, we began, by 
Day break, to batter the Lower Town with 
twenty ſix Pieces of Cannon, twenty four 
Pounders, and twenty Mortars, to ſo good 
Purpoſe, that two of the Enemy's Batteries 
were ruin'd, the Top of the Wall carried a- 
way, and their Cannon which flank'd us dif. 
mounted. We heard dreadful Howlings in the 
Place; and the Tzrks withdrew all the Troops 


from the Retrenchments, by reaſon of the Ha- 


vock our Bombs had made among them. The 
next Day, we continued to ply thoſe Batteries, 
which had their defired Effect; we began a 
Redoubr with two Wings, in the Ifland above 
our Bridge upon the Sauve, and alſo a Commu- 
nication between that Bridge and General Mar- 
tigns's Camp, that Succours might be convey'd 
with more Eaſe, in caſe of an Attack from 
the Enemy. On the 26th, we erected two new 
Batteries; one of four, and the other of two 
Guns, in our Attack on the farther ſide of the 
Sauve ; as well to diſmount five Cannon which 


the Turks had newly planted upon the Caſtle, 


as to batter the great Tower upon the Banks of 
the Danube. The ſame Day we began a Com- 
munication along that River, between Semlin 
and our Retrenchments. On the 27th, we re- 
ceiv'd Advice from the County of Temeſwaer, 
Which was coahrm'd by our Parties, to wit, 
that the Enemy were advanced toward Semen- 
dria, and the Janizaries as far as Crurſcha, in 
the Road to our Camp; and that a Body had 
paſs'd the Danube near Orſova, whether to 
march higher up on that ſide, or toward Mea- 
dia, was not certain. That Day was ſpent in 


finiſhing the Plattorms for our Batteries, in 
| plant- 
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planting the Cannon upon them, and in ſend- 
ing ſome Barques for Bridges from the Danube 
to the Sauve, to be made uſe of in caſe of need. 
The next Morning, ſome Hundreds of Turk 
Horſe came to view the Camp; whereupon, Am- 
munition was diſtributed to thewhole Army, 
and Orders given for all to be ready. The 29th in 
the Morning ſome more of the Enemy's Horſe 
pear'd before the Front of the Left Wing,and 
after Skirmiſhing with ſome Huſlars, retir'd : 
Alſo the Garriſon appear'd on Horſeback in 
great Numbers, but were ſoon oblig'd by our 
Cannon to withdraw. 

It had been now four Days ſince the 
Enemy appear'd before our Retrenchments, 
and have been continually Skirmiſhing with our 
Volunteers and Huſſars. On the zoth, they came, 
to the Number of two Thouſand Horſe, with di- 
vers Officers at their Head, to view our out- 
ward Trench, but retreated at every Cannon- 
ſhot. The 31th, their whole Army advanced 
within a quarter of a League of us, where they 
began immediately to Mark out a Camp; ſo that 
a Battle ſeems unavoidable. The Retrench- 
ments were well provided with every thing, and 
guarded by all the Artillery, to give the Iufi- 
dels a warm Reception, expecting, as the Tar- 
tar Priſoners reported, that they deſign'd to at- 
tack our Lines in three ſeveral Places, viz. on 
the ſide of the Sauve, upon the Height near the 
Danube, and on the ſide of this River. The ſame 
Day the Garriſon, to ſhew their Joy at the Ap- 
proach of their Army, made a Sally, but were 
ſoon driven into the Town again. 

Things being in this Scitvation, and the 
Twkiſh Army being in the Neighbour-

hood, Orders were diſpatch'd to General Mar 
rigni, to march with five Regiments of Horſ;, 
and eight Battalions of Foot, from the Camp 
at Semlin, and poſt himſelf near the Bridges 
upon the Save, to be at hand, if Occaſion ſhould 
require thoſe Troops. At the ſame time, 2 
new Battery was planted cn the farther Side of 
that River, above thoſe Bridges, and over-agaiuſt 
the Right Wing, to cover the Valley on its 
Left. On the iſt of Aug. ſome Thouſands of th 
Enemy's Horſe came to take a nearer View of the 
Camp, moſtly toward the Sauve. That Night, 
the Beſieged attempted once more to ſet Fire 
to the Bridge upon the Danube, by ſending 
down ſeven or eight Fireſhips, or Barques, ful 
of all ſorts of Combuſtibles : But the tus 
Men of War, the Saiques, and Troops upon 
the Bridge, play'd their Part fo well, that mol 
of thoſe Fireſhips were ſunk, and only three 
could reach the Bridge, which did it no man- 
ner of Damage. This Day the Enemy came to 
view us again, and took that Opportunity to 
mark out a Camp, whither they remov'd in 
the Evening, and fo poſted themſelves, 
facing our Retrenchments, that they are ex. 
tended from our Left Wing, thro? a Valle, 
quite to our Right. Deſerters from their Ar- 
my report, that the Y:zier hath the Sultan 
Command to undertake the Relief of the Place 
at all Events; and indeed, it were otherwiſe 
next to impoſſible for him to ſubſiſt long where 
he is, for want of Forrage. 

Aug. 2. For three or four Days, there was 10- 
thing to be ſeen but great Bodies of Ti- 
Horſe ranging along our Line, backwards and 
forwards, molt probably co obſerve our Sciti- 
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ation. And the 34, by ſix in the Morning, we 
aw upwards of twenty Thouſand Spahi's before 
our Retrenchments; but our Cannon ſoon ob- 
lig d them to retire in Confuſion. Our Voluns 
teers are continually skirmiſhing with the Turks 
and Tartars, to the Loſs of Men on both ſides ; 
for the Turks rewarding their Troops with a 
Ducat for every Chriſtian's Head they bring 
in, it hath been judg'd proper to follow the 
Example; and thus is there no Quarter given. 
About three in the Afternoon, appear'd a vaſt 
Number of red and green Tents, the Ottoman 
Army extending it ſelf from the Danube to leſs 
than Cannon-Shot of the Sauve. All their Tents 
look new and fine, particularly one very large 
red one, which we ſuppoſe to be the Y:izrer's. 
The Enemy cannot, by reaſon of the Multi- 
tude of narrow Paſſes, receive all their Artil- 
lery and Baggage very ſpeedily. Mean while, 
as they have begun to entrench, the Queſtion 
is, whether we ſhall give them Time to make 
an end, our firſt Line ſtanding ready to march; 
and if we advance bur a quarter of a League, 
we are upon them. Briefly, we have the Ene- 
my now both in our Front and Rear, and are 
thereby reduced to the Neceſſity of Fighting. 
The Turtiſp Army is encamp'd upon a riſing 
Ground, in the Form of an Amphitheater ; 
which, with the diverſity of its Tents, makes 
a moſt beautiful Proſpect in the Eyes of our 
Soldiers, who point out to each other the 
Tents they are for, in caſe they can win them. 
'Certainly we ſhall never part without a Bat- 
tle; God grant us gond Succeſs! We have a 
Report, the 4th, that a great many Turks had 
deſerted the Army, and are gone home; hav- 
Z 2 ing 
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ing uo Iaclination to ſtand the Fury of an En- 
gagement: Alſo, that the Beſieged are in 
Want already, our Bombs having deſtroy 
their Stock of Meal and Grain. | 

From the 3d inſtant, to the 6th in the 
Evening, the Enemy fir'd upon us without 
Intermiſſion, from a Hundred and thirty Pie. 
ces of Cannon planted in their Retrenchments, 
which they have brought within Musket-Shot 
of our Camp; whereby we have loſt about x 
Hundred Common Soldiers, and a Dozen Off- 
cers, General Regal, who in our laſt was writ- 
ten Dead, is ſo well of his Wound, that there 
is good Hope of his Cure, without the Ampo— 
tation of his Leg, That Evening, the 
Count 4 Eſtrades, Governour to the Prince 4. 
Dombes, loſt his right Foot by a Cannon-Ball, 
. which kill'd one of that Prince's Pages at the 
{fame Time. On our ſide, we do our Endes. 
vour not to die in the Enemy's Debt; having 
burnt them a Magazine of Gun-Powder, aid 
ſome Thonſands of Bombs and Grenades, 2 
we had before done one of the Beſieged's Pro- 
viſions. It having been obſerv'd, that molt of 
the Enemy's Bombs and Bullets fell near out 
Head Quarters, and Magazines of Gunpowder, 
_ (whence tis judg'd they were inform'd of that 
Spot by Deſerters) the Bavarian Princes, and 
ſeveral other Perſons of Diſtinction, are te. 
mov'd farther off; and we have alſo ſecured 
two Thouſand Barrels of Powder, and as many 
fll'd Bombs, in a Place of more Safety : But 
Prince Eugene will not remove his Tent, tho 
he hath ſoffer'd a little Earth to be caſt up 4. 
bout it. On Monday laſt, the Turks advanced 


cloſe upto our Line, as if they would attack 
us; 
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x; but retir'd again, without venturing on it. 
General Viard is march'd to Lugos, with two 
Regiments of Cuiraſſiers, to obſerve a Body of 
thirty or forty Thouſand Turks in the County 
of Temeſwaer. The Beſieged were for erecting 
1 new Battery laſt Night, without the Suburbs; 
hut Count Merci and the Prince of Bevern pre- 
yented them, by taking Poſt in the Palanka 
with ten Battalions, welve Companies of Gre- 
nadiers, a good Number of Carabineers and 
Cuiraſſiers, and four. or five Hundred Work- 
men, who open'd Trenches there, without 
the Loſs of a Man; and we ſhall be ready to 
Morrow to Fire upon the Fortreſs on that 
ide, from a Battery of thirty Mortars, and 
another of twenty four Cannon. Our Men 
have moreover poſted themſelves in the Wa- 
ter-Town, and taken four Pieces of Cannon. 
The Beſieged, according to the Report of De- 
ſerters, are ſo ſcanty of Proviſions, that Hor ſe- 
Fleſh yields a good Price among them. Prince 
Eugene ſeems deſirous that the Turks would at- 
tack him in his Retrenchments. 

On the 77h inſtant, the Enemy having 
continued to Cannonade and Bombard our 
Camp, and particularly the Head Quarters, it. 
was judg'd proper to remove the latter nearer 
to our Left. Wing, as had been propoſed 
when firſt we ſeiz'd this Ground. Ia the 
Night therefore we poſted our ſelves upon 
an Eminence fronting the midſt of our Contra- 
rallation, without the leaſt | Oppoſition on the 
part of the Beſieged, till Break of Day; when 
perceiving our Men already covered, they con- 
tented themſelves with firing ſome Cannon-ſhot 
from the Walls. The ſame Day, we erected a 
2 3 Re- 
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Redoubt there, provided with fix Pieces cf 
Cannon. General Heiſter finding himſelf much 
out of Order, was carrty'd to Raab, for the Re. 
covery of his Health. On the 7th, the Ebe- 
my remain'd in the ſame Scjtuation, exceptin 
that they extended and enlarged their Batte- 
ries fronting our Center. At Night, our 
Troops, Commanded by the Prince of Beveren, 
took Poſt in a great Moſque ſituate before the 
Eminence abovementioned, nearer to the 
Town, and began to entrench themſelves 
there. We receiv'd Advice, that our Garriſon 
of Meadia had been well uſed by the Tub, 
and conducted to Temeſwaer; and that the Bo- 
dy which took the ſaid Town, had paſs'd the 
Danube at Orſova, in order to rejoin the Yiwuer, 
This Day we continued to Cannonade each 0- 
ther from the Camp and Fortreſs; and late in 
the Evening,anAdjutant cf the Aga of the Jani. 
zaries was taken by our Grenadiers, without 
the Retrenchment of our Left Wing; by 
whom, and by Deſerters, we underſtand, that 
the Enemy had holden aCouncil of War,where- 
in it was reſolv'd to attack our Camp in a fev 
Days with all their Forces. Deſerters from 
the Town alſo report, that the Beſieged are in 
ſo much Want, that all their Hope is in 4 
ſpeedy Relief. | 
On the geh. The Enemy continued to en- 
trench themſelves both in Front and in Rear, 
having the Day before laid, in diflerent Places, 
new Platforms of Batteries within Musket- ſhot 
of us. Deſerters unanimouſly agree, that on 
the 7th in the Morning, the Enemy reſolv'd to 
attack our Camp; and the whole Imperial Ar- 


my was under Arms all that Pay and Night, 
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come of it; and they ha ve contented them- 
ſelves with making a terrible Fire from their 
Cannon and Mortars, which (thanks to our pa- 
rapets) hath not done us any conſiderable Da- 
mage. Mean while, our Approaches are car- 
yd on with Vigour againſt the Town, the 
Serashier whereot is enrag'd, that. the Yizier 
hath not yet attempted his Relief with fo for- 
midable an Army. Our Camp is ſo full of Ca- 
verns, that it may in ſome degree be liken'd 
to a Cony-Warren ; but tho' our Men are 
thereby render'd pretty ſecure, the Enemy's 
Batteries do nevertheleſs make ſad Work a- 
mong our Horſes, Tents, and Waggons. It is 
a fine Sight for the Soldiery, to behold the 
Fire of our Battcries againſt the Town and the 
Turkiſh Camp, and the Return the Iafidels are 
pleaſed to make us from both. As we have 
conſtantly maintain'd our Bridges of Communi- 
cation, we have hitherto wanted for nothing, 
whilſt all things are grown ſcarce in the Otto- 
wan Camp, thro' the great Conſumption made 
by their naweildy Numbers. 

Thus far the Journal of the Siege. 

We are now come to the glorious Finiſhing 
of this Work, which was the 15th Day of Au- 
guſt their Stile, that is the 44h of our Stile, and 
19 treſpaſſes four Days upon our next Year. 
However we cannot think our Work perfect, 
without giving the full Account of it as it was

; FTER the Enemy had carry'd on their 

Approaches, from their Left Wing up- 
on the Eminence, where the Regiment of Fe- 
gal was poſted, to the Right, toward the Re- 
giment of Foot of Herberſtein, and particularly 
ſo cloſe to the Regiments of Browne and Maxi- 
milian Staremberg, that it was plain they aQu- 
ally deſign'd to attack our Retrenchment with 
Vigour, (for which purpoſe they had alſo ta- 
ken Poſt upon the Riſing Ground towards the 
Sauve, open'd Trenches, and begun to Canno- 
nadeand Bombard our Camp with above 100 
Pieces of Cannon, and 20 Mortars) his moſt 
Serene Highneſs Prince Eugene of Savoy, re- 
ſolv'd not to give the Enemy Time to come 
into his Retrenchments, but (with God's Aſ- 
liſtance) to beat and drive them before him. 
Accordingly, his Highneſs ſummon'd all the 
General Officers on the 15th at Three in the 
Afternoon, to his Quarters, and deliver'd to 
them the following Diſpoſition ja Writing, 
DT.

Ifland calld Bohemians Iſle, and 1001in the Re- 
doubt near the River, who were to be ſupport- 
ed by 1300 Horſe, Commanded by a Lieute- 
nant-Colonel. All the other Regiments, both 


of Horſe and Foot, which were near Semlin, 


were already diſtributed in the Army. 

A Battalion of Felzeck, and another of 
Faber, were appointed to cover the Four. 
ne aux. 8 

The diſmounted Troopers and Dragoons 
were to Poſt themſelves reſpectively in the 
Lines of Circumvallation and Contravallation. 


The Train of Artillery was to be all in Rea- 


dineſs, and about Ten at Night to diſtribute 30 
Field-pleces, and ſome Falconets (ſomewhat 
ſmaller) to the two Wings: Moreover, 6 
Pieces of Cannon were to be placed in our 
Left Wing of Horſe, and 4 in the Right, to 
be made uſe of as Occaſion ſhould require. 
On each Wing of Foot, was ta be kept ready 
a ſufficient Number of Waggons, with Am- 
munition, Grenades, and Ioſtruments for re— 
moving Earth; and on each alſo, a General, 
with Superiour and Subaltern Officers, and the 
requiſite Gunners were to be at hand, againſt 
we ſhould maſter the Enemy's Cannon ; while 
Superiour and Subalcera Officers in Proportion 
tarry'd in the Retrenchment or Camp, who 
were to diſpoſe of themſelves there in the beſt 
Manger to ſerve the Artillery left behind. 

_ _ Purſuant to this Diſpoſition, deliver'd in 
Writing to all the Generals Commanding in 
Chief in the Two Lines, in the Body of Re- 
ſerve, and in the Retrenchment; the Horſe of 
the Right Wing march'd out at One of the 


Clock 
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Clock in the Morning between the Regiments 
of Harrach and Anſpach, as did that of the Left 
below the Bavarian Foot without the Re- 
trenchment. The Foot follow'd between 
Three and Four of the Clock, to wit, the 
Right Wing toward the Regiment of Maximi- 
lian Staremberg, and the Left _— the Open- 
ing betwixt the Regiments of Regal and 
Browne- - 

Though the Order was rightly given, for ta- 
king Poſt without Noiſe with the Right Wing 
near the Plain, and the Left toward the Height, 
where Regal's Regiment was; yet before 
the Horſe of the ſecond Line of the Right 
Wing were got clear out of the Retrenchment, 
they unexpectedly found themſelves, toward 
Four in the Morning, in the Trenches which 
the Enemy had made that very Night, over- 
againſt the Regiment of Herberſtein; where- 
upon the Fire began immediately. And in re- 
gard it was not yet broad Day- light, but a ve- 
ry thick Fog, it was impoſſible to hinder ſome 
ſmall Diſorders happening in the foremoſt Re- 
giments. Nevertheleſs, the Horſe of the 
Right Wing continued to advance in good Or- 
der, (notwithſtanding the terrible Fire of the 
Enemy, and the great Number of Men and 
Horſes kill'd and wounded there) and poſted 
themſelves in the Places appointed in the 
Plain, where they warmly attack'd the Enemy; 
and tho* they were repuls'd ſeveral Times by 
their great Numbers favour'd with a Fog, and 
driven back to their Retrenchment and the 
Plain, yet they recover'd themſelves ſo well, 
that at laſt, about Six in the Morning, when 
the Fog began to fall, the Enemy were oblig'd 

| to 
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to quit their firſt Retrenehment, and being 

purſued by our Horſe with an extraordinary 
Bravery, a great many Janizaries were cut in 
Pieces, while our Foot follow'd in good Or- 
der, and advanced towards the Enemy's Bat- 
teries with ſo much Reſolution, that the Rigbt 
Wiang had got Poſſeſſion ot moſt of them, and 
turn'd the Enemy's Cannon upon them by 
Eight of the Clock. 

The Fire began ſomewhat later on the Left 
Wing ; but it was afterward ſo much the more 
violent, becauſe all the Runaway Turks re- 
pair'd toward the Height upon which ſtood 
the Enemy's great Battery, whereby our Horſe 
and Dragoons were tcrribly gall'd; but with 
God's Aſſiſtance, both the Height and Batte- 
ries were in our Poſſeſſion toward Nine of the 
Clock ; aud the Enemy perceiving themſelves 
driven from thence, were ſoon after entirely 
put to the Rout. 

About Ten of the Clock, ſome Thouſands 
of Turks and Tartars adyanced with great Fury 
againſt three Regiments of Horſe poſted near 
the Plain, one of which they put into Diſorder; 
but they were vigorouſly repuls'd by the other 
two; and after our Grenadiers, commanded 
in the ſaid Plain, as well as our Artillery in the 
 Retrenchmenr, had made a great Fire upon 
them, and 2 more Regiments of Dragoons 
came from the Right Wing, with ſome Horſe 
from the Retrenchment ro their Relief, the 
Enemy made haſte away, betaking themſelves 
alſo to Flight, as the Janizaries and the great- 
eſt Part of their Army bad done before, with 
ſo mych Precipitation, that they abandog'd 
their Camp, Tents, Cannon, and Ammunition, 


of 
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of which Fe took Poſſeſſion with our Foot, 
without the Loſs of a Man upon that Oc- 
caſion. 

Tis certain, that ſince the Siege of Vienna, 
there never was ſeen ſo great a Number of 
Turks in the Field, eſpecially of Janizaries ; 
and it muſt be own'd, they defended them- 
ſelves very well for ſome time. There are 
very few Officers, that ever ſaw or experienc'd 
a hotter or better order'd Fire of the Turks ; 


and *tis plain from the Number of our Slain and 


Wounded, particularly among the Cavalry, 
that. they were not bad Markeſmen. But the 
Reſolution and good Harmony between our 
Hcrſe and Foot, who ſeconded each other ad- 
mirably well in this Battle, did at laſt force 
the Enemy to give way. 

We took from them above 150 Pieces of 
Cannon, and between 30 and 40 Mortars, ſome 
of which threw Bombs of 120/. weight; to- 
gether with abundance of Ammunition, and 
their whole Camp. *Tis worthy Admiration, 
that not one Soldier enter'd it for Plunder, 
without the Permiſſion of his moſt Serene High- 
neſs the Commander in Chief, nor till the whole 
Army was rally'd and put in Order. 

Several Thouſands of Janizaries were cut in 
Pieces; and in ſome Parts of the Retrench- 
ment we found them heap'd one upon another. 
The Huſſars and Raſcians ſent after them, did 
alſo maſſacre a very great Number. They want 
Words to expreſs the Diſorder and Contuſion 
in which the Enemy fled, killing one another 
in the narrow Ways, to get foremoſt. We 
made few Priſoners ; but ſome: Chriſtians found 
in Irons in the Enemy's Camp, and by us deli- 
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ver'd, report, that they had aſſuredly the 
Deſign to attack our Camp; and we found in 
theirs a great Number of Scaling- Ladders, 
Gabions, Grappling-Irons, and other Inſtru- 
ments proper tor attacking and ſcalad ing our 
Retrenchment. During the Fight, the Garri. 
ſon of Belgrade did not make the leaſt offer to 
Sally, being in ſuch a Conſternation upon the 
Defeat of their Army, that as ſoon as it was 
over, they abandon'd the Fort in the Iſland of 
the Danube, and on the 17th, at Four in the 
Afternoon, ſent two Officers from the Place, 
who ſubmitted entirely to the Prince's Clemen- 
cy; after which, on the 18:h, we poſted our 
ſelves inthe Outworks, and took Poſſeſſion of 
one of the Gates with 18 Companies of Grena- 
diers and fix Battalions. 

We have taken from the Enemy, ſeveral 
Horſe Tails, a great many Colours, and ſome 
Pairs of Kettle Drums. | 

In a Word, through the viſible Aſſiſtance 
of the Almighty, we have gain'd as great and 
ſignal a Victory, as hath been won in this Age; 
and the Raſcians, who are return'd to the 
Camp, ſay, the Peaſants of Boſnia and Servia 
fired upon the Runaways for the ſake of Plun- 
der, and that ſome of the Turks are fled as far 
as Viddin. 7 10 


P. S. On our ſide, Lieutenant General Hau- 
ben was kill'd; General Palſi, Prince Frederick 
of Mirteinberg, Generals Wallis and Dalberg, 
were wounded ; and the laft is fince dead of 


his Wounds, with feveral Colonels and other

o by Land, they demand alſo to be Eſcorted 
by a ſufficient Guard to Niſſa, and to have free 
Liberty to buy Proviſions upon the Road, ei- 
ther by Land or Water, and farther, to buy 
and ſell mutuilly, as at Temeſwar; and as they 
are likewiſe to carry their Goods by Land, they 
have an indiſpenſable Neceſſity of 1000 Wag-

VI. Tho* the Water-Carriage is more Commodi- 
ous, "tis agreed nevertheleſs, That a Part of the 
Garriſon ſhall go by Land, and ſhall haue Liberty 
to buy Proviſions by the Way, and elſewhere, and 
to ſell their Effects. It is utterly impaſſible to fur- 
nh 1000 Waggons, ſo we refer to Article IV. but 
however, 300 Waggons ſhall be allow'd the Gar- 
riſon· 


VII. All the Priſoners made before and du- 
ring the Siege, ſhall be reſtored; and in Ex- 
change It is deſired, that the ſame Conſidera- 
tion may be had with reſpect to the Priſoners 
of the Garriſon. 

VII. This ig anſwer'd by Article Ill. Nor is it 
known that there are here in the Army any Pri ſo- 
ners belonging to the Garriſon; ſor whom, however, 
Conſideration ſhall be had, as much as may be. | 


VIII. His moſt Serene Highneſs ſhall grant 
to the Garriſon by Land 8 Marches to Niſſa, 
while that by Water ſhall make all poſſible 
haſt to Fretiſlax 3 earneſtly deſiring that ſtrict 
Orders be given, that on their Way, both by 
Land and Water, no Damage or Wrong be 
done them by any Nation, of what Name, or 
under what old Pretence ſoever.

The ſubſequent Succeſſes to this great Acti- 
on muſt — off here with the Year, and are 
referr d to our next Volume. 

But while this glorious Succefs rejoices all 
| Europe, things did not go ſo well with the Te- 
| netiaus, who, in effect, had the worſt of it in 
Two Battles at Sea with the Tyrks. The firſt 
was near the Iſle of Tenedos in the Levant, or 
Archipelago, where the Venetian Admiral Flan- 
gini, faiYd with but part of their Fleet, and 
without waiting for the Auxilliary Squadrons 
of Portugal, Maltha, and of the Pope, &c. in 
hopes to have met with the Ottoman Fleet be- 
fore they were join'd alſo by the Squadrons of 
Barbary and Egypt : The Deſign was good, and 
in part anſwer'd, for Seignior Flangini, who 
Commanded the Venetian Fleet, met according 
to his Deſigu with the Turkiſh Fleet juſt after 
their coming out of the Dardanelles, but found 
them much ſtronger than he expected, and as 
ready to ſeek him out, as he was to be found; 
accordingly the Fleets engag'd, and fought 
with a great deal of Obſtinacy and Bravery on 
both ſides. In a Word, Seignior Flangini was 
Lill'd, and the Venetian Fleet ſuffer'd extremely 
| RY 2 in 
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in the Loſs of Men, and diſabling. their Ships 
But on the other Hand, the Turks alſo were 
very much ſhatter'd, and as the Yenet;ans ſay, 
E-.. gave over the Fight firſt; be that as it will, the 

Venetian, who were but 27 Men of War, and 
the Turi, 35, miſs'd of their Deſign, and failed 
homeward, as well to join their Auxiliaries, 
which with Seignior Piſani, the Captain Ge- 
neral or Chief Admiral, were ready to meet 
them, or to avoid being fallen upon again by 
the Turkiſh Fleet, who were ſoon reinforc'd to 
_ of 5o Men of War; this was on 
en; 16-2; 

The little Time between this Action, and 
that which follow'd, was ſpent in bringing to. 
gether their ſeveral Strengths on both ſides, in 
order to another Fight; the Turks, who were 
the readieſt, being join'd by 14 Ships from 
Barbary, 12 from Negropont, and 8 from Ca- 
dis, found themſelves in a Condition, as they 
thought, to fight the Venetians, though they 
ſent 12 Men of War into. Scio to refit, being 
the Ships which ſuffer'd moſt in the late Fight: 

80 taking the Men and Proviſions out of 

them to ſtrengthen and ſupply their other 
Ships, they follow'd the Venetian Fleet towards 
the Coaſt of the Morea, where they found 
them as ready to engage, as they, the Turks, 
could defire. 

The Twrkiſh Fleet conſiſted now of 53 large 
Sultana's or Men of War, carrying from 50 to 

=_ - 80 Guns, except that the Barbary Squadron 
| generally carry'd from 40 to 46 Guns; but as 
they were better Mann'd, and with better 
Men alſo than the reſt, they were counted as 
| fer yiceable as the beſt Ships in their Line; 1 
| 0 
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ſo they had eight Fregats and ſix Fireſhips : 
The Venetian Fleet, on the other hand, conſiſt- 
ed of 47 Men of War, and 26 Galleys. Note. 
The Turis had no Galleys at all; ſo that the 
Strength on either fide was not very unequal, 
had they equally done their Duty. The Turkifb 


Admiral, who, it ſeems, ſought out the Veneti- 


ans, is, as fame Reports, an Ergliſh Renegade, 
having been Boatſwain, and afterwards Mate 
of an Engliſh Merchant Ship fitted out at Leg- 
horn, and taken in the Levant by the Turks. It 
is not affirm'd that this is ſo, but by his Con- 
duct in theſe Fights, his daring Courage, and 
his forwardneſs to engage, it is not altogether 
unlikely. This Renegade, if he is ſuch, began 
the Fight with his own Ship, follow'd in 
excellent Order by 12 of the ſtouteſt Men of 
War in his Fleet; he attack'd Seignior Diedo,the 
extraordinary Captain, as the Yenetians call 
him, who led the Men of War, with an in- 
expreſſible Fury; but had the whole Fleet 
done their Duty equal to this Admiral, and 
to thoſe that ſeconded him, the Turks had had 
nothing to boaſt of; for here he was receiv'd 
with that firmneſs, and the whole ſtood fo re- 
ſolutely and firmly to it, eſpecially the Mal. 
theſe Squadron, and the Portugueſe Squadron 
alſo, in which were ſeven ſtout Men of War, 
that tho* the Fight continued in that Part 
moſt of the Day, yet the Turks could gain no- 
thing but Blows; the Turkiſh Admiral reſoly- 
ing however, not to give it over, renew'd the 
Fight ſeveral Times with the utmoſt Ob- 
ſtinacy. 

In the mean time, the Galleys, in which was Sei- 


gaior Piſani himſelf, being 26 in Number, being 


rang'd 
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rang'd on the Right, laying their Prog 
pointing to the Line of the Twrksſb Fleet, fir'd 
their large Cachee Pieces, which being very 
long Braſs Pieces of Cannon, carrying often. 
rimes a 3s Pound Ball, exceedingly gall'd the 
Turks at a Diſtance; but Ali-Beg, the Admi- 
ral of Tunis, who lay on the left Wing of the 
Turkiſh Fleet, with the three Squadrons of Bax. 
bary, viz. of Tunis, Tripoli, and Algier, giv. 
ing a Signal to the reſt to follow him, advanc'd 
out of the Turkih Line, and attack'd the Yene- 
tian Galleys with ſo much fury, that he drove 
them one upon another, and put them into 
the utmoſt Confuſion; finding his Advantage, 
he ſtill puſh'd them, firing his Broadſides up- 
on them while they were in that Condition, 
that at laſt, they plainly fled away with the 
help of their Oars, and got out of the Line; 
but he left them not ſo, but follow'd them 
with Deſign to puſh them upon the Shore of the 
Morea, where they muſt have periſh'd, or to 
ſurround them, and thereby have oblig'd them 
toyield ; but a little Breeze of Wind riſing 
from the Shore, deliver'd them from that Dan- 
ger, with the Help of which, and their Oars, 
they got clear of the Turks, but were entirely 
ſeparated from the Fleet, nor did they know 
any thing of one another any more till ſeveral 
Days after. 
In the mean Time, the Turks, finding that 
they could not maſter the Men of War, con- 
tented themſelves with having ſcatter'd and ſe- 
parated them, and the Venetians retiring, the 
Tarks did not purſue; and the Venetian Fleet 
Sail'd away by Cape Matapan, towards Zant, 
Which was the Place of Rendezvous, —

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was become of their Captain General and the 
Galleys, believing indeed they had been all loſt. 

But at length they came ſcattering in, hav- 
ing been Harras'd extremely, firſt between 


ly ſhatter'd, and in great Pain to know what 


the Iſle of Cerigo and Candia, whither the 


Turks afterwards purſued them, and after that 
by a'terrible Tempeſt, in which they were in 


the utmoſt Diſtreſs, having alſo been two Days 


without freſh Water. 

There was yet another Misfortune attended 
the Venetians, and this was the Miſunder- 
ſtandings between the Commanders, particu- 
hrly between the Venetian Admiral Diedo, and 
the Admiral of the Portugal Squadron, which 
was carry'd up to fuch a Heighth by Diedo, 
and afterwards encreaſed by Seignior Piſani, 
that the Portuguexe and Maltheſe Squadrons im- 


mediately parted from them, and would not 


ſo much as come to an Anchor with them, or 
take any leave of them ; but heartily vow'd, 
as is reported, that the King of Portugal 
ſhould never ſend any more Men of War into 
that Service. | 
Thus ended the Summer-Service at Sea, in 
which we do not find the Yenetians blam'd for 
being beaten, for that is the Fate of the War, 
and is common to the Brave, as well as to the 
Mean; but for making Boaſts all over Europe, 
of their having obtain'd the Victory, of which, 
however, we will ſay no more here than this, 
that it is to be hoped, if they had not the Vi- 
ftory now, they may have it another time. 
We have but one Action more that gives us 
any occaſion to be large upon, with reſpect to

This, though it broke out upon Europe at a 
ſarprize, and utterly unexpected, yet there is“ 
no doubt, has been long concerted between his 
Catholick Majeſty and the Princes of Italy, be- 
cauſe the Occaſions which are pretended as the 
Cauſes of War, are ſuch Actions of the Empe- 
ror, with the Princes of rah, as have been 
practiſed ſome time, viz. Demanding large 
Sums of them, and making ſeveral Encroach- 
ments upon them. boos. 

However it was, the King of Spain cover'd 
fo well his Preparations, as well as his Reſent- 
meat, that Europe took no Umbrage at all, no 
Suſpicions were entertained of any ſuch thing: 
It muſt likewiſe be confeſs'd, thoſe who beſt 
under ſtood the Intereſts of the Princes of Eu- 
rope, would have concluded the King of Spain 
ſhould have been the laſt Prince to engage in a 
new War, who had ſo narrowly eſcaped Ruine 
in the old one; and who, according to what 
we generally underſtand of Spain, is in the 
worſt Condition in the World to ſtand upon 
Ks own Legs ina War, having neither Money 
or Men: The Spaniſh Soldiers have not of late 
Years been in any Eſteem in the World; and 
the Revenues of Spain at home, having been ſo 
appropriated to the ſettled Superflnities of that 
cate Government, and to the Payment of in- 
pumerable Penſions and Appointments to the 
poor Nobility, that their Kings have never 
been able to lay up any Sums, or ſpare any 
thing for the Expences of a War, except what 
extraordinary Sums they could get from the In- 
dies, which, at beſt, are not equal to ſuch Un- 
dertakings. 


But 
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But Philip the Fifth, ſeems to underſtand 
things atherwiſe of himſelf; and whether he has 
ſetup a new Oeconomy in his Finances, and 
taken new Meaſures as to his Penſions or nor, 
which ſome ſay he has effectually done, we find 
he has expended immenſe Sums 1n Fortificati- 
ons, Building Men of War, amaſſing Stores, 
and filling his Magazines, and yet that there 
is no Complaint for want of Money,. no new 
Inventions for bringing great Sums into the 
King's Coffers, as'was formerly the Way. 
King Philip had been two Years, at leaſt, pre- 
"paring for this Undertaking, during which 
Time he has, one while under Pretence of Re- 
ſtoring his Naval Affairs, another while under 
pretence of ſending a ſtrong Squadron to aſſiſt 
- the Venetians againſt the Turks, another while 
under pretence of ſending a Squadron \to the 
South Seas, to prevent the French carrying on 
the Trade there, and again, of ſending Ships 
to ſuppreſs the Pyrates in the Gulph of Florida; 
I ſay, under all theſe Pretences, he has built a 
great many Ships of War, ſome ſay, above 
Fifty Sail, and has unſuſpected brought toge- 
ther great Magazines of Warlike Proviſions to 
the Sea Coaſt of Vulencia, Andaluſia, and Cata- 
lonia, the Provinces from whence he ſhould 
have occaſion to Ship them upon his deſign'd 
Expedition; and as theſe Things were wholly 
believ'd to be no more than the neceſſary Pre- 
parations for the intended promiſed Squadron 
to be ſent to the Aid of the Fenetians, it 
muſt be acknowledg'd, the World was wholly 
amuſed and diverted from entertaining ſo much 
as a Suſpicion of any other thing, till on a ſud- 
den, they were ſurpriſed with an — 
that 
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that Tranſport Ships were brought together, 
Troops March'd to the Sea-Coaſt of Valencia, 
and in a Word, that the King of Sain was 
Embarking an Army, a Train of Artillery, and 
a prodigious Quantity of all ſorts of Warlike 
Stores and Proviſions. ery | 
This, when it was conſider'd well of, and 
compar'd with the Preparations both hy Sea 
and Land made” by the King of Sicily, who, 
for all that Year paſt, bad carried on Prepara- 
tions as if he had been actually in a State of 
War, or had ſome very great Enterpriſe in 
View; I ſay, when compar'd with this, it left 
Europe no room to queſtion but that the Two 
Kings were in the ſame Deſign, whatever it 
Was. | | 

While we were in theſe Amuſements, the 
King of Spain's Fleet with a ſurpriſing 
Secreſie and Expedition, Said from Barcelo- 
na, conſiſting of Fightee» Men of War, Twelve 
Gallies, and ſome Galliots, with Three Bomb 

. Veſſels, and near Two Hundred Tranſports, 
and after ſome Amuſements, enter'd the Road 
or Bay of Cagliari in Sardinia, where they 
Landed their Troops, which were not at, firſt 
above oo Men, ſeiz d upon the whole Iſland, 
and Beſieg'd the Town of Cagliari, the Capital 
of that Iſland; after this they Publiſh'd by their 
Agents at Forejgn Courts, the following Memo- 
rial or Letter, as a kind of Manifeſto or De- 
claration, of the Reaſon of theſe Proceed-

© The King's deſire of maintaining the Publick

long and expenſive War, and another which

Enemies ; but, on the contrary, ſuch Decl#

in Mind of the Obligation he is under to re- 
© venge theſe Affronts, which are of ſuch a Na- 
© ture, that they cannot be paſſed by without 
© leſſening the King's Authority in the Minds 
© of his Subjects, who would look upon him as 
unable to defend and maintain them. 

© In fine, this Inſult offered to the King in the 
© Perſon of his Great Inquiſitor, has convinc'd 
© his Majeſty, that the Miniſtry at Vienna have 
© always ſought after Opportunities to humble 
* and mortifie a Nation ſo tender of the Point 
of Honour, and offended in this Publick At- 
© front offer'd to the Perſon of their King. 

© Theſe Conſiderations have prevailed with 
* the King's Juſtice to employ, in a lawful 
Revenge, the Forces which were deſign'd a- 
* eainſt the Enemies of the Arch- duke. 

© Your Excellency knows how much his Ma- 
© jeſty has at Heart the Promoting of the Glo- 
* ry of the Church, and conſequently you are 
to repreſent, how ſtrong have been the Mo- 
* tives which prevail'd with him to ſuſpend the 
* Efforts his Piety inſpir'd him with, to con- 

tribute thereunto. I am deeply concern'd 

my ſelf, to ſee the Saccours deſired by the 
* Pope deferr'd for ſome time, and it is a great 
* Matter of Grief to me, chat the King could 
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© not forbear to ſhew his Reſqntment. I could 
© wiſh that the Miaiſters of ſo great a Price as 
the Arch-duke, had formed Projects worthy 
© of their Maſter, rather than to have drawn 
upon themſelves the Blame and Reproaches 
© of all Europe, by a continual Series of open la- 
fractions of the moſt Solema Treaties. 


The King of Great-Britain, the Regent of 
France, the States General, and indeed all the 
Princes and Powers of the old Confederacy, 
beſtirr'd themſelves to avert this Blow: The 
Pope, whether really mov'd or terrify'd into 
it by the Menaces of the Emperor's Miniſters, 
wrote the King of Spain a very paſſonate and 
expoſtulatory Letter; the Regent of France 
ſpoke in very warm Terms, and ſeemed to 
threaten him, and, as we are told, did order 
Troops to march towards the Spaniſh Fron- 
tiers. 

The Sum of all is this, that the King of 
Spain declares, by his Miniſters at London, at 
Paris, and to the States General, that notwith- 
ſtanding the Reaſons he has for this Attempt, 
yet to ſhew his Regard for theſe Powers, he 
will, upon certain Conditions, put a ſtop to 
his Arms and to his Preparations, with the 
Conqueſt of Sardinia, and leave the Matters 
in difpute to their Mediation. This is more 
fully expreſſed in that Memorial of the 
Marquis Bererri Landi, the Spaniſh Miniſter 
at the Hague, given in to the States Ge- 
zeral by his Maſter's Order, as follows: 
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The Memorial preſented to the States-General by the Mar. 
quis Beretti Landi, Ambaſſador of the King of Spain. 


OUR High Mightineſſes having done the Ho. 
i Y nour to the Marquis Beretti Landi, Ambaſſador 
© of Spain, to tell him yeſterday in a Conference, that 
they defired in Writing the Reaſons alledged by the 
« ſaid Ambaſſador, to ſhew the juſt Morives the King his 
© Maſter had, to ſend a Fleet with Land Forces to poſ- 
t ſeſs Sardinia, he will endeavour in this Memorial to 
« ſet forth at leaſt thoſe that are the moſt Eſſential, and 
above all, to declare therein the generous Intentions 
© of his Majeſty for the Publick Tranquillity, and his 
© entire Confidence in Meſfeurs the States-General. 

© The Letter of the Marquis Grimalao, in form of a Ma- 
e nifeſto, which the Ambaſſador left in the Hands of 
your High Mightineſſes, muſt have given you great 
6 Light into this Affair; but your High Mightineſſes 
« will give me leave to acquaint you with another Par- 
« ticular, which is remarkable enough, wiz. That when 
© his Holipeſs, in order to remove all the Doubts of the 
Arch- duke in relation to the War with the Turks, ob- 
* tained the Conſent of the King my Maſter, that no- 
thing ſhould be attempted on his Part in 1:aly againſt 
the Neutrality, the Pope deſired of the Arch-duke a 

Promiſe that he ſhould not make the leaſt Endeavours, 
* by his Emiſſaries and the Rebellious Spaniards who 
* are at Nenna, to occaſion any Troubles in Spain, but 
the ſaid Prince did not return the leaſt Anſwer to 
* his Holineſs on that Article, and inſtead of imitating 
the King of Spain, who ſent a Squadron to the Lewanr, 
© he has done, on the contrary, all that lay in his Pow- 
er to excite Mutinies and Seditions; but let the Arch- 
duke uſe his Endeavours as long as he pleaſes, it may 
be that in a vaſt Monarchy he will find ſome corrupt. 
* ed Perſons, but he ought to be convinced, that his In- 
_ * trigues will prove ineffeQual with a Nation full of 
Honour and Fidelity. It appears, however, evident. 
* ly, that when his Catholick Majeſty engag'd to main- 
tain on his Part the Neutrality of 7taly, notwithſtand- 
ing ſo many Infractions and Injuries, the Arch-duke 
thought himſelf at liberty to ſow Diviſions in Spain as 
much as poſſible. That Neutrality appears already to 
all the World as a Treaty violated and ſlighted, con- 
trary to the Regard and Reſped due to the Potentates 
who have been pleaſed to ſtand Guarantees thereof. 5 
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© I have the Honour to tell your High Mightineſſes, 
that without forgetting Monſieur Molinex, Great Inqui. 
ſitor of Spaix, who is mentioned at large in the Letter 

of the Marquis Grimaldo, that Prelate might have, b 
virtue of the Neutrality alone, paſs'd through the 
Milaneze without any Paſs, and yer he had one of his 
© Holineſs, grounded on the Aſſurances given to the 
Holy Father by Cardinal Schrottenbach. Your High- 
© Mightineſles are deſired to confider the Demands of ex. 
ceſſive Contributions made by the Court of Venus 
from the Princes of 7taly, contrary to what has been 
ſtipulated in the Treaty of Nevtrality. I deſire they 
weill be pleaſed to examine the late Declaration pub. 
© liſhed at Vena in form of an Edict againſt the Peace- 
© able Dominion of the Republick of Yenice. over the 
©" Adriatick Sea, This is a very ſurpriſing Caſe : The 
Republick of nice is engag'd, as well as the Arch- 
© duke, in a War againſt the Turks, The Archduke and 
© the Republick found themſelves in a common Intereſt 
and Peril, and the Arch-duke takes this very Opportn- 
nity to publiſh that inſulting Declaration againſt V. 
wice, which is to ſtab her in a manner to the Heart, as 
Will ſufficiently appear to ſuch as will read the Hiſto- 
ry of that Republick. I take the liberty, by the by, 
"moſt humbly to apply my felf to your High Mighti- 
neſſes, and tell them on this Oscaſion, that this Step 
alone, attended with ſuch aggravating Circumſtances, 
is a ſufficient Leſſon ro thoſe who ſhall be defired by

* The King of Spain, according to what he has been 
* pleaſed to inform me, has cauſed all the neceſſary Re- 
* preſentations to be made to the King of Great-Br7t ain. 
His Majeſty promiſes himſelf, that his Br:tannick Ma- 
jeſty, beſides his Attention to the Publick Tranquilli- 
ty, will remember the Advantages England has ob- 
tained in the Two Treaties concluded at Me#rid after 
the Peace of U:rcht, and ſeveral other material De- 
monſtrations the King of Spain has given him of his 
Sincerity. Therefore his Britannick Majeſty knows at

An Account of the Inſtalling of Prince Frederick. 


The private Inveſtiture of their Royal Highneſſes, Frede- 
rick Lewis, Prince of Brunſwick and Lunenburg, and Erneſt Au- 
guſtus, Duke of York and Albany, Biſhop of Oſnaburg, Prince 
of Brunſwick and Lunenburg, &c. was performed in the fol- 
lowing Manner: | 


About Six a Clock in the Evening, the 13 Day of December 
our Stile, but being their Chriſtmas Eve, the two Princes, and 
Norroy King of Arms (who was appointed by His Majeſty's ſpe- 
cial Commiſſion for this Purpoſe) attending in the Anti-cham- 
ber of His Majeſty's Apartment in the Caſtle, His Majeſty being 
in his Cloſet, was pleaſed to ſend for the King of Arms, by whom 
being informed that the Princes were come, andevery Thin 
ready for the Ceremony, His Majeſty went into the Rood 
commonly called the Room of Audience, in which were 
placed a Table to lay the Cuſhion and Garters upon, and a 
Tabouret on which the Princes were to ſet up their Legs 
for the King's more eaſy putting on the Garters: Where 
His Majeſty ſtanding under His State, took the Earl of Sun- 
derland's Sword drawn in his Hand: The King cf Arms, on 
his Knee, received his Majeſty's Commands to introduce his 
Royal Highneſs Prince Frederick to receive the Honour of 
Knighthood, who being conducted from the Antichamber to 
the King, by the ſaid King of Arms, his Royal Highneſs 
making three Obeiſances, kneeled down before the King, 
who thereupon was pleaſed to confer the Honour of Knight- 
hood on him : Which being done, his Royal Highneſs roſe 
up, and making the like Obeiſances, was reconducted, by the 
King of Arms, into the Anti-chamber. Then the King of 
Arms received His Majeſty's Commands to conduct his Roy- 
al Highneſs the Duke of 797k, to be Knighted, which His 
Majeſty was pleaſed to perform in like Manner; and he was 
accordingly re- conducted into the Anti- chamber. Whereup. 
on His Majeſty again commanded the ſaid King of Armsto in- 
troduce his Roval Highneſs, Prince Frederick, who was con- 
duSed to His Majeſty with the like Obeiſances as before; 
the King of Arms carrying before him, on a Crimfon Vel- 

Ver 
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vet Cuſhion, the Diamond Buckle, Garter and George, which 
he depoſited on the Table; and after having ſeverally pre- 
ſented them, on his Knee, to His Majeſty, His Majeſty wag 
himſelf pleaſed ro buckle the Garter round the Prince's left 
Leg, and put the George over his left Shoulder and under 
his right Arm, (Norrey, King of Arms, in the mean time, 
reading the proper Admonitions) the Prince kneeling before 
His Majeſty, whilſt he put on the George ; and after return- 
ing bim Thanks, in a ſhort Compliment, he roſe up and 
placed himſelf on His Majeſty's right Hand, as his Stall is 
in the Royal Chappel of Windſor. After which, the King of 
Arms received His Majeſty's Commands to introduce his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of vort, to be inveſted with the 
Garter and George, which was done in the ſame manner. His 
Royal Highneſs alſo, on his Knee, gave his Majeſty Thanks, 
in a ſhort Compliment, for the great Honour done him, and 
ring up, placed himſelf on the left Side of His Majeſty, at 
ſome diſtance from him, as his Stall is placed in the ſaid Chap-

"An Abſtraft of Count Gyllenborg's Letters, &c. 


The firſt Letter is from Baron Sparr, the Swediſh Miniſter in 
France, to Count Gyllenborg, dated, Paris, September 25. 
1916. in which the Baron acquaints the Count, That three Days 
before he was inform'd, that he had entred upcn Buſineſs 
with ſome of the moſt topping Lords of the Pretender's Par- 
ty; That they took it for granted, that he was authoriz'd to 
o it by the King of Sweden; and in a word, that he was in- 
lin d to believe, that his Swediſh Majeſty would eſpouſe the 
Intereſts of that Prince. In the firſt Place, adds the Baron, 
I will tell you, that I ſhall be charm'd with it; and then, 


That it is not from a Motive of Curioſity, that I ask you 
3 'Y whether 
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whether what I have heard be true; but that I may co-ope- 
rate with you, though indirectly, till Thave Powers like yours, 
without which, you know, we axe obliged to proceed very cau- 
tiouſly. Do me the Friendſhip to let me know what there 
is in this Matter, as ſoon as poſſible. I flatter my ſelf you 
will find your Account in it. q 


The next is @ Letter from Count Gyllenborg to Baron Gortz, 
dated, London Sept. 29. O. S. Oftob. 9. N. S. 1716. which 
being very material, ſhall be inſerted at length. In Anſwer to 
your Excellency's Letter (ſays the Count) of the 224 paſt, I 
now do my felf the Honour to acquaint you, that every Bo- 
dy here is of Opinion, either that France is extreamly weak, 
or that the Regent aims at the Throne, and is deſirous to pur- 
chaſe it of King George at any Rate; for otherwiſe it is thought 
impoſſible thatFrance could condeſcend to make ſo ignomini- 
ous a Sacrifice as ſhe does of a * Work which 

coſt her ſo much, and for which the late Marayle. 
King would have undergone aTenYearsWar. 

People go ſo far here as to lay Wagers, that the Young King 
of France will be diſpatched before a certain Time, to make 
Way for his Uncle ; but if the Report which is current 
at preſent, proves true, that this laſt Prince is fallen ill of 
the Small-Pox, it is very poſſible that Providence may con- 
found his vaſt Projects, which, among other Things, tend to 
ſet up the Court of Hanover to ſerve France in our Stead, as a 
Balance againſt the Power of the Emperor ; and it was with 
this View that France already offered, laſt Spring, to conſent 
to guaranty to the Hanoverians the Poſſeſſion of the Dutch 
of Bremen, If the Emperor conſiders well the Time at whi 
France takes theſe Steps, and England is ſo forward to anſwer 
them, he will find that his laſt Advantage over the Turks has 
begot a Jealouſy in thoſe two Powers, and has made them 
bethink themſelves, in good Time, of ſecuring one another 
mutually againſt his Power, I know not with what De- 
ſign it is done, but the Miniſtry at preſent give out, that 
the Peace of the North is actually in Agitation, and that it 
will be concluded to the Satisfaction of the King of Sweden. 
My Friends would perſwade me, that this is done in order 
ro quiet alittle the Minds of thoſe whoſe Eyes my Paper has 
opened. Be that as it will, I can aſſure your Excellency, 
that never any Paper met with a more general Approbation; 
and if I might venture to give my Opinion, I ſhould think 
it would not be improper to cauſe it to be printed in French, 
in Dutch, and even in Engliſh, at the Hague.

Ten Thouſand Men tran- 
ſported hither from Sweden would do the Buſineſs, and ] be- 
lieve we ſhall not be at a Joſs for Money. I ſend you in- 
clos d the Tranflation of the Paper which has been publiſh'd 
here. | 


Baron Gortz in his Anſwer (dated Hague, October 5-16, 
276 ) is of Opinion, That hitherto they need not be much di- 
Ffrarb'd about the Treaty between France and Great-Britain - 
Adds, That the Count e printed Piece deſerves the Approba- 
tion it meets with; that he has ſent ir to the King, and will 
take care to ger Tranſlations of it, into other Languages, 
rinted : Deſires to know the Expence cf Printing the other 
Pieces of the Count's compoſing ; cautions him, not to make 
any mention in his Letters ro the King, or to his Correſpon- 
dents in Sweden, of what has been infinuated to him about 
the PRETENDER. Bur that in the mean Time he will run 
no Riſque in acquainting him with all the Particulars on 
that Head; and, That above all, it will be neceſſary to make 
him clearly underſtand, how Ten Thouſand Men might do 
"the Buſineſs ; that is to ſay, what Scheme has been con-

To this Letter Count Gyllenborg ſubjoyns the following re- 
markable POSTSCRIPT: There is no Medium, either Bremen 
or the Hanoverians muſt be ſacrificed. The latter is not ſo 
difficult, conſidering the general Diſcontent : Ten Thouſand 
Men would be ſufficient : The Malecontents require but a 
Body of Regular Troops, to which they may join them- 
ſelves : That Body being tranſported in the Month of March, 
when the Eaſterly Winds reiga, and when ir will not, in the 
leaſt, be dreamt on, will cauſe a general Revolt. We muſt 
alſo have Arms for between Fifteen and Twenty Thouſand 
Men, and as many Accoutrements *s can be got, for as to 
Horſes, we ſhall have them here. Your Excellency may ea- 
ily judge of what Advantage this will be to the King, and, 
in my humble Opinion, we have no other Courſe to take, 
unleſs we are willing to give up every thing My Friends 
are not in Town, bur I ſhall ſpeak with them ſome Day 
the next Week, and then your Excellency may expect their 
Scheme. In the mean time, I ſhould be of Opinion, that if 
every thing could be done without making uſe of a great

In the 
mean time, I beg you would remember what I had the Ho- 
nour to write to you laſt Summer, concerning one .

The next Letter is from Count Gyllenborg to Baron Gort?, 
dated London, November 4. 1716. 8 In Anſwer 
to What your Excellency hath done me the Honour to write 
to me in the Poſticript to your Letter of the 16-275 paſt, 
I grant there would be no harm in hearing the Infinuations 
of this Court, it they were made not only without my pro- 
miſing to make Report of them to His Majeſty, but allo 
my giving themHopes of his Majeſty's being reſolved to be 
reconciled to the Hanover/ans, and to ſacri ſice Bremen to them 
for ſome Equivalent on the Part of the Czar, But as wich. 
our that, they will make no Overtures, for fear we thould 

| make 
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make uſe of them to increaſe ſtill more the Diſtruſt which 
is between the Northern Allies, and ſo make an Advantage 
of them, it is not in my Power to get any Thing particular 
out of them, nor am I able to ſay of what Service to us their 
Aſſiſtance againſt the Czar would be; but if I were to gueſs 
by their Diſcourſe who have been talking with me about it, 
as from themſelves, though I eaſily perceiv'd it was by Or- 
der of the Miniſters, I ſhould believe, that if the Prelimi- 
nary concerning Bremen was ſettled, the Englih Miniſters 
would be very well pleaſed to retreive the falſe Step they 
have made, by talking loudly of the Defenſive Treaty be- 
tween us, and by perſwading the Nation to give us the Suc- 
cours therein ſtipulated, either in Money or Ships. I ſhould 
fancy alſo, that we might come to an Agreement in relation 
to what they ought to help us to take from the Czar, by 
way of repriſal for our Loſſes in Germany. On the other 
Hand, and if we don't ſubmit to them, your Excellency may 
be aſſured, that as well to juſtify their paſt Actions as to 
force us to a Compliance, they will prevail upon the er- 
cenary Parliament, which they have at preſent, to take vigo- 
rous Reſolutions, and even to declare War againſt us. This 
is what we muſt expect. The Engliſb Miniſters don't mince 
the Matter: And they have already made it appcar, that 
they will ſtick at nothing. They are all furious Perſons. 
Sunderland, who is, as it were, at the Head of Affairs, and 
who has got all the Intereſt he has with the King of gland, 
by having conſented to what has been done againſt us, (be- 
ing beſides our Enemy) is at preſent at Haxover, to take his 
Inſtructions from the German,; and your Excellency may 
gueſs he will execute them with all imaginable Impudence. 
Your Excellency will therefore find, we ought to make uſe 
of this Opportunity to enter into Meaſures againſt People, 
who certainly won't do Things by halves. We muſt either 
rvine them, or be undone our ſelves, that is, if it be in their 
Power to bring it to paſs. 

Poſtſcript. My Friends are now in Town. An Expreſs 
which came to them Yeſterday from the Pretender, will put 
them in a yet better Condition for forming a Plan. Io 
Day they are going about it. There are only five or ſix of 
the moſt conſiderable Perſons conſulted. They would know, 
in Caſe we agree, whether the Money muſt be paid here or 
elſewhere, or if it muſt be ſent over to Sweden; they have 
allo asked me, if we had any Occaſion for Sea-Oilicers, 
for then they could furniſh us with good ones. 

In another Letter (dated London, November 13. 1716)

rhe Baron's laſt Poſtſcript: | he Sum thereof, ſays the Count, 
is what I have already hinted, that we muſt determine one 
Way or other, and that very ſpeedily. We have not, in my 
humble Opinion, any Time to lofe in Conſultations, If we 
do not take Advantage of their preſent Animoſity, it will 
cool; for the Court, that is to 7 * Princes Party, does 
all that is poſſible to gain them. ith the moſt conſidera- 
ble, it would perhaps be neceſſary to deal over board. 
They run the Hazard of their Lives and Fortunes in declar- 
ing themſelves, ſo that they will not ſpeak but upon good 
Grounds. And as to the People of the fecond Rank, be. 
ſides that it would perhaps be dangerous fo much as to 
hearken to their Propoſals ; theſe Propoſals of theirs are 
of ſo little Conſequence, and fo confufed, that one ſhould not 
he able from them to form any Idea of the Aﬀair. I ſhall 
likewiſe be of Opinion, that till I receive freſh Orders from 
your Excellency, the ſafeſt way will be to avoid all Con- 
verſations of that kind. 

The next Letter is from Mr. Guſtavus Gyllenborg to the Count 
his Brother, dated Hague, November 17. 1716. the Subſtaue 
of which is as follows : On Tueſday laſt arrived here a Letter 
from Baron Sparr, importing, That he had hopes of ſuc- 
ceeding in his Solicitation to have Mr. Lench ſent to the 
King. In his Letter was inclos'd one from the Duke of 0r- 
mond to Baron Gortz, in which the Duke ſays, That the King 
his Maſter had ordered him to let him {Gorrz) know, that he 
expects ſhortly a ſupply of Money; that he will then re- 
mir Sixty T houſand Pounds Sterling to his Swediſh Majeſty, 
leaving the Diſpoſal of it entirely to him ; and that he begs 
him to look upon this as only a Token or earneſt of his 
Good-Will to his Swedt/b Majeſty. The Bearer of the Let- 
ter added, That the Remitrances might be made as ſhould 
be directed, either roy ——— —, or to Mr. Sparr 
has ſince told the ſaid Bearer, in Confidence of the Men of 
War that we have bought in France, which will be ready and 
delivered; and that we are ſolliciting the Court of France to 
lend a Perſon to the Czar, to make Advantage of the Paci. 
fick Diſpoſition he is row in. Burt as this Sollicitation 
meets with many Obſtacles, and that, beſides, France does 
not appear over-forward to do any Thing for us, unleſs it 
be in concert with England: M. Sparr told. him further, 
That my Lord Mar has a4 Couſin-German, named Erkin:, 
with the Czar, who is Phyſician and Privy-Counſellor to 


that Prince; which Favourite has writ Letters to my Lord 


Mar, giving a very particular Account of the Czar, viz. * 
the 
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the Czar will not attempt any Thing more againſt the King 
of Sweden; that he has fallen out with his Allies; that he 
can never be Friends with King George; that he hates him 
mortally ; that he is ſenſible of the juſt Cauſe of the Pre- 
tender; that he wiſhes for nothing more than a ConjunQure, 
in which he may be able to reſtore him to his Dominions ; 
that the Czar having the Advantage wholly on his Side, 
cannot make the firſt Step; but if the King would make 
the leaſt Advance, there would be yery ſoon anAccommodati- 
on between them. The Pretender having ſent to deſire Baron 
$pary to procure him Leave to retire to Srockholn;, M. Sparr 
has returned Anſwer, That as this would be the ſame Thing 
zs declaring War by ſound of Trumpet, ſo ir would abſolute- 
ly ſpoil the Buſineſs in Hand. This, my deareſt Brother, 
js the Subſtance of what I judged deſerv'd your Attention. 
n this Letter Mr. Guſtavus Gyllenborg encloſed the Copy of a- 
n'her Letter from Baron Gortz te Baron Sparr, dated November 
12, 1716, asfollows: I ſtill look upon the ſending of Mr. 
Lech as very uncertain, becauſe I am perſwaded, that France 
will not take any Step that may give the leaſt Suſpicion, or 
by which they may diſguſt Enz/and, before they have finiſh« 
ed the Treaty of Alliance now depending. Yet, methinks, 


they might venture to intimate to the Court of England, that 


they have a Mind to ſend a Perſon to the King, to ſound 
his Majeſty's Intentions more thoroughly touching a Recon- 
ciliation, in order to qualify themſelves the better to do 
good Offices. As to the Affair of England, and the Duke of 
Ormond's Letter to me, of which you have ſeat me a Copy, 
cannot forbear telling you frankly, Sir, that if my Scheme 
upon it be not approved and comply'd with, I cannot enter 
at all into that Affair. 'Tis upon the Foundation of my 
Scheme that I have actually opened the Matter to the 
King, and it would be directly to ſpoil all to make me de- 
part from it. Any reaſonable Man will eaſily comprehend 
the Impoſſibility in this Caſe, of ſettling a Treaty in Porm, 
Doubtleſs, it would be running too great a Hazard on both 
vides, to depend upon its 2 ſccret; the beſt way 
15, to prepare on each Side the Materials neceſſary for the 
Work before us. When all is ready for Execution, 'twill 
then be time enough to make Treaties, if it be judged requi- 
lite. I do not even know whether it would be right to do 
What is deſired, under the Name of lending Aſſiſtance ; and 
Tam very much inclin'd to think, that it would be better 
to avow openly our own Intereſt, and the Concern we have 
for maintaining the Fngliſh Liberties. Your Friends muſt 
place ſo much Confidence in OT to furniih us with what 
3 vg. 
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we want, to put our ſelves into a Condition of becoming 
uleful to them; the Sum required is not exorbitant, Three 
Hundred Thouſand Crowns may ſatisfy us at preſent, for 
we want Nothing but to augment our Naval Force at Gur. 
tenburg. 1 do nor ſee what Hazard your Friends can run 
in this. I will give them ſufficient Security, and from the 
Humour all the World knows the King to be of, they may 
very ſafely conclude, that if his Majeſty ſhould not be able 
to latisfy and effectually diſcharge this Loan by a real Aſſiſt. 
ſtance, he would do all he poſſibly could to reimburſe 
ſuch Friends, the rather, becauſe his Majeſty would not 
have it known that he had touched any Money for ſuch a 
Purpoſe as this is Lent. 'T hoſe Gentlemen might, however, 
the more to engage the King's Affection to their Cauſe, 
make their Offer in Terms implying the ſame Thing that is 
expreſs d in my Scheme; though, for my Part, I am againſt 
1 es it on any explicite Conditions that might diſtin» 
guiſh it from a common Loan. But ſtill all depends upon 
their determining ſpeedily, and beginning forthwith to tur. 
nith the Three Hundred 1 houſand Crowns for the Men of 
War, without which, they muſt not flatter themſelves that 
any Thing can be done. I am upon the Scent to get a fourth 
Hundred Thouſand, even in England. France cannot reproach 
ps with this Agreement, while no Lreaty or Convention can 
be produced to prove it, M hat J ſaid above, of the cautious 
Behaviour cf the Court of FrancetowardsEngland is, no doubt, 
applicable likewile to the negociating of an Accommecdati- 
on with the Czar. Tis probable, che Court of France would 
not proceed in a Negociation of that kind, but by Concert 
with England; and you will grant me, that ſuch a Concert 
would not, by any means, tuirt our Intereſts, This Refle: 
thon leads me into an Opinion, that the Canal of France is 
not at preſent the moſt commodious for us. It may ſuffice 
theretore to have offered to make ule of that Canal, without 
prefling the Matter further. Nor can Mr. Lench be the Ma- 
Hager of this Negociation, by going and coming to and from 
Swezen, at the Seaſon of the Year we are now in. This re- 
quires Time, and if we come to any Agreement with the 
Czar, we ovght to conclude it within three Months at the 
very furtheſt. The Canal of my Lord Mar, ſeems to me to be 
alike inconvenient and impraCticable, becauſe of the Length 
of Time which that Circulation cf Correſpondence would 
nnayoidably take up. Yet I cannot but think, that by the 
Canal of the Favourite Phiſitian, the good Diſpoſirions ot 
the Czar might be culrivated, if indecd they are ſuch as have 
been repreſented. If the Czar comes hither, and one can 
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get a private Converſation with the Favourite, we might 
certainly carry Things on far, ſuppoſing, as I ſaid, that 


what the Favourite has written be well founded. In the' 


mean While I am contriving ſome other Way, If we fix 
upon a Project that is in any tolerable Degree promiſing 
[ ſhall not be withheld by the Difficulty and Hardſhips of 
the Voyage, from being the Bearer of ic my ſelf. If, in the 
mean Time, your Friends would enter into my Scheme, I 
ſhould be the more ſure of bringing the King to a thorough 
good Liking of their Buſineſs ; but I will not venture to 
convey any thing of this to his Majeſty, otherwiſe than by 
Word of Mouth. It is ſatisfaction enough for me to know 
originally, that I ought not to fear to give Offence to Swe- 
gn, by the Part I take upon me to act in this Affair. The 
Thought of the Pretender's retiring to Stockholm, ſurprizes 
me. it would be blazing abroad our Intelligence by Sound

On the 12-23th of November 1716. Baron Gortz writ, 
from the Hague, the following Letter to Count Gyllenborg: I told 
you in my Letter of Friday, that I deferr'd anſwering yours 
of the 13th, which I am now going to do. You ſay, Sir, that 
as to the Affair you are preſſed about, it would be neceſſary 
to go frankly to Work with the the Principals. I am entire- 
ly of the tame Opinion. The Buſineſs is to ſpeak plainly. 
I believe, Sir, it will be thought a ſuſficientProof of odr k 
neſs to declare, as you may do, that nothing is more natural, 
nor more ſweet, than to revenge an Affront one has receiv- 
ed, but that in Point of Prudence it ought to be maturely 
conſidered, whether the Motive of Revenge can produce 
the deſired Effeck. If your People do but make the leaſt Re- 
flection upon this Rule, they will undoubtedly perceive, that 
it is entirely their Buſineſs to make it appear probable to us, 
in relation ro the Succeſs of the Enterprize which they de- 
fire. After that, it will be likewiſe neceſſary, that they 
ſhould help us in ſettling the neceſſary Points, that is, that 
they ſhould aſſiſt us with Money. As J run no Riſque with 
you, Sir, I make no Scruple of telling you in Confidence, 
that the Buſineſs in Hand has for ſome Time been part of 
my Correſpondence with Ambaſlador Sparr. The principal 
Members of the preſent Court of Avignon, offer on the Part 
of their Maſter, Sixty Thouſand Pounds Sterling, 4d Caftan- 
dam Benevolentiam. I remonſtrated thereupon, that the De- 
licacy of the Conjun&ure ought to caution us againſt cloſing 
too haſtily with this Offer; but that I propos'd to treat 
upon the Foot of a ſimple LOAN; and that in that Caſe, 
being furniſh's with the King's Full Power to negociate 
C 4 Money 
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Money for his n Service, I might accept it, giving 
them Aſſurances, on the King's Part, for Re- payment; that 
If, at the fame Time, they would communicate to me a Plan 


of the principal Affair, I would not fail of ſending it to the 


King; and, that in Caſe his Majeſty ſhould'be unwilling to 
enter into the Deſign in Queſtion, he would, at leaſt, make 
it a Point of Honour to take care, that the Sum which! 
ſhould have borrowed in his Name, ſhould be punctually 
diſcharged ; ſo that the Lenders would run no Riſque of 
their Money; but that, on the contrary, they would have 
it put out to good Advantage; and that, in ſhort, the Offer 
being made upon the Foot before mentioned, without ſti- 

ulating any other Conditions, than being reimburſed, the 
King might be more effectually wrought upon, by that Mark 
of their good Will, than by directly ſolliciting the Succour 
they deſire. I added to all theſe Intimations, that in Caſe 
the King reliſhd the Project of ſhifting the Scene, (or: 
Revolution to be brought about) in England, it might, per« 
haps do better to give a Turn to this Enterprize, under pre. 
tence of Revenging the unworthy Proceedings of the King 
of England, and of maintaining the Exgliſb Liberties. You 
have herewith, Sir, the Copy of a Pecuniary Contract, which 
I have juſt now ſettled with ſ me private Perſons, in this 
Country. You will find by it, that there is a conſiderable 
Advantage to be made, which it was neceſſary to allow to 
Strangers, ſince no Body in Sweden had courage enough for 
it. If your People had a Mind to engage in it, abſtrad- 
edly from the Grand Affair, I would remit them forthwith 
as far as the Sum of Three Hundred Thouſand Crowns, 
The King's printed Patent, whereof you have herewith : 
Copy, ſufficiently ſecures every individual Perſon from all 
Frauds, with regard to the States Bonds upon which the 
Money is advanced. But we muſt determine ſpeedily, or 
Jay aſide all Hopes, as I have juſt now obſerved to Ambaſ- 
fador Sparr, in a Poſtſcript, which I communicate to you, 
If the Thing be taken upon the Foot before mentioney, i 
may go on; but otherwiſe Nothing can be done. In a 
Word, we muſt have MONET, and after that, we muſt know 
what they are in a Condition to do in England, and how far 
they think the King ought to engage in the Matter, fo as 
to promote and maintain it. 

In Anſwer to Baron Gortz,Count Gyllenborg wrote to him the 
following very remarkable Letter, dated London, December 
4- 1716. As ſoon as I had received your Excellency's Letter 
of the 234 paſt, I went to one of the Principals at his own 
Houſe, with whom 1 have had a long and intimate Friend:

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ſhip. I ſhew'd him your Excellency's Letter, which 1 
enforc'd the beſt I could. Hereupon he asked me, Whe- 
ther I had ſpoke of it to any one of his Party? and 1 


telling him I had not; he defired me, for the Love of 


God, not to do it. We were made to believe from Avignon, 
* ſaid he, that all went on ſwimmingly in the right Track; 
* that Baron Gortz had accepted our Offer, and had given 
* poſitive Aſſurances, on the part of the King of Sweden, of 
: bis Aſſiſtance. We have been preſſed on the Affair of 
Money, and to form a Scheme, and we have actually ap- 
* ply'd our ſelves to both the one and the other. In the 
midſt of all this, there are three Poſts arrived from Avignon, 
and no further Signs of Eagerneſs appear. This Change 
has very much perplex'd us, we not knowing what to im- 
pute it to, unleſs to the Prince's Indiſpoſition. Bur all is be- 
come clear. They were too ſure of their Point at Avignon ; 
they reckoned abſolutely on the Aſſiſtance of the King of 
Sweden ; and now they are afraid, on one Hand, of damp- 
ing our Courage, by owning frankly, that they had de- 
ceived themſelves ; and on the other, they dare not, up- 
on an Uncertainty, engage us to ſupply them With Mo- 
ney, being ſenſible, cis the laſt we ſhall give them, if we 
ſhould find it employed to any other purpoſe than we pro- 
poſed to our ſelves ; and unlets direct Aſſurances be given 
of our having the Succours We need. You ſee therefore, 
continued he, of what Conſquence it is, if you wiſh us well, 
that you do not make known to any Perſon, v hat I ſee our 
Court at Avignon conceals with ſo much Care. If you a& 
otherwiſe, you will deſtroy the Intereſt of the Chevalier da 
St. George here, which perhaps will be of neceſſary uſe to 
you, and you will make his Adherents your implacable 
Enemies; for if their Deſign fail, they will be regardleſs 
whether Sweden periſhes or not; and yet you know, that 
tis they who haveFtritheto defended your Cauſe, as well in 
the Country, as in the Parliament of England, and who 
have obliged your Enemies to act with more Caution and 
Reſerve than they would otherwiſe have done: You will - 
yet have Occaſion for their Aſſiſtance in the next Seſſion 
of Parliament of England, which your Enemies are pre- 
paring to incenſe terribly againſt you, as well by Pam- 
phlets, which are already actually in the Prefs, as by Pe- 
titions of the Merchants, who have loſt their Ships, and 
who now meet twice a Week to conſult about it, Now, 
* ſaid he, to return to Baron Gortz's Letter, give me leave to 
tell you freely, that if the Queſtion was explicitely and 
* ſimply, Whether we would aſſiſt the King of Sweden, and 

we 
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we conſented, it might then be worth while to ask, What 
Security we required, and what Gain we inſiſted on? But 
that is not the Caſe at preſent, nor ever will be. For TI 
muſt own to you ingenuouſlly, that there are very few a- 
meng us, who have any Concern for the Intereſts of Fo- 
reign Princes any longer than while they affect our own, 
and that even very palpably; Manus noſtræ oculate ſunt, cre- 
x quod wident : Our Eyes are in our Hands, what they ſee we 

elizve. So that for you to flatter your ſelves, that out of 
Reſpect or Friendſhip, we ſhould part with our Money to 
any one Whatſoever, would be to know nothing of us. 
You can never alter our Minds on that Article, ſo you 
mult rake us juſt as we are. As for Gain, can we hope 
for greater in any Country than what we have at Home, 
without riſquing our Money? Do we not make 7 or 8 
per Cent. by the Publick Funds, and this upon the Secu- 
rities of the Parliament of Exgland, and are paid punQu- 
ally every Quarter ? Thus this Queſtion being utrerly 
unſeaſonable, tis neceſſary to ſtate another, and let that be, 
Whether we are willing, by a Pecuniary Subſidy, to me- 
rit the Aſſiſtance of the King of Sweden? To that I an- 
Wer frankly, Let us bur be aſſured, on the part of his Ma- 
jeſty, upon whoſe bare Promiſe we will rely more than 
on all the Securities and Engagements of others; I ſay, let 
us only be aſſured, that by our Money we ſhall merit his 
Aſiiſtance, and actually have it; after this, let us but know 
what you would have us do, and we will make ſuch 
Efforts, that his Majeſty ſhall not repent of giving his Roy- 
al Word to aſſiſt us. But, Sir, added he, what muſt we 
think, when after a Negociation of three Months, or more, 
we are yet in Uncertainty upon what ought to be the 
chief Spring of our Undertakings, I mean, the Aſſiſtance 
of the King of Sweden, and even whether we are to merit 
by our Money, not the Help we ask, but barely an An- 
ſwer whether we ſhall obtain it or not ? How can we 
run into Expence, expoſe our Friends, and in ſhort, run 
the Riſque of our Fortunes and Lives, when, perhaps, his 
Majeſty's Refuſal may leave us in the Lurch, expoſed, a- 
mong other Things, to the fear of being betray'd by thoſe, 
who ſeeing the ill Succeſs of our Projects, and that there 
is nothing to be hoped for more cn our Side, may en- 
deavour to make their Fortune by {triking in with our 
Enemies, and ſacrificing us. Let us examine all this, and 
you your ſelf will acknowledge, we ſhould hazard too 
much in following thoſe who leave us in ſuch an Un- 
certainty, But on the other Hand, what does che OT,

of S weden risk? Is not our Government its Enemy as far 
as tis in its Power? Does ir not aſſiſt its Enemies in eye- 
ry Reſpect, and will it not aſſiſt them more this enſuing 
Year? What can be ſaid againſt him, if after the Example 
of Scipio, he carries the War into their Country, who 
have been deſirous, and are fo ſtill, to carry it-into his? 
This Diverſion will be fo much the greater, as it will be 
unexpected; and there is the more Reaſon to hope for 
Succeſs, becauſe the whole Country is diſaffected: Tis 
alſo probable, that half the Army will be disbanded by 
the Parliament of England, and, 'tis certain, great part 
of that Army will deſert on the Approach of a ſufficient 
Body of Troops. But ſuppoſe this Enterpriſe ſhould 
miſcarry, would this Government be more bent upon the 
entire Ruin of the King of Sweden than it was before? 
And when King George's Deſire to have the Country of Bre- 
men is gratify'd, will our Government be leſs ſollicitous by 
what means to prevent the Czar's aggrand1zing himſelf? Ler 
me beg you, ſaid he, to repreſent all this to Baron Gortz, and 
I am fure, he will change his Opinian ; and will not, by 
chaffering, let {lip an Opportunity ſo beneficial for the 
King of Sweden, and ſo glorious for himſelf, Tell him 
likewiſe, if you pleaſe, that there is nothing more pro- 
per than what he demands as to a Scheme, and the Means 
of ſupporting the Aﬀair. But he muſt give us the En- 
couragement to ſee that we are not labouring in vain, 
and running all Hazards without any fair Proſpeck. One 
poſitive Aflurance given at Avignon, will put all in Mo- 
tion, but without that all will flag. As to the Colour 
which the King of Sweden may put upon his Enterprize, 
T ſhall always have that Opinion, ſaid he, which Baron 
Gortz himſelf would have me entertain of his Scheme, 
namely, that the King of Sweden intends ſincerely to re- 
ſtore the Chev:l/icr; But I am much afraid that the reſt 
of my Party will take this Aﬀair in quite another Light, 
that is to ſay, that they will imagine, his Sweai/h Majeſty 
having not given any Promiſe to our Chevalier, nor de- 
clared for him, will make no other Ufe of this Enter- 
prife, than only to compaſs his own Deſigns, excluſive cf 
the Chevalier, and to oblige King George to come to better 
Terms. But in this he will find himſelf deceivd; for 
the greateſt Part of the Nation being at preſent inflamed 
with Jacobitiſm, and ſer a longing for the Return of him 
whom they believe their lawful Sovereign, they will nor 
joyn any Perſon who does nor declare openly for him; 
on the contrary, perceiving 'tis only a Foreign rages 2 

which 
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* which draws the King of Sweden hither, vex't to ſee their 
© ExoveQation fruſtrated, and not knowing how far his 
© Majeſty's Reſentments may go, and who will be expoſed 
toe his Vengeance, or who be exempt from it, they will 
© fall into the common Humour of the Nation, which is 
* to unite all, r their paſt Feuds, 1 
* a Foreign Power. This is ſo true, continued he, that if 
the Chevalier de St. George had not an Engliſh Father, and 
been barn in Exgland, all his Pretenſions would avail him 
* nothing with the common People ; who, when the Con- 
* teſt is only between Foreigner and Foreigner, will certainly 
* declare for him in Poſſeſſion, without much Regard to the 
* Juſtice of the Cauſe. For what remains, added he, I en- 
* tirely agree, that the maintaining of the Church of Eng- 
land ought to be one Topick in the King of Sweden's Ma- 
* nifeſto. This is the more neceſſary, becauſe it would 
* ſerve to quiet the Minds of ſuch cf our Party as are di- 
* ſturb'd about the Chevalier Religion. His Swediſh Ma- 
* jeſty would likewiſe act in his known Character, which is 
to be, on all Oceaſions, ſollicitous for the Welfare of the 
Proteſtant Religion. * This, Sir, is what was moſt material 
in my Converſation with my Friend, who, I aſſure your Ex- 
cellency, is a Man of ſolid Judgment, and ſo well informed 
of what paſſes at Aviznon, that he told me a long Time ago, 
what was negociated there on our Part, though I took no 
Notice of it, while I ſaw nothing particular about it, either 
in your Excellency s Letter, or in thoſe of Monſieur Sparr. 

In Auſwer to this Letter, Baron Gortz wrote the following 
Letter, dated Hague, December 11. 1716, to Count Gyllen- 
borg: I have received your agreeable Letter of the 47% 
Inſtant. I ſhall have the Honour to tell you, in Anſwer to 
the Contents of it, that the ſtronger the Reaſons are which 
are alledg'd to make us enter into the Aﬀair you know of, 
the more ſhould People be perſwaded of the true Deſire 
that we have to 5 e the Thing. It is ſuperfluous 
to ſuggeſt Motives to us, and we have no need of a Spur: 
As I run no Riſque with you, Sir, I will freely tell you, 
that even before my Departure from Sweden, we were al- 
ready on our Side diſpoſed to this Expedition: It is eaſy to 
believe, that thoſe Diſpoſitions are ſince increaſed, in pro- 
portion as the Animoſity of the Court where you are, bath 
continued increaſing. There is therefore now no other 
Queſtion, but of the Means to ſatisfy our juſt Deſire of 
Revenge. We have, in Sweden, T roops more than enough 
for that Purpoſe ; but what ſuſpends our entring upon 
Aktion, is, that, Firf, We have not the Ships neceflary, 1 
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well for Tranſporting the Troops, as for the Convoy -it 
ſelf. 2dly, We do not know how it is propoſed to main- 
rain the Troops when they ſhall arrive at the Place ih- 
tended. 3dly, Horſes muſt forthwith be found to mount 
the Cavalry. Ir is well known, that when one enters an 
open Country, the firſt Impreſſion muſt. be made by the 
Cavalry. 4thly, We muſt know the Number of Troops 
that's thought requiſite for this Expedition, in Order to 
regulate thereby the Armament of the Ships. Ir is true, 
Sir, that for ſeveral Months laſt paſt, we have had ſome 
Diſcourſe upon theſe Matters with the Court of Avignon. 
They have declared themſelves very well ſatisfy d with the 
Manner in which we have ſpoken to them, and have pro- 
miſed, not only to give the neceflary Explanations upon the 
Advances of Money propoſed, but alſo to furniſh inſtantly 
wherewithal to prepare, on our Side, during this Winter, 
every Thing that concerns the firſt Step; being themſelves 
of Opinion, that if any Thing be intended to be done, it 
muſt be entred upon immediately after the Obſtacles 
which a hard Winter might bring to Navigation are re- 
moved; but hitherto all this ends only in vain Hopes. 
However, I have not, on my Part, loſt any Time for this 
Enterprize. I have beſtirr'd my ſelf to find out Men of 
War; I have aQtually found out fome, and have even 
made Bargains for purchaſing Six, of berween Sixty and 
Seventy Guns, all armed and rigged, and they are to be 
delivered at Gotrenburg in the Beginning of the Month of 
March. The advance Money which I asked from the Court 
of Awenon, was only deſigned for the Purchaſe of theſe 
Ships, and the Sum did nor exceed Sixty Thouſand Pounds: 
If I have propoſed the Expedient of furniſhing us with 
this Money upon the Foot of a common Loan; it was done, 
Sir, only with a View, the better to ſecure thoſe that were 
concern d on both Sides, from the Danger of a Diſcovery, 
and thoſe that ſhould give the Money from the Accidents 
in caſe any ſuch ſhould be, that might render the Deſign 
impracticable. Tis alſo the Fear either of fome Treachery, 
or Diſappointment, which cannot be foreſeen, that will 
hinder us from declaring before we come to the Place 
where we muſt ſhew our ſelves, Our Friends will have 
nothing to Obje& againſt this Precaution, if they will but 
conſider, that if we throw off the Mask too ſoon, and ſhould 
afterwards miſs our Blow, we ſhould give the Engliſh 
Miniſters a very good Argument to engage the Nation in 
a War againſt us, into which they would not have a great 
deal of Trouble to draw He#and alſo. This is a Riſque 

che 
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the laſt Conſequence ; and would they have us run it, Sir, 
for 1 Trifle? I don't know how to term otherwiſe the 
Money Buſineſs in Queſtion. The Naval Armament at 
Gotrenburg cannot be uſeful to us, unleſs for the Deſign 
which they propoſe to us, and the Money we ask will not 
be "ſufficient even for that Armament. As to the reſt, 
however juſt and folid I find your Friend's way of reaſoning 
in other Matters, yet I cannot reconcile the Opinion of the 
— Faith of the King and his Intereſt, which your Friend 
uppoſes, to the Fear which is nevertheleſs ſhewn, that we 
have no other End than to procure for our ſelves the Re. 
Kiration of the Dutchy of Bremen. Pray, Sir, what better 
Security can the King of Sweden procure, with reſpect to 
che recovering, and to the poſſeſſing his ſaid Dutchy, than 
by reducing King George to be nothing more than an E- 
lector of the Empire? By which Means the King of Sweden 
will make himſelf be courted by the Houſe of Lunen- 
Surg, as in former Times. Can good Faith and a Man's 
Word hold out againſt ſo folid and ſo evident a Reaſon, 
after we have experienced how little Account ought ro be 
made of a Security founded in Words or in Treaties? To 
be ſhorr, Sir, the Queſtion about it is, with us, an Affair 
already decided, nothing remains but to conſider of the 
Means. As I underſtand the Matter, thoſe that ſhall fur- 
niſh the Money will be in no Danger; they may give it 
under the Name of Dutch Merchants, and under the pre- 
text of the great Gain that is to be made in dealing. with 
me. The better to colour the Thing, they may even 
give Commiſſion to ſome Engliſh Merchants to make an 
Agreement with me, upon the Foot of the Contract which 
F have had the Honour to communicate to you. After 
this, there would remain no other Riſque, than that of 
loſing the Money in Caſe the Deſign ſhould not be exe- 
cured ; bur if they had the leaſt Confidence in the Word 
of the King, this Scruple would vaniſh immediately. His 
Majeſty piques himſelf too much upon performing his 
Engagements, to leave any room to miſtruſt him. We 
have freſh Proofs of this: Notwithſtanding the vaſt Ex- 
pence that we are obliged to bear, his Majeſty would have 
the Pretenſions of Mr. Cook, and the other Merchants in 
France, touching the Money advanced ro him in Turkey, 
fatisty d, and I have actually paid thoſe Creditors. To con- 
clude, I muſt tell you again, Sir, that they muſt come to a 
Reſolution ſpeedily, or think no more of the Affair for 
all the next Year. It would allo be neceſſary, that the 


Well-aftected ſhould labour to get half the 'iroops that 
| are 
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are now on Foot in Exgland disbanded, and to hinder any 
Naval Armament till the Month of May. It concerns us 
alſo to know for our Direction, what Number of Regular 
Troops will remain after they ſhall have got one half of 
them disbanded. I reckon we might employ from Ten 
to Twelve Thouſand Swedes in this Expedition, amongſt 
which there ſhould be Four Thouſand Horſe. When 
Things ſhall be put upon the Foot abovementioned, I intend 
to go into Sweden my ſelf to puſh on the Execution; for 
I don't love to rely on other Peoples Care in that parti- 
cular. I had alſo rather concert this Affair directly, and 
with you, than by the other way, which I think too tedious, 
My Lord Mar's Relation hath indeed ſent Word, that the 
Czar has ſome Diſpoſitions to Peace, which we will not 
fail to make Advantage of, that we may be in a Condition 
the better to puſh oa the Aﬀair in Queſtion. The Czar is 
to be here very ſpeedily, If it could be ordered thar the 
faid Relation of my Lord Mar ſhould ſpeak to me, I ſhould 
quickly perceive what might be done there. You'll eaſily 
judge, Sir, that an Agreement with the Czar, would give 
great Weight to the other Affair. I am, exc. 

In Anſwer to this Letter, Count Gyllenborg, on the 18th of 
December, N. S. 1716. wrote the following to Baron Gortz : 
I received, two Days ago, the Letter your Excellency did 
me the Favour to write me of the 11th; And I have not 
deferred the Execution of your Orders one Moment, I hope 
to be able to give vou an Account of them by the next 
Mail. In the mean Time I ſhall have the Honour to tell 
you, in Anſwer to your Excellency's Poſtſcript, that I ſhall 
not fail to govern my ſelf, as you there direck. If I have 
hitherto done otherwiſe, it has been, that I mighr not be 
charg'd with not repreſenting Matters as they were on 
every Side, leaving it afrerwards to our Miniſters to make 
Choice of that which rhey thought moſt proper. Your 
Excellency, according to your wonted Goodnets, will for- 
give me, however, for ſaying, That in my Opinion, what- 
ſoever Reſolution we take, it would yer be well to keep 
the People here in good Humour ; that is, that we ſhould 
not ſeem intirely to reje& their Propoſals, for otherwiſe 
they will be prying into the Motives which render us ſo 
untractable, and will, perhaps, diſcover the true one, in 
which Caſe they will make it miſcarry Beſides, a little 
Hopes would make them put of longer the puſhing the 
Affair in Parliament; and I think that is what your Ex- 
cellency ſeems to defire, Methinks, to this End it would 
be neceſſary that your Excellency ſhould write an Anſwer 

to 
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to Petkum, who complains of having received none to his 
Letcers, to ſhew your Acknowledgment of the Pains he 
has taken, and to deſire him to go on, in order to keep 
the Miniſters in the ſame good way, till your Excellency 
has received an Anſwer to the Account which you have 
given his Majeſty of the whole Aﬀair, and then we may 
act with the more Vigour: Beſides, as Petkum generally ſhews 
all his Letters to Townſhend and Bothmar, I fancy they will 
thereby be eaſily perſwaded to believe what they wiſh; 
If this Lerter comes before the Arrival of King George, it 
will perhaps prevent the Impreſſion which the Germans 
and Sunderland will be apt to make with their uſual Vio- 
lence at their firſt coming over. 

There are two Letters here omitted, being principally upon the 
jou of Bills of Exchange, Shipping, Corn, Salt, &c. for Swe- 

en. 

The next Letter from Count Gyllenborg to Baron Gortz, dated 
London, December 29. 1716. is as follows: I am once more 
obliged to defer the Departure of my Expreſs till Friday. 
One of the Principal of our Friends is not yet returned 
to London; but he will be here to Morrow. I have the 
Letters ready for the Phyſician; bur dare not venture them 
by the Poſt. While I am waiting for the Chief of my 
Friends, I ſhall diſpatch to Morrow a Gentleman to the 
Czar, to endeavour to poſſeſs him with Pacifick Thoughts. 
J have given him Letters for my Brother, that he may 
introduce him 'to your Excellency, who will give him 
ſuch Inſtructions as you ſhall judge neceſſary. He is a 
Muſcovite by Birth, and having been a long Time known to 
my Friend, and perbaps even employed on the like Meſſa- 
ges, he aſſures me that we may put intire Confidence in 
him. I have intimated to him, that he may alledge for 
the Pretence of his Voyage, his natural Inclination to ſerve 
the Czar, by which he was induced to diſcover to him, 


that King George is making all the Offers imaginable to - 


acquire Bremen of the King of Sweden at the Expence of 
the Czar, who is to be the Sacrifice of that Acquiſition. 
Your Excellency will add what other Hints you judge 
convenient. I ſhould think, however, it might be pro- 
per that this Man ſhould be kept ignorant of the Canal of 
the Phyſician. I have another Letter for him, which may 
introduce my Brother ro his Acquaintance, and then he 
may convey Meſſages between your Excellency and the 
Phyiician, till your Excellency ſhall think fit to have an 
Interview with him. We are aſſured here, that King * 
wi 
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will have none with the Czar, and they ſeem to be very 
little ſatisfy d with that Prince. a 

Jan. I. 1717. Count Gyllenborg writes thus after a long 
Story about private el hiring Ships, &c. Since Writing 
what's above, my Friend has * with me, and has told 
me, that the Money, as far as Twenty Thouſand Pounds, 
was ready, if I would but give my Acquitrance, that I had 
received it for the Uſe of the King my Maſter; and this 
only, that he might have ſomething to ſhew to thoſe who 
made this Collection; ſuppoſing that hereafter they ſhould 
ask for it. I anſwered him, that I could not bak any ſuch 
Acquittance, without your Excellency's Order, which I 
would write for this Poſt. He told me likewiſe, that they 
had already, by Order of the Court at Avignon, remitted 
Eight Thouſand Pounds to Baron Sparr. Since Writing 
theſe Lines, the Durch Mail of the 25th, is juſt come in, 
by which my Brother adviſeth me, that your Excellency 
was ſetting out upon your Journey, it will therefore be 
unneceſſary to ſend the Expreſs, eſpecially ſince the two 
Letters intended are now become uſeleſs. I will, however, 
ſend a Duplicate of this next Monday by the French Poſt, 
together with the Pieces abovemention'd. Your Excellency 
will receive this Day, the Copy of a Letter which Mon- 
heur Petkum writ. Yeſterday to Baron Sparr, the Contents of 
which confirm the ill Intentions of thoſe warm Men, into 
whoſe Hands the Management is going to be put: Par- 
ticularly if it be true, as Mr. Petkum has aſſured me, that 
my Lord Townſhend, to whom he read the ſaid Letter, owned 
that what he had writ in relation to our Affairs was true. 
All that we have to flatter our ſelves with, is, that the 
Miſunderſtanding which there is among thoſe Gentlemen, 
may, perhaps, be of Service to us. Thus much, at leaſt, is 
certain, that if we ſet our ſelves in earneſt about the great 
Work, the Succeſs cannot poſſibly fail. 

The next is 4 Letter from Count Gyllenborg te Baron Gortz 
ﬆ Paris, dated London, January 7, 1717. as follows: Ye- 
ſterdﬀay I received the Letters your Excellency did me the 
Favour to write me of the 294% paſt: One, concerning 
the Conduct of this Court, came very ſeaſonably. I gave 
It to read to one of the Principal WHIGS, with whom I have

ing to inform himſelf throughly of the whole. Ir was for 
him that I demanded the other Day cf your Excellency the 
Particulars of Harbourg; and it is likewiſe upon his Requeſt, 
that I beg your Excellency will ſend me, as ſoon as may 
be, all that you ſhall be able to pick up in relation to the 
Treaty concluded between Hanover and our Enemies; par. 
ticularly, if you can procure the Agreement, by which the 
Aſſiſtance of an Exgliſb Force is ſtipulated to them. Your 
Excellency ſees hereby what I am now doing on one Side 
and the other, that is to ſay, with regard to our Friends, 
I can do nothing before I have received your Excellency 
Orders upon my laſt. 
The following Letter from Baron Cortz to Count Gyllenbory, 
is dated Paris, January 8. 1717. I could not acquaint you 
before this Day, that I am now authoriz'd to enter into the 
Affair you know of, and that I am allowed the Liberty to 
do in it whatever I ſhall think convenient. You will be 
able ro judge of this your ſelf by the incloſed Copy of the 
Full Power that has been ſent to me. Which Way ſoever 
I turn this Affair, I do not ſee that we can engage in it up- 
en any other Foot than that which I propofed to you i 
firſt. As Intereſt is the moſt certain Security of Treaties, and 
what we are ſollicited to undertake is of ſo great Impor- 
tance, and the moſt expeditious Means to retrieve our own 
Affairs that can be deviſed ; no Man can doubt that we 
ſhall apply our ſelves to it heartily and earneſtly ; and that 
we could wiſh for 2 better, than to do it without the 
concurrent Aſſiſtance of others, if the JunQture of Time 
would ſuffer us to make ſhift without that Aſſiſtance. The 
only Thing I ſee wanting for our Purpoſe, are Men of Wat 
and Tranſports; of the firſt I can have two in Holand 
and fix in France, all rigg'd and arm'd ; and thoſe who have 
the Diſpoſal of them, oblige themſelves to deliver them in 
that Condition at Gottenburg in the Month of March. The 
laſt we ſnall not want, but we muſt immediately pu - 
ands 
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Hands to the Work, which requires Money. Mr. Sparr has 
aſſured me, that I ſhould find an Hundred Thouſand Crowns 
ready here, but I learnt at my Arrival, that our Friends, 
far from doing What they had promis'd, are grown ve 
cool: So that I thought beſt, Sir, to deſire you to preis 
your Friends to a ſpeedy Reſolution, whether, on the Foor 
propos d, they will forthwith ſupply us with Money, which 
we muſt-have to purchaſe theſe Men of War, or not? In 
Caſe they will, tis neceſſary they ſhould order it to be paid 
to me here as ſoon as poſſible, that I may put thoſe who are 
to furniſh me with the Ships upon getting them ready. If 
they will not, this Buſineſs ought to be broken off inrirely, 
without thinking any further of it; to loſe Four Weeks 
more would be loſing all, for this Year at leaſt ; and after. 
wards, the Circumſtances of Affairs will ſo change, that 
there can be no thinking of it any longer. For the reſt, 
our Intention was to tranſport T welve Thouſand Men, 
Eight Thouſand of them Infantry, and Four Thouſand Ca- 
valry, of which Five Hundred mounted. We were to carry 
with us a ſufficient Train of Artillery, Arms for Ten or 
Twelve Thouſand Men more, with requilite Stores of 
Ammunition, We were to land at the Places whither we 
ſhould be directed. So that we ſhould have carried with 
us all that is neceſſary, except Horſes, which we expected to, 
find in the Country; and all might have been executed 
without the leaſt Umbrage being taken, provided that on 
the other Side the Secret were * * Mr. Sparr tells me, 
that the Reaſon of the Coolneſs of thoſe Gentlemen in this 
Country, is the Treaty between this Court and England, and 
the — 4 Departure of the PRETENDER out of this Coun- 
try. For my part, I take this Reaſon ro be a very weak 
one ; for as this Treaty and the Departure of the PRETEN- 
DER out of this Country, muſt make the Court of England 
think themſelves in perfect Safety, and deprive them of the 
Pretext of keeping up Troops in that Country, our Enter- 
prize is become more eaſy and more ſure. And to imagine 
that this Court, at the Bottom of their Heart, would not be 
better pleaſed to have the PRETENDER on the Throne of 
England than the Elector of Hanover, eſpecially if the firſt 
continued to carry himſelf well towards this Court, is to have a 
wrong Notion of its Intereſt, and of the private Sentiments 
cf the Duke Regent. Mr. Sparr tells me farther, that our 
Friends here think we ſhould not have Occaſion for any 
more Men of War than thoſe Eight which we have at Get- 


tenburg; but they are to know, that thoſe Ships are but of 
D 2 Forty 
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Forty Guns each, ſo that it would be hazarding too much, 
andexpofing a Body of choſen Troops (for fuch we ſhould 
take on this Expedition) for three or four large Ships would 
be ſufficieat ro give them Chaſe, and to rake them all: 
But when we mall have the Eight Ships, which carry from 


Sixty to Seventy Guns, nothing leſs than a Squadron could 
oppoſe them, and before that could be fitted out, the Blow - 


would be ftrack. To conclude, Sir, I wait here for a ſpee. 
dy Yes or No; and I continue to adviſe you not to ſend any 
Account of this Matter to the Court, for our Miniſters 
themſelves are ignorant of it, and know not for what Intent 
they have been obliged to give the Turn they have to the 
Full Power which they diſpatch'd. Aur nune aut nungan, 
nom or newer, as well for our Friends, as our ſelves. Whet 

on have fixed this Affair, at leaſt, for what it relates to the 
Men of War here, I am very deſirous you ſhould come 
over to meet me in Holland, under Pretext of being or. 
dered thither ; and that you ſhould put the Court in hopes 
of returning with ſome acceptable Offer, to the End we 
might concert together all the reſt for our Enterprize ; after 
which I would fer out my ſelf for Sweden, to order every 
Thing, and be the more ſure of the Execution. I am; Sir, &.

Baron Gortz wrote 
from Paris the following Letter to Count Gyllenborg: I am to 


acquaint you, that our Friends here are charmed with my 


Scheme. They have cauſed an Hundred Thouſand Livres 
to be paid me down, and have promiſed to get the reſt paid 
to me in Holland, to the Sum of One Million of Florins. 
will go therefore and give Orders for Working with all 
iſpatch poſſible on the Men of War, and for providin 
and bringing together all Neceſſaries. I ſhall even go back 


with all Expedition to Holland, whence you will have fur- 


ther Advice from me. I ſhall wait there with Impatience 


the coming of your Expreſs, and of the Perſon who is to 
ſpeak to the Phyſician. 

At the ſame Time, Mr. Guſtavus Gyllenborg wrote 10 the 
Count his Brother the following Note: After the fgaron had ſign' d 
the Letter to you, he order'd me to tell you in his Name, 
that tis abſolutely neceſſary our Friends ſhould determine 
ſpeedily, and cauſe the Money to be remitted and paid to us, 
without any Delay; for otherwiſe we cannot have the Men 
of War from this Country Time enough. 

Upon the Receipt of Baron Gortz's Letter of the 8th of January, 
with the King of Sweden's Full Power, Coun: Gyllenborg 
wrote an Anſwer to the Baron at Paris, (dated London, January 
15.1717. N. S.) wherein, in the firſt Place, he begs leave to 
know, whether his Excellency would have him, for the fu- 
ture, add the Title of P/cnipo;entiary to the Direction of his 
Letters. As to cur Affair, (continues the Count) I went im- 
mediately to one cf the Principal of my Friends, and with- 
out taking Notice of any Coldneſs of the Gentlemen in 
France, I told him, in order to engage him to ſpeak, that I 
had juſt #ceived your Excellency's Orders to give ſuch an 
Acquittance as had been demanded of me. He ſeem'd very 
well pleas'd, and told me in Anſwer, That the Perſon who 
had the Direction of the whole Affair, being gone again 
into the Country, and being not to return before Saturday 
next, nothing could be done till Monday; but that then he 

ueſtion'd not but I ſhould be ſatisfy'd. We ſhall ſee what 
that Gentleman will ſay at his Return; and in Caſe the 
Gentlemen in France have not made my Friends here alter 
their Opinions, (as I do not yet find that they have) I hope 
all will go as we would have it; and in caſe it ſhould prove 
otherwiſe, I am very much of your Excellency's Opinion, 
that we ſhould leave all thoſe Gentlemen to their ill Deſti- 
ny, and go ancther Way to work. 

Before this Letter reach d Baron Gortz, Je writ another to Count 


Gyllenborg, datcd Paris, January 16. 1716, N. S. as follows a 
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have juſt now received here your Letters of the 1, 2, 4, 
and 7. You 2 depend upon it, Sir, and aſſure. your 
Friends, that the Expedition to Eng/and does at preſent take. 
up all our Thoughts and Attention. It will depend but 
upon Two Things; one is the procuring four or five Ships 
of War; and the other is MONEY. I know where to get the 
former, but I can do nothing without the other. I cannot 
ſign the Contracts that are offered me. Your S riends muft 
take care to remove that Obſtacle, and to provide for the 
other Squadron. There is not a Moment to Joſe. The 
Time is very ſhort. Our Friends on this Side have aſſured 
me, that the Money ſhould be ready forthwith. By your 
Letters I am to believe, there are Twenty Thouſand Pounds 
ready, I herewith fend you the Acquittance, which I have 
given here, 'that you may draw yours conformably to it, 
which you will exchange hereafrer for mine, which I will 
ſend you, after you have ler me know the Names of the 
Creditors, and that you have received the Money. We zre 
here agreed upon the Plan of our Enterprize, and I am pro- 
mis'd a Man will be ſent to me in Holland, who will bring 
me what further Informations may be wanting. You may 
likewiſe aſſure your Friends, that our Prince will certainly be 
of the Party; bur I conjure you, not to truſt any Thing to 
Writing in this Negociation, except what relates to the 
Acquitrances upon the Foot abovementioned. I don't ex- 
pect to hear from you any more here, but in Holland, and if 
your Man ſhould have been gor thither in my Abſence, he 
would have found Stambke fully inſtructed. I herewith ſend 
you back the Contratts, ſignd according to your Deſire. 
The poſitive Promiſe of letting them have Iron, puts me 
under ſome Difficulty, becauſe I had no Thoughts of pre- 
paring for ſo great a Quantity. As to your Money, you may 
keep an Accompt of what you ſhall receive, Four Thouſand 
Crowns, I have not yet propoſed to the King that Augmen- 
tation, but I am in Hopes of obtaining at for you. In the 
mean Time, employ all your Skill in order to give the Court 
all the Trouble that is poſſible in the next Parliament, in 
relation to their Conduct in the Affairs of the North; and 
tell me from whence proceeds the good Diſpoſition, here- 
in Valpole ſeems to be. 

The Form of the Acquittance mentioned and incloſad in this Let- 
ter of Baron Gortz to Count Gyllenborg, is as follow; :

The next Letter is from Count Gyllenborg ts Baron Gortz, 
dated London, January 18. 17179. as follows: My Friend 
that directs the whole Affair came back from the Country 
Jaſt Saturday Night. He hath this Day acquainted me, that 
upon a Letter which he had received from my Lord Mar, 
(with Orders) to remit forthwith Twenty Thouſand Pounds 
into France, to the Queen Dowager of Eng/and, who was to 
Pay it to us, he had actually remitted that Money, which 
e hoped wos already paid to your Excellency. He asked 
my Pardon, for nos having communicated this to me ſoon- 
er, having been oblig'd to go into the Country the Moment 
the Affair was diſpatch'd. He added, that he had deſired 
farther Orders fiom my Lord Mar, with reſpect to the Place 
where the reſt of the Money ſhould be paid. I doubt not 
but that Baron Sparr has already had Advice of all this, and 
that he has acquainted your Excellency wich it, which, 
however, I beg you would forthwith let me know, that I 
may quiet the Minds of my Friends here, who imagine that 
the ſaid Baron doth nct act in Concert with your Excel- 
Jency, in an Affair wherein the leaſt Miſunderſtanding 
might do a great deal of Miſchief, I have told them, that 
your Excellency de ſign'd that I ſhould come to you in Hol- 
land, to concert every Thing with you, with which they 
were very well ſatisty'd: But I have told them, that I will 
nor go thither with empty Hands, and that they ought, at 
leaſt, to ger Ten Thouſand Pounds ready for me to carry 
with me. I have alſo deſired them, to ger me a Letter from 
the Brother of the Czar's Phyſician, which might ſerve to 
introduce me ro him, if your Excellency thought fit to 
employ me to ſpeak to hich. I cannot expreſs to your Ex- 
cellercy my Cencern, that the Affair abovementioned ſhould 
have taken a Turn which I did not expect, and which, I 
doubt, may not be pleaſing to your Excellency. Even my 
Friends are diſlatisf, d at it, every, Thing being * un- 
1 nown 
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known to them: But as they are obliged to have great 
Regard for the Director of the Affair, who is a Perſon of 
very great Conſequence, they muſt ſeem to be ſatisfy d. If 
your Excellency, after this, thinks it neceſſary for me to 
come to Holland, I beg your Orders therein, that I may take 
my Meaſures. After I had written theſe Lines, I received 
the Favour of you Excellency's of the 14th; from whence 
I perceive, with a great deal of Pleaſure, that our Affair is 
begun. I read it to one of my Friends, who told me, That 
was the Sum of which be had ſpołen to me ſome Days ago, and 
which I mention'd in one of my former; that > rhen be- 
liev d it to be Eight Thouſand Pounds, but that it was but 
Six Thouſand Five Hundred Pounds, which exactly anſwers 
that which hath been paid to your Excellency, and which 
makes part of the Twenty Thouſand Pounds that have been 
remitted. He has promis d me to haſten the reſt, but I 
ſhould think that it would be neceſſary that our Friends in 
Fance, from whom they expect the Orders, ſhould defire 
them to diſpatch them with all Haſte. He has given me 
Hopes; that I fhall have a good Sum with me when I go + 
to Holland. 

The next Letter is of Count Gyllenborg to Baron Gortz, and 
after a long Introduction about his own Affairs, has this remarkable 
Expreſſion, (viz.) I don't know whether Mr. Walpolc's Expreſ- 
ſions were the Effect of his firſt Rage, on Account of his. 
Brother-in-Law, my Lord Townſbend's being removed, or 
whether they come from his Heart. We ſhall be better able 
to judge of thoſe Gentlemen after the King's Arrival, when 
it will appear what Grounds they have to be ſatisfy'd; for 
it is from thence that they will form their Scheme of Poli- 
ticks. It is ſtrongly reported here, that your Excellency 
has made a Declaration, that the King having waved all 
Preliminary Demands, has accepted the Emperor's Mediati- 
on, and agreed to ſend his Plenipotentiaries to Brunſwick. 1 
moſt humbly beg your Excellency will let me know what 
Truth there is in it. 

The next is Letter from Baron Gortz to Count Gyllenborg, 
dated Paris, January 27. 1717. N. S. as follows : Yours, of 
the Eighteenth, with the Duplicate, is come fate tomy 
Hands. Ycur Friends are in the wrong to imagine, thar 
Mr. Sparr and I do not act in Concert in this Affair. He 
has faithfully communicated every Thing to me, and not 
being authoriz'd himſelf to enter upon this Affair, nor to 
receive the Money, he has left all to my Diſpoſal. I have 
even put into his Hands Acquittances, where the Sum is 
left in Blank, that he may make Uſe ot them in my Abſence, 
as 
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as ſoon as the Money is come. The Friends who are ia 


France ſhall be writ to, to preſs thoſe in Exg/and to furniſh, 


- . as foon as poſſible, the Million of Dutch Guilders which we 


have agreed on; and I muſt needs tell you, that I cannot 
take the leaſt Step, in relation to the Ships, which are ab- 
ſolutely — to us for carrying on this Enterprize, be. 
fore I am in ſſion ef that whole Sum; for if I ſhould 
begin, and the Money afterwards ſhould nor come in, the 
Sum employ'd upon this Occaſion would be loſt, not to 
ſpeak of the Diſgrace it would be for me, to have enter'd 
upon an Affair, without being able to go through with it. 
As for your Voyage into Holland, that likewiſe depends on 
the Payment of this MONEY. When you have ſecured thar 
Point, you will do me a Pleaſure in coming over to me, 
furniſhed with all'the Informations tending to the Executi- 
on of our Deſign, which may ſtill be wanting. I will 
write next Poſt to Pertum to come along with you.

You 
know the Credit all thoſe have that are about the King; fo 
that from them little is to be expected; for which reaſon, 
I beg you would ſo order Matters, that you may be with 
the King as ſoon as paſſible next Spring. | 

I am very uneaſy that your Deputies are not yet come: 
I manage Things as well as I can, to ſatisfy every Body; 
but if I have not a Supply of Money before Winter comes 
in, it will be impoſſible to anſwer: the neceflary Expences, 
which are largeſt the three firſt Months of the Lear. 1

The Second Letter from the ſame to the ſame, dated at Lund 
the 3d of December, N. S. 224 f November, O. S. 1716. 
contains the following Paſſages. | 75 
E * Body is —— — that the King has ſome De- 

ſign for this Winter. I'II let all that go as it will, 
without troubling my ſelf about it; but be aſſured, I can 
ſcarce believe there will be an End, unleſs your ſelf in Per- 
ſon prevail upon the King. As you know the whole Plan 
better than I, I ſay no more upon this Subject; but if you 
hope to ſee a glorious End of what you have undertaken in 
this Kingdom, you muſt not let the next Year lip, leſt the 
whole Glory of it be loſt. I fay, that if it concerns you to 
ſupport this Affair gloriouſly, it ſeems to me, that the only 
way to do ſo, is to repair to the King as ſoon as poſhble.

I doubt not but the Deputies for the Negotiation in 
Hand are in his Company, which gives me the greater Satiſ- 
faction, as it will put to Silence many People, who have 
made it their whole Endeavours to perſwade the King, that 
this pretended Negotiation was nothing but a Chimera.

My Lora, 
N Otwithſtanding I had been told at Gortenbwrg, that 
Count Van- Dernat would be there the next Day, I 
thought it would be a ſurer Way to meet him upon the 
Road to Lund than to ſtay for him there. I found him ſtill 
with the King, and the firſt Queſtion was, Whether I 
brought with me the People that would advance the Money ? 
And as I opened Matters to him by degrees, as well as his 
Vivacity would give me leave, namely, firſt about the prin- 
cipal Affair, and then about the ſeparate Treaty; he imme« 
diately fell into a violent Paſſion, fo that I had need of no 
ſmall Patience. I found this proceded from his being en- 
gaged for your Excellency in the Adminiſtration -of the 
Money Affairs, the Management whereof he thought dith- 
cult, and in rhe Iſſue dangerous. At length, he was a 
little appeaſed by the ſeparate Negotiation, and by the Ad- 
vantages it promis d; but his Diſcontent broke out again, 
when he delivered the King's Pacquet, ſaying, It contained 
nothing but Gomplaints againft the Commiſſion of Negotiation. 1 
anſwered him, That your Excellency heartily wiſb d you eould 
avoid the Repreſcntations about the Commiſſion, and that all that 
was to be done, was to execute the Plans your Excellency propaſed 
to them: After which, we talked of the Affairs themſelves. ' 
As to the Negotiation of Money, he 1s of the Opinion 
which your Excellency's Enemies have been long of, that 
it would come to nothing; and that if the People come 
now without bringing Money with them, your Excellen- 
cy's Enemies would rejoyce, while his Hands would be 
empty: For the reſt, he now approves the Regulation pro- 
jetted touching the Iron, which he will ſettle at his Return 
hither, and aſſiſt me when the People come with 20n0e 
Crowns, each Note for 25 Crowns, (tor Money is not to be 
had for great Bills) to put this Negotiation in a Way. But 
he is only afraid the two Deputies would not have all the 
Diſcretion that is neceſſary. Theſe latter are not yet ar- 
rived, which very much ſurprizes me. The aforeſaid Count 
is of Opinion, that when your Excelleacy ſhall have — 
< 2% celve 
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ceived the Subſidies from France, — ſhould: remit ſome 
Hundreds of Crowns in Bars of Silver, to give mere Luſtre 
to the Affair; though he is very uncaſy at the Riſque they 
will un at Sea, but he will not come yet into the Loan 
propos d again of a Million, nor into Diminution or 
Augmentation of the Copper Coin: He thinks the firſt 
Propofal unjuſt, and, as an Oath cannot be required of 
them, he thinks the quartering of Troops upon them would 
not be effectual Means, nor any Thing but the Rack, and 
that even this would do no good in the End; ſo that he 
leaves you to judge, whether the King ought to be adviſed 
to ſuch-Cruelties for the fake of 2 or 300000 Crowns. As 
ro the laſt Project, it was utterly unknown to him, and he 
looks upon it as an Affair that requires mature Deliberation, 
and which could not be undertaken, even in the utmcſt Ex- 
tremity, without the Loſs of Reputation. I obſerved in 
general, that he is of Opinion, ſuch Funds as theſe ſhould be 
deferred till your Excellency's Return. Nevertheleſs, as it 
is his Cuſtom, as far as I obſerved, to give Things a ſecond 
Conſideration, as appears by the two Propoſals touching the 
Contribution, called Schatz-gerechtigheir, and the new Regu- 
tation concerning Iron, which he now approves; it is to be 
hoped, he will agree to this alſo: For, as to the King's 
Approbation, we need not ſo much as doubr of it. 

As to the manner of treating Affairs with the King, I 
talked with him at large about it. He thinks himſelf, and 
is indeed very forward in the King's Favour, and this Jour- 
ney is likely ro have made him more ſo than he was at firſt 
when he came to Land. The King has agreed to every Thing 
that he has propoſed, even to a new Method of raiſing Taxes. 
He is with the King every Morning from Three or Four a 
Clock till Seven or Eight: But nothing equals the Credit 
go Excellency continues to be in with His Majeſty, a 
Truth which every Body is convinced of.

The Commons in their Charge ſer forth, the many ſolemn 
Treaties and Alliances which had been enter'd into between 
the Crown of England, and other Princes and Potentates of 
Europe, for their mutual Safety, from the Conſiderations, of 
the common Danger which then threaten'd all Chriſtendom, 
from the moderate Growth of the Power of France. 

They likewiſe take Notice to your Lordſhips, of the proſ- 
perous and flouriſhing Condition which the Liberties of Zurope 
were in, when, under theſe Treaties and Alliances, it pleaſ- 
ed Almighty God to bleſs the Confederare Arms, under the 
Command of their Great and cborious General the Duke of Marl. 
borotgh, with ſuch a Series of Succeſſes as far exceeded their 
own ExpeQations, and by the Wiſdom and Unanimity of 
their Councils, many fignal Advantages, both by Sea and 
Land, were obtained againſt the common Enemy, whereby 
the Glory. of the Confederate Arms, and the Reputation of 
Great-Britain in particular, was rais d to a higher Pitch than 
in any former Age. 

That in this proſperous Condition of Affairs, the Priſoncy 
at the Bar, with other evil. minded Perſons, Enemies to the 
true Intereſt of their Country, as well as to the common 
Liberties and Welfare of Europe, did, by many wicked Arts 
and Inſinuations, obtain Acceſs to her late Majeſty Queen 
Anne, got into her Councils, and into Places of the higheſt 
Truft, to make way for his and their pernicious Enterpri- 
res, formed a treacherous Correſpondence with the Emiſſaries of 
France, and gave falſe and pernicious Councils to Her Majeſty.

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The particular Articles exhibited by the Commons, to 
which proper Evidence will be apply'd, contain a Charge ; 
Thar this Great Perſon at the Bar, having no Regard to 

the Honour or Safety of his Sovereign, or theſe Kingdoms,

have had the written Law; They only, of aſl Interpreters, heard 
it ſpoke by Chrif. And his Lordſhip has left us only this 
Choice, either to deny, their Authority to interpret the Laws 
of Chriſt, or to charge them with ſerting up for themſelves,

heſe Do&rines naturally tend to breed, in the Minds of 
the People, a Diſregard to thoſe who are appointed to rule 
over them: Whether his Lordſhip has this View, the fol- 
lowing Paſſages will declare, Page 25. — The Church 
© of Chrif, is the Number of Perſons, who are ſincerely and 
* willingly Subjects to him, as Law-giver and Judge, in all 
Matters truly relating to Conſcience, or eternal Salvation. 
And the more cloſe and immediate this regard to him is, that

— And Page 24. The groſſeſt Miſtakes in Judgment, 
© about the Nature of Chriſt Kingdom, or Church, have a- 
* riſen from hence, that Men have argued from other viſible 
* Societies, and other viſible Kingdoms of this World, to 
* what ought to be viſible, and ſenſible in his Kingdom.— 
And Page 15. We muſt not frame our Ideas from the King- 
* doms of this World, of what ought to be in a viſible and

We wiſh, that in his Lordſhip's Account, no Images, ne- 
ceflary to form a juſt and true Notion of the Church, had 
been left out; he omits even to mention the Preaching the 
Word, or Adminiſtring the Sacraments: One of which, in 
the Words of the 27:þ Article of our Church, © is a Sign of 
* Regeneration, or new Birth, whereby, as, by an Taſtru- 
ment, they that recetve Baptiſm rightly, are grafted into

If Sincerity as ſuch /. e. meer Sincerity] excluſive of the 
Truth or Fal ſhood of the Doctrine, or Opinion, be alone 
ſufficient for Salvation, or to intitle a Man to the Favour of 
GOD; if no one Method of Religion be, in it ſelf, preferable 
to another, the Concluſion muſt be, that all Methods are a- 
like; in reſpe& to Salvation, or the Favour of GOD.

That 
of wicked Diſhoneſty and Inſincerity, which will juſtify un- 
ehriftianing, unchurching, or declaring out of GOD's Fa- 
vour; and of that one Conſideration, in theſe Caſes, GOD 
alone is Judge, there is evidently an End of all Church-Au- 
thority, to oblige any to external Communion, and of all 
Power. that one Man, in what Station ſoever, can have o- 
ver another, in Matters of Religion.

be Vertue and Charity, under the Belief of a ſupream Go- 
vernour and Judge; if true real Faith cannot be the Effect 
of Force, and if there can be no Reward where there is no 

willing Choice: Then in all, or any of theſe Caſes, to ap- 

ply Force or Flattery, worldly Pleaſure or Pain, is to a&

Which of them is the moſt 
inſupportable to an Honeſt and a Chriſtian Mind, I am not 
able to ſay; becauſe they both equally found the Autho- 
rity of the Church of Chriſt upon the Ruins of Sincerity

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Since then there are, in the Church, no Governours left;

Whether the Church and Kingdom of Chriſt be not reduced 
to a meer State of Anarchy and Confufion, in which every 
Man is left to do what is right in his own Eyes. 
And we beg leave to cloſe theſe Obſervations in the 
Words of the T hirty Fourth Article of our Church, Who- 
ſdever, through his private Judgment, willingly and pur- 
«* poſcly, doth openly break (mach more Teach and Encourage 
* others to break) the Traditions and Ceremonies of the 
Church, which be not repugnant to the Word of God, 
* and be Ordained and Approved by Common Authority, 
ought to be rebuked openly, (that others may fear to do

concerned, that Do ctrines of ſo evil a Tendency ſhould be 
advanced by a Biſhop of -this eſtabliſhed Church, and that 
too in a Manner ſo very remarkable That the Supre- 
macy of the King ſhould be openly impeached, in a Sermon 
delivered in the Royal Audience; and that the Conſtitution 
of the Church ſhould be dangerouſly undermined, in a Book 


profeſſedly written againſt the Principles and Practices of 


tome who had departed from it. | | 
But, ſo it hath happened, this Right Reverend Biſhop, in 
his extream Oppoſition to certain unwarrantable Pretenſi- 
ons to extravagant Degrees of Church Power, ſeems to have 
been ſo far tranſported beyond his Temper and his Argu- 
ment, as not only to condema the Abuſe, but even to deny 
the Uſe, and todeſtroy the Being of thoſe Powers, without 
- Which the Church, as a Society, cannot ſubſiſt, and by which 
our National Conſtitution, next under Chriſt, is chiefly 
ſupported. | 
Under theſe Apprehenſions, we could not but hold our 
ſelves obliged ro repreſent our own Senſe, with that of our 
Brethren of the Clergy, to your Lordſhips ; and to ſubmit 
the whole to your much weightier Judgment, which we do, 
as With the moſt fincere and difintereſted Zeal, and with no 
other View in the World, but to give Check to the Propa- 
gation of theſe Ergoneous Opinions; ſo ay of all 
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Government and Diſcipline in the Church, and fo deroga- 
tory to the Regal Supremacy and Legiſlative Authority, as 
we preſume may have been ſufficiently evinced. Of which 
our Honeſt and Loyal Intentions we doubt not, but your 
Lordſhips, in your known Goodneſs, will favourably apprize 
his Majeſty, if it ſhall be thought needful or expedient, in 
order to ſet this Matter, together with our Proceedings 
thereupon, in a true and proper Light. 

We are by no means inſenſible, that there are divers other 
offenſive Paſſages, in the Sermon and Book abovementioned, 
which we, for the Preſent, omit, as not falling ſo directly 
under the two Heads propoſed: Nor are we ignorant, that 
ſeveral offenſive Books have of late Time been publithed by 
other Writers, whoſe Confidence doth 8 call for the 
Animadverſions of the Synod; to which alſo we ſhall be 
ready to contribute our Endeavours. But we apprehended 
this to be a Caſe very Singular and Extraordinary, ſuch as 
deſerved a ſeparate Conſideration, That a Biſhop of this 
Church ſhould, in þis Writings, make void, and ſet at 
naught thoſe very Powers, with which he himſelf is inveſt- 
ed; and which, by vertue of his Office, he is bound to ex- 
erciſe : In particular, as often as he confers, Holy Orders, 
inſticutes to any Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, or inflids Spiritual 
Cenſures. Nor were we leſs apprehenſive, that the Emi- 
nence of his Lordſhip's Station and Character, as it aggra» 
vates the Scandal, would alſo help to ſpread the ill Influence, 
both further and faſter, under that Colour of Argument, 
with which he endeavours to cover theſe his pernicious 
Tenets. | g 

If your Grace and your Lordſhips, after having maturely 
weighed the Premiſes, ſhall find juſt Cauſe for the Com- 
plaints which have given Riſe to this Repreſentation, we 
reſt aſſured, that, in your godly Zeal and great Wiſdom 
you will not fail to enter upon ſome ſpeedy and effectua

My Lord, 

BAN G now, as I hope, come to an End of the Un- 
happy Difference between your Lordſhip and my ſelf; 
I beg Leave to conclude this Matter, in the fame publick 
Manner in which I began it. When I publiſhed my ff 
Advertiſement, I no more ſuſpected that your Lordſbip was the 
Perſon to be named againſt me, than that 7 wy ſelf was. The 
only Reaſon of my chuſing that Method was, becauſe there 
was no other Method in the World, which could have put a 
Stop to an Infamy upon my ſelf, which muſt immediately 
have ruined my Repuzation in the tendereſt Point; and could 
never have been remedied, by Any fature Defence of mine; 
becauſe Thar would never probably be feen by great Num- 
bers of Theſe who would have received the ſtrongeſt Impreſ- 
ſions from Dr Snape's Accufation ; and becauſe it could not 
come out till long after that Infamy had been ſpread and 
fixd in the World” And the only Reaſon, why I have 
thought my ſelf obliged to purſue this Matter fo cloſe, and 
to anſwer to every little Story, ay faſt as they have ſucceeded 
one Another, is, beczuſe I know the Number and Prejudice of 
Thoſe who are (without any juſt Cauſe) my Enemies, and 
Who either cannot, cr will not, diſtinguiſh between the fr 
great Aceuſation, and the. leſſer following ones; but who 
would condemn me of the Whole, if I ſuffered any little 
Scandal to lie upon me at laſt, without giving that Anſwer 
to it which I knew to be True and Undenlable.

(in your laſt Letten ro Dr. Kenner) you your ſelf not only 
knew of, but form'd, in Oppoſition to my Firſt Solrmn Appeal 
to God; and an Attack, which muſt have made me abhorred 
by every Honeſt Man, if it could have ſucceeded. If I have 
ſeem d by am, too ſolcitour, thro' this Affair; I wiſhevery 


one would make it their own Caſe, and then judge of it; 


And I deſire it may be conſidered that, as it was more deep- 
Iy laid, ſo a great deal more depended upon it, than appears 
at firſt ; and that it is plain frcm the whole Conduct of Re- 
ſentment; ever ſince the preaching of my late Serman, that it 
is not my ſelf, or my Reputation alone, that hath been ſtruck 
at; but that much greater Matters muſt have been affected, 
if I either could not have defended my ſelf with the LV 
Juſtice, or would not have done it with the Ur moſt Yigour.

I our ſuffering Injuries, it is Natural to complain, eſpeci. 
ally when there is noother Legal Redreſs. I cannot enough 
complain of the hard and inſufferable Uſage I have met with, 
in being repreſented to be the Author of a falſe Story, which I 


never related, or intimated, or thought of, till I received the 


Notice of it in a Letter from the Lord Biſhop of Carliſſe, dated 
June 29. 1717, I beg Leave once more to declare and proteſt 
my Innocency in that Matter, before the Searcher of all 
Hearts : And I would now only refer Mankind to the Way 
and Manner of bringing and ſupporting that manifold Charge 
againſt me. The firſt Charge was drawn up by the Reverend 
Dr. Snape, as upon Information from 4 Perſin of unqueſtionable

It was fit therefore, that the Lord Biſhop of Carl;/e, to a- 


void ſuch Miſtakes, ſhould have the wording of his own 


Teſtimony ; and his Lordſhip did thus word it in a third 
Report. I 40 know and affirm, that there is ſuch a Perſon in the 
_ Warld, 
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Warld, who averred to me, that he did with Difficulty prevail with 
the Lord Biſhop of Bangor, to inſert thoſe Words in his Sermon before 
it was publiſhed. This now was no ſecond-hand Report, as 
was that before miſtaken, but comes forth immediately in 
the Biſhop's Name. Is this therefore the final Charge in full 
Form to which I am to anſwer? No, his Lordſhip not a- 
biding by theſe Words, draws up another different Form of 
Accuſation in his printed Letter to the Biſhop of Banger, da- 
ted July 5. 1717. The Reverend Dr. Kennet, Dean of Peter- 
borough, is the Man I mention, om whom alone I had the Infor- 
mation of your Lordſbip"s applying to him for Advice before the pub- 
liſhing of your Sermon, and your agreeing to the Counſel he gave, in 
the Manner and Form wherein I have already ſpecified it. But was 
there any Thing in the double Manner and Form before ſpe- 
ciſied, of the Biſhop of Bangor's applying ro Me for Advice, 
and fo readily agreeing to the Counſel! I gave? So far from 
it, that I had before ſeemed to offer and to obtrude ſuch Ad- 
vice, to which the Biſhop was ſo unwilling to agree, that I 
did with Difficulty prevail with him to inſert other Words. Nor 
is the Coherence better in the ſecond Particular relating to 
the Preſervative : In the Advertiſement cf his Lordſhip's it is, 
The ſame Perſon averred to me, that he had formerly us'd the like 
Endeavours, but in vain, to perſwade him [the Biſhop of Bangor] to 
inſert them [the Words Abſolutely, Properly, &c.] in ſome Para- 
graphs of his Preſervative, where he thought they might be of equal 
Service. But in the printed Letter it is implied, that the Per- 
ſwaſions were not in vain, being never more ſollicitous for any 
thing in my whole Life, than I was for the inſerting of theſe in ſome 
Parts of that Diſcourſe which viſibly wanted them.

ry accuſed Party. There is indeed in the fourth Charge, the 
printed Letter, p. 19. an Intimation of rhe Place of our Confe- 
rence, in my Study; but ſtill no Time being mentioned, I am 
not able to gueſs at it; Ican only declare, that to the beſt 
of my Remembrance, the Lord Biſhop of Carliſe was never 
in my Study with me alone, without ſome other Company, 
for ſeveral Months laſt paſt. It might be rather in Company 
than Alone; for the Biſhop is pleaſed, to ſay, It was nor en- 
truſted with him as a Secret, Letter p. 15. Had there been any 
thing ſo entruſted, the Nature of the Thing, and the Dignity 
of another Perſon concerned in it, would have made it a ve- 
ry important Sceret, and I could not poſſibly intruſt it with- 
out Intreaties and Injunctions of keeping Silence. My Repu- 
ration,my Intereſt,my common Senſe;would lead me to have 
beg'd his Lordſhip to ſay nothing of it. Yet his Lordſhip is 
pleaſed to ſay, that He had not much conceal'd my Name; that is, 
reſolving to make uſe of it, he was bound to inſiſt upon it: 
Otherwiſe his Lordſhip did conceal my Name from thoſe who 
were moſt concern'd to know it: He did concesl it from Ay 
ſelf, till it was too late to call in his Words to others ; he did 
conceal it from Dr. Hutchinſon, who, in the Preſence of Mr. 
Checkley, gueſs d at another Name; And he was pleas d to con- 
ceal it from the Biſhop of Bangor, who had moſt Right to 
know it, and to be put upon his Guard, whether the Thing 
were true or falſe. And I dare ſay his Lordſhip did conceal it. 
from all Mankind till about the 29th of June, when it became 
neceſſary to name a Man. And yer now at laſt his Lordſhip 
is pleas d to think that it was ſo little a Secret, that I was 
rather fond cf proclaiming it. The former part of his Story was 
told with ſuch an Air of Complacency, Satisfaction and Comforts, that 
I could look upon it no otherwiſe than as a certain Sign of the Plea- 
ſure he took in reflefting on his own Happineſs in being thus ſervice- 
able to his FRIEND, and I was thereupon the leſs cautious in re- 
porting what my Friend ſeem d deſirous to make publick for his own 

Honour. | 
If I had thought it any Happineſs or Honour, I ſhould not 
have communicated the T hing to the Lord Biſhop of Carli/e 
of all Men living, becauſe he. would have. thought it a M:(- 
Frtune and a Reproachto me; and had I told his Lordſhip any 
ſuch Secret, he would have been angry at it, and it muſt have 
immediately broke off that Friendſhip and Familiarity, which 
tus Lordſhip was pleaſed to continue ſome Time alter, __ 
| the 
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the Continuance of them was a Demonſtration that I had 
never informed his Lordſhip of any Thing fo diſagreeable and 
offenſive to him. But certainly if I had ſeem'd deſirons to make 
it Publick, I muſt have mention'd it to ſome other Prelate or 
Divine, I muſt have let it fall to my very worthy Neighbour 
of the Biſhop of Carliſſe s Acquaintance, I muſt have given 
Hints of it in ſome of the too many Letters to my Friends 
in the Country. But I dare put it upon this Iſſue, that no 
mortal Man will ſay with any Proof that I ever in Diſcourſe 
or Writing have aſſerted or inſinuated any ſuch Thing, as 
that I aſſiſted or advis d the Biſhop of Bangor in amending or 
altering any one Word in his late Sermon before the King, 
his Preſervative, or any other Writing whatſoever.

F ſuch Perſons as have diſtinguiſhed themſelves in an ex- 
traord inary Manner by the Arts either of War or of Peace, 
are fir to be advanced to the chief Honours in the State, 
We have Cauſe ſufficient to chuſe into the Number of the 
Peers of cur Kingdom, James Stanhope, firſt Commiſſioner of 
our Treaſury, who is ſo remarkably eminent for both. Hav- 
108 paſſed his Youth in Arms, and having been raiſed by 
Degrees, through a long Courſe of Offices and Employments, 
he came at laſt to command in Chief with great Applauſe 
the Britiſh Forces which carried on the War in Spain. Tis 
doubtful whether he moſt fignaliz'd himſelf by his Courage, 
which terrified the Hearts of the Enemy, or by his good- na- 
tured Behaviour, which gained him thoſe of his own Men, 
or by the Firmneſs of his Mind, which emboldened thoſe of 
the Confederates. Twice he engaged the Enemy's Arm 
with great Bravery, when with equal Virtue he, as a mo 
valiant Commander, routed their Troops, and as a diſinte- 
reſted Conqueror, deſpiſed the Spoil. Making a Deſcent on 
the Iſland of Minorca, heforced the Beſieged to a ſpeedy Sur- 
render, after having loſt a Brother, who diſtinguiſhed him- 
felf in that Service. When the Publick Affairs of State were 
changed, he was always the ſame ; and preſerving an invio- 
lable Fidelity to his Country, became no leſs eminent at 
Home, as a good Patriot, than he had been Abroad as an 
indefarigable Soldier. Being admitted into the Privy Coun- 
cl of our Kingdom, he acquitted himſelf with Diligence, 
Steadineſs and Integrity, as well towards us, and in the Par- 
liament,” as towards Foreign Nations. Being made firſt 
Commiſſioner of our Treaſury, and applying his Thoughts 
as well to the maintaining of the Publick Credit, as to the 
leſſening of Intereſt, he managed that Matter ſo ſucceſsfully, 
that with the unanimous Content of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, Acts were paſſed for that Purpoſe, which were not
